THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


EGGS 

Receipts  of  eggs  at  the  New  York 
market  are,  naturally,  increasing 
with  the  spring  season  coming  on. 
With  the  coming  of  March,  eggs  be- 
gan to  move  in  volume  and  they  will 
be  very  plentiful  until  the  peak  is 
past.  It  takes  about  six  weeks  at  this 
time  of  the  year  for  the  peak  of  the 
egg  season  to  arrive  and,  naturally, 
the  storage  houses  are  putting  them 
away  for  later  sale. 

The  movement  into  storage  is  not 
as  rapid  as  last  year,  and  while  from 
the  poultry  raisers  standpoint,  the 
price  looks  low,  yet  they  remain  quite 
firm,  notwithstanding  the  natural  in- 
crease coming  at  this  time.  There  is 
a  rather  optimistic  feeling  among  the 
buyers,  and  the  demand  for  eggs 
seems  to  be  firmer.  The  prices  are 
not  only  being  maintained,  but  con- 
sumption, the  final  determining  fac- 
tor, indicates  that  there  is  few,  or  no 
accumulation  on  dealers'  floors.  The 
demand  for  fresh  eggs  is  running 
ahead  of  anticipation.  The  movement 
into  the  coolers  has  not  been  up  to 
the  volume  expected  and,  although 
the  government  has  not  been  buying 
eggs  for  relief  purposes  for  a  long 
while,  the  egg  market  is  what  is 
termed  as  satisfactory.  The  only 
complaint  we  would  have  to  offer  is 
that  there  are  too  many  poor  eggs 
and  low  quality  eggs  going  into  the 
coolers.  The  market  for  this  stuff  is 
always  low,  but  everything  indicates 
that  quality  eggs,  whether  on  the 
farm  or  in  the  ice  boxes  of  the  Nation, 
are  going  to  bring  fair  to  good  prices. 
The  market  by  the  time  POULTRY 
KEEPER  reaches  our  subscribers 
may  completely  reverse  itself,  but  at 
the  time  we  write  this  review,  we 
want  to  say  the  immediate  outlook 
is  brighter  and  more  encouraging. 
The  amount  of  eggs  in  storage  by  the 
last  government  report  was  far  un- 
der the  amount  in  storage  last  year. 
In  fact,  only  a  little  more  than  one- 
half  as  many  eggs  were  in  storage  on 
March  1,  1939  as  on  March  1,  1938. 

POULTRY 

Receipts  of  dressed  poultry  in  New 
York  for  the  last  five  or  six  weeks 
ran  about  159,  larger  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  last  year,  but  at 
that,  it  is  139.  below  the  1925-34 
average.     Poultry  marketing  during 


the  last  weeks  of  winter  increased 
considerably  over  the  previous  weeks. 
It  is  thought  that  this  was  brought 
about  by  the  unusually  low  January 
egg  prices,  with  the  result  that  many 
people  disposed  of  part  of  their  flocks. 
It  is  thought  that  the  receipts  of 
poultry  on  the  market  will  probably 
run  ahead  of  last  year  for  another 
month  at  least.  The  stock  of  frozen 
poultry  in  the  United  States  was 
about  179.  ahead  of  last  year  but 
24  9f  below  the  record  made  January 
1,  1937.  Frozen  poultry  stored  dur- 
ing the  period  from  September  to 
January  of  last  fall,  is  an  ample 
source  of  supply  for  consumption  dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  1939  when  the 
receipts  of  fresh  poultry,  naturally, 
are  not  large.  It  is  hoped  the  ef- 
fects of  the  larger  supply  of  poultry 
on  the  farms  and  in  storage  this 
spring  will  be  partry  offset  by  a  high- 
er level  of  consumers  incomes  and  de- 
mand. 

TURKEYS 

We  are  not  going  to  say  much  here 
about  the  turkey  situation  because  we 
think  it  is  getting  into  a  peculiar 
state,  and  we  are  giving  a  special 
government  summary  on  the  turkey 
outlook  on  another  page  of  this  issue, 
and  we  urged  you  who  are  interested 
in  turkeys  to  read  this  report  very 
carefully. 

Summary 

Market  supplies  of  chickens  in  the 
last  half  of  1939  may  be  above  those 
of  a  year  earlier,  chiefly  because  of 
the  larger  hatch  which  may  occur 
this  year  as  a  result  of  the  more  fav- 
orable feed-egg  price  relationship,  ac- 
cording to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics. 

The  decline  in  egg  price?  from  Jan- 
uary 15  to  February  15  wis  less  than 
seasonal.  The  February  feed- egg 
ratio  was  about  unchanged  from  last 
month,  but  was  more  favorable  for 
production  than  in  the  same  month 
last  year.  It  was  still  somewhat  less 
favorable  than  the  10-year  average 
for  February.  Egg  production  per 
farm  flock  on  February  1  was  only 
slightly  above  last  year's  production 
for  the  same  date. 

Poultry  marketings  continued  well 
above  last  year's  as  a  result  of  the 
heavier  production  of  winter  broilers 
in  1938  as  compared  with  1937,  and 


possibly  of  larger  marketings  of  hens 
and  pullets  culled  from  farm  flocks. 
Poultry  marketings  are  expected  to 
continue  larger  during  the  next  few 
months  than  a  year  earlier.  Storage 
stocks  of  frozen  poultry  also  were 
larger  than  a  year  ago.  Part  of  the 
price  depressing  effects  of  these 
larger  supplies  of  poultry  will  be  off- 
set by  the  higher  level  of  consumer 
incomes  and  demand  compared  with 
last  year. 


SMALL    FLOCKS    OF  CHICKENS 
IMPORTANT  ON  OKLAMOHA 
FARMS 

The  increasing  importance  during 
the  drought  years  of  the  small  chick- 
en flock  to  Oklahoma  farmers  is 
shown  in  a  release  by  Director  Wil- 
liam Lane  Austin,  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus, Department  of  Commerce.  With 
income  from  the  farm  sharply  re- 
duced, the  problem  of  raising  food  for 
the  family  assumed  major  import- 
ance and  the  small  chicken  flock  con- 
tributed its  share  to  the  solution  of 
the  problem.  Nine  farms  out  of 
every  ten  had  chickens  at  the  last 
census.  Of  these,  three  out  of  five 
had  less  than  50  chickens  and  only 
about  one  in  40  had  200  or  more. 

Although  the  total  number  of 
chickens  in  Oklahoma  declined  nearly 
two  million  over  a  five-year  period, 
the  number  of  farms  keeping  chick- 
ens increased.  Flocks  of  less  than  50 
chickens  increased  nearly  27,000  dur- 
ing the  five-year  period,  while  the 
number  of  larger  flocks  decreased 
14,000.

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Pullorum  Disease  Pulls  Chick  Mortality  Up 
and  Farmers,  Profit  Down 


Can  Be  Practically  Eradicated 
By  Agglutination  Testing 
Laying  Hens  and  Careful 
Purchase   of   New  Stock.

Pullorum  Disease,  which  is  some- 
times referred  to  as  Bacillary  White 
Diarrhea,  or  B.  W.  D.,  is  of  the  great- 
est economic  importance  to  poultry 
raisers.  This  one  disease  alone,  be- 
ing both  inherited  and  highly  contag- 
ious, causes  greater  losses  among 
baby  chicks  and  poults  than  all  other 
troubles  combined.  Pullorum  Disease 
occurs  wherever  poultry  is  raised,  af- 
fecting both  chickens  and  turkeys, 
and  no  breed  or  variety  is  immune 
to  it.  The  disease  results  in  a  high 
rate  of  mortality,  sometimes  killing 
as  much  as  90  per  cent  of  a  hatch. 
One  of  the  greatest  advances  of 
science  in  the  field  of  poultry  diseases 
has  been  the  development  of  the  Pul- 
lorum test,  by  means  of  which  this 
scourge  of  baby  chicks  and  poults 
may  be  brought  under  control. 

Pullorum  Disease  is  a  highly  con- 
tagious disease  caused  by  infection 
with  a  specific  germ,  Salmonella 
Pullorum,  from  which  the  disease 
takes  its  name.  It  occurs  in  baby 
chicks  as  an  acute  septicemia  or  blood 
infection,  and  this  is  the  form  of  the 
disease  that  is  highly  fatal.  Many 
chicks  are  infected  even  before  hatch- 
ing, coming  from  eggs  laid  by  in- 
fected hens.  Such  chicks  that  are 
hatched  with  the  disease  already  in 
their  systems  rapidly  spread  it  to 
other  chicks  from  healthy  eggs  in  the 
same  hatch,  first  in  the  incubator  and 
later  by  way  of  contamination  of  the 
feed  and  water  or  the  feeding  and 
watering  vessels.  Fortunately,  most 
of  the  baby  chicks  that  take  the  in- 
fection die,  because  the  few  that  sur- 
vive the  attack  retain  the  infection 
and  live  to  become  "carriers"  of  the 
disease,  spreading  and  propagating 
the  infection. 

Newly  Hatched  Chicks  Most 
Susceptible 

fn  baby  chicks  Pullorum  Disease 
may  make  its  appearance  at  any  time 
from  one  or  two  days  to  two  or  three 
weeks  after  the  chicks  are  hatched. 
Usually  it  appears  from  the  first  to 
the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  and  generally 
the  losses  begin  to  occur  on  the  sec- 
ond or  third  day  after  hatching.  The 
earlier  deaths  are  usually  of  those 
chicks  that  hatch  from  infected  eggs. 
Chicks  that  were  healthy  at  hatching 
are  most  highly  susceptible  during 
the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  their

lives.  Each  day  that  they  live  with- 
out taking  in  the  infection  they  are 
able  to  gain  a  little  in  vitality  and 
to  build  up  a  little  more  resistance, 
so  that  if  they  can  escape  during  the 
first  week  they  are  usually  reason- 
ably safe.  In  the  case  of  chicks  that 
sicken  after  the  first  week,  they  prob- 
ably got  the  infection  somewhat  earl- 
ier, since  it  takes  four  days  after  the 
entrance  of  the  infection  for  the  dis- 
ease to  develop. 

In  the  most  severe  form  of  Pol- 
lorum  Disease  chicks  die  suddenly, 
often  showing  only  very  slight  symp- 
toms. In  the  majority  of  cases  the 
little  chicks  first  act  sleepy  and  look 
sick  and  dejected.  They  have  no  de- 
sire to  eat  nor  any  interest  in  their 
surroundings,  and  stand  or  sit  around 
in  huddles  with  wings  drooping  and 
eyes  closed.  Soon  there  will  be  noticed 
a  profuse  diarrhea,  which  is  often 
yellowish  white  and  sticky  and  pastes 
up  the  vent  by  adhering  to  the  down. 
At  this  stage  the  chicks  are  unable  to 
void  the  droppings  and  they  may 
"cheep"  continuously  from  pain  in  at- 
tempting to  do  so.  The  baby  chicks 
lay  helpless  on  their  sides,  and  death 
usually  follows  in  a  few  hours. 

However,  these  symptoms  are  not 
particularly  diagnostic.  The  old  name 
of  the  disease,  "Bacillary  White 
Diarrhea"  was  misleading  on  several 
accounts.  A  large  number  of  chicks 
show  no  diarrhea,  death  apparently 
taking  place  before  this  symptom  ap- 
pears. And  if  there  is  a  diarrhea  it 
is  not  necessarily  white  in  color,  al- 
though it  usually  is.  Of  course,  it  is 
well  understood  that  diarrhea  in  baby 
chicks  is  not  always  a  sign  of  Pol- 
lorum  Disease.  Other  diarrheas  from 
causes  other  than  Pullorum  infection 
may  be  white,  such  as  the  diarrheas 
that  result  from  improper  feeding, 
over-heating,  or  chilling.  Neither  are 
the  findings  on  post  mortem  exami- 
nation usually  sufficient  for  an  ac- 
curate diagnosis,  since  they  are  not 
constant  or  always  the  same.  Usually 
the  yolk  sac  will  not  have  been  ab- 
sorbed, but  this  may  be  because  the 
chick  did  not  live  long  enough.  The 
liver  may  be  yellowish  in  color.  And 
the  ceca  or  blind  guts  may  be  filled 
with  a  core  of  cheesy  yellow  pus. 


Methods  of  Control  Outlined 

Since  there  is  no  treatment  for 
Pullorum  Disease  all  efforts  should 
go  towards  control  or  elimination  of 
the  infection.  Once  the  disease  has 
broken  out  all  sick  chicks  should  be 
killed  and  burned  immediately.  Most 
of  them  will  die  anyway,  and  if  they 
are  destroyed  immediately  they  will 
not  spread  the  infection  further  with 
their  droppings.  And  so  far  as  the 
poultryman  is  concerned  sick  chicks 
that  recover  simply  constitute  a  men- 
ace. Then  thoroughly  clean  up  and 
disinfect  the  brooder  house,  using 
plenty  of  soap  and  water  and  a  re- 
liable, standardized  dip  and  disinfect- 
ant, which  should  be  sprayed  heavily 
into  all  of  the  corners  and  crevices. 
While  this  is  being  done  the  chicks 
should  be  removed  to  another  house 
if  available,  and  before  they  are  put 
back  the  cleaned  and  disinfected 
house  should  be  sunned  and  dried  as 
well  as  possible  for  several  hours. 

Then  it  is  advisable  to  divide  the 
baby  chicks  into  several  small  groups, 
of  not  more  than  fifty  or  one  hun- 
dred chicks  in  each  group.  This  will 
help  to  reduce  the  losses  by  confining 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  since  if  it 
breaks  out  in  one  group  it  will  not 
spread  from  here  throughout  the  en- 
tire flock.  All  of  the  drinking  and 
feeding  vessels  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  up,  scalded,  and  sunned,  and 
a  drinking-water  tablet  added  to  the 
water,  not  as  a  cure,  of  course,  but 
as  an  antiseptic.  A  poultry  tonic  pre- 
scription in  the  mash  is  also  recom- 
mended, to  stimulate  digestion  and 
help  build  resistance.  Of  course,  if 
the  diagnosis  of  Pullorum  Disease  is 
doubtful,  as  it  often  will  be  unless  a 
bacteriological  examination  is  made 
in  a  laboratory,  it  may  be  better  to 
simply  confine  the  sick  chicks  and 
proceeu  as  above  as  long  as  any  ques- 
tion remains. 

Adult  Birds  Are  "Carriers" 
of  the  Disease 

But  with  all  of  these  efforts  at  con- 
trol the  disease  will  reappear  year 
after  year  unless  steps  are  taken  to 
eradicate  the  infection  from  the  flock, 
because  baby  chicks  which  recover 
from  an  acute  attack  will  retain  the 
infection  in  the  chronic  form,  and  will 
grow  up  to  be  "carriers,"  continually 
spreading  the  disease.  Chronic  in- 
fection may  develop  in  adult  birds  in 
other  ways  also,  since  they  may  be- 
come infected  by  means  of  contami- 
nation of  the  premises  by  the  drop- 
pings of  infected  birds,  either  chicks 
or  adults.  The  infection  in  adults  is 
not  generalized  as  it  is  in  baby 
chicks,  but  is  confined  to  certain  or- 
gans, principally  the  ovaries.  But 
other  organs  may  be  infected,  so  the 
chronic  infection  sometimes  occurs  in 
roosters  and  even  capons,  as  well  as 
in  hens. 

These  adult  carriers  of  the  infection 
show  no  symptoms  at  first,  and  none 
which  are  diagnostic  later.  At  first 
they  usually  appear  to  be  perfectly 
normal,  but  during  the  second  or  third 


laying  season  the  hens  seem  to  be- 
come unthrifty  and  their  egg  produc- 
tion is  decreased.  But  the  greatest 
danger  lies  in  the  fact  that,  on  ac- 
count of  the  presence  of  the  Pullorum 
infection  in  the  ovaries,  they  will  con- 
tinue to  lay  infected  eggs.  These  in- 
fected eggs  are  poor  in  hatchability, 
and  those  that  do  hatch  produce 
chicks  low  in  vitality  with  the  dis- 
ease already  established  in  their  sys- 
tems. Thus  the  entire  cycle  of  the 
disease  is  completed,  and  the  blame 
again  falls  on  the  "carrier"  hen. 
Blood  Test  Used  to  Detect 
"Carriers" 
So  obviously,  elimination  of  the 
disease  depends  upon  elimination  of 
the  hens  which  are  carrying  the 
Pullorum  infection  in  their  ovaries. 
These  birds  cannot  be  detected  by  any 
external  symptoms,  or  even  by  post- 
mortem examination.  But  they  can 
be  detected  by  means  of  the  Pullorum 
test,  or  agglutination  test,  applied 
to  every  laying  hen  in  the  flock  in 
which  Pullorum  Disease  has  once  ap- 
peared. The  test  is  performed  in 
either  of  two  ways.  In  the  slow  or 
"tube"  method  a  small  sample  of  the 
blood  from  the  wing  vein  is  collected 
in  a  small  vial,  marked  to  correspond 
with  the  leg-band  number  of  the  bird, 
and  this  is  sent  to  the  laboratory.  In 
the  rapid  method  the  entire  test  is 
conducted  on  the  farm,  and  reactions 
are  complete  within  two  minutes. 
The  "tube"  method  of  testing  was  the 
one  first  developed,  but  recently  the 
rapid  test  has  been  so  perfected  that 
it  is  practically  as  accurate  as  the 
laboratory  test,  and  it  can  be  per- 
formed and  the  results  interpreted 
easily. 

All  birds  that  react  to  the  test 
should  be  isolated  and  killed  for  the 
table;  their  meat  is  perfectly  fit  for 
human  food.  And  since  there  are 
certain  conditions  which  will  occas- 
ionally result  in  an  infected  bird  be- 
ing missed  the  test  should  be  repeated 
on  the  entire  flock  every  ninety  days 
as  long  as  any  reactors  are  found.  As 
soon  as  all  reactor  birds  have  been 
removed  from  the  flock  the  entire 
premises  should  be  thoroughly  clean- 
ed up  and  disinfected,  and  this  should 
be  repeated  as  often  as  additional  re- 
actors are  found  at  subsequent  tests. 
Then  be  particular  to  purchase 
healthy  eggs  or  baby  chicks  only  from 
sources  where  all  of  their  flocks  are 
periodically  blood-tested.

duction. The  government  reports 
there  is  an  apparent  increase  of  tur- 
key poults  of  about  27%.  Of  course, 
this  does  not  mean  that  percentage 
increase  in  turkeys,  because  the  mat- 
ter of  raising  poults  is  not  a  matter 
of  100%  success,  but  the  report  does 
indicate  that  our  turkey  raisers  have 
gone  in  for  quite  a  large  increase  in 
production  for  this  season.  We  hope 
business  conditions  will  improve  to  an 
extent  that  the  public  will  have  a  de- 
mand for  all  of  the  turkeys  raised. 
One  of  the  unusual  points  in  this  re- 
port, which  should  be  considered  care- 
fully by  turkey  raisers,  is  that  every 
major  geographic  section  of  the  na- 
tion shows  a  decided  increase.  It  is 
not  confined  to  any  one  section,  but 
our  turkey  raisers  all  seem  to  be  of 
the  same  mind  this  year;  namely,  to 
raise  just  as  many  turkeys  as  they 
possibly  can.

were  high  in  relation  to  feed  costs. 
Returns  from  the  1937  crop  also  were 
fairly  good  in  most  sections  though 
not  in  all.

INTENDED  PRODUCTION  OF 
TURKEYS  IN  1939 


Turkey  producers  are  planning 
large  increases  in  the  number  of  tur- 
keys to  be  raised  this  year,  accord- 
ing to  early  February  returns  to  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Reports  from  more  than  4,000  pro- 
ducers who  bought  or  hatched  2,750,- 
000  poults  in  1938  show  that  big  in- 
creases are  intended  in  all  major  re- 
gions of  the  country.  If  the  indicated 
increases  should  be  realized,  turkey 
producers  in  the  United  States  would 
hatch  or  buy  about  27  per  cent  more 
turkey  poults  in  1939  than  in  1938. 
The  actual  per  cent  of  increase  in 
turkeys  raised,  however,  will  prob- 
ably be  less  than  that  figure.  Last 
year  producers  reported  an  expected 
increase  of  poults  of  about  6  per  cent, 
whereas  the  increase  in  turkeys 
raised  seems  to  have  been  only  about 
2  per  cent.  A  record  gain  of  35  per 
cent  was  made  in  1936. 

The  reported  number  of  turkey 
poults  that  producers  intend  to  ob- 
tain from  commercial  hatcheries 
shows  a  34  per  cent  increase  over 
purchases  last  year.  Intended  pur- 
chases of  poults  show  large  increases 
in  all  areas,  being  up  27  per  cent  in 
the  North  Atlantic  and  Far  Western 
regions  and  33  to  38  per  cent  in  the 
other  major  regions. 


As  this  is  only  the  second  annual 
intentions  report  for  turkeys,  it  is 
impossible  to  judge  to  what  extent 
performance  may  fall  below  these  re- 
ported intentions.  Large  flocks  which 
for  several  years  have  been  rapidly 
increasing  in  number  and  expanding 
in  size  are  more  fully  represented  in 
the  returns  than  are  the  small  farm 
flocks  and  this  probably  tends  to 
make  the  reported  increase  somewhat 
too  high.  During  most  recent  years 
the  number  of  small  flocks  has  tend- 
ed to  decline,  offsetting  to  some  ex- 
tent the  gain  in  large  flocks.  This 
year  there  appears  to  be  but  little 
decline  in  the  number  of  small  flocks 
and  gains  in  intended  numbers  are 
shown  for  these  as  well  as  for  large 
flocks. 

The  extent  of  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  turkeys  raised  this  year 
will  depend  upon  several  factors,  par- 
ticularly the  weather,  the  supply  of 
suitable  eggs  for  hatching,  the  ability 
of  hatcheries  to  meet  the  expanding 
demand  for  poults,  and  finally,  upon 
further  consideration  by  producers  of 
the  possibility  that  the  supply  of  tur- 
keys this  year  might  be  in  excess  of 
the  market  demand  at  satisfactory 
prices.  While  these  and  other  factors 
are  expected  to  result  in  smaller  in- 
creases than  shown  by  the  intention 
reports,  a  considerable  increase  in 
production  seems  assured.  Prices  re-

Soft  Shells 

I  have  a  few  hens  in  a  laying  battery,  and 
I  am  having  trouble  in  that  I  get'  a  few  soft- 
shelled  eggs  and  they  go  right  through  the 
floor.  I  would  like  your  advice  about  this 
matter. — P.  D..  New  York. 

Naturally,  the  best  plan  is  to  try 
and  prevent  the  soft  shells.  Perhaps 
you  have  not  supplied  enough  oyster 
shells.  Good  shells  usually  overcome 
this  problem.  Do  you  give  cod  liver 
oil,  especially  on  dark  days.  We  give 
it  to  our  birds  right  along,  because 
we  figure  that  they  do  not  get  much 
sun,  being  in  the  building  all  the. 
time. 


Berries  and  Poultry 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  berries,  especially 
strawberries  and  poultry,  make  a  fine  com- 
bination. If  you  trunk  they  go  well  together, 
tell  me  how  to  keep  the  hens  out  of  the 
berry  patch. — Y.  B..  Ohio. 

You  would  go  far  before  you  found 
a  better  combination.  Keep  your  poul- 
try out  of  the  berries  by  fencing  the 
poultry  or  the  berries.  Personally,  we 
do  not  like  to  give  poultry  an  unlim- 
ited range,  and  therefore  we  suggest 
that  you  fence  the  poultry.  We  be- 
lieve that  hens  lay  better  if  they  do 
not  range  too  much.  And  by  the  way, 
we  carry  the  ads  of  some  excellent 
fruit  offers  which  you  should  not 
overlook.

got  more  eggs  under  the  system  than 
any  other,  but  we  found  that  the 
labor  element  was  something  to  con- 
tend with.  It  took  more  labor  to  care 
for  the  birds.  We  now  have  a  laying 
battery  which  has  many  of  the  fea- 
tures of  this  system.  We  confine  a 
hen  to  a  very  limited  space  and  so 
feed  her  that  all  of  the  energy  goes 
into  eggs  instead  of  running  around 
the  barnyard. 
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Mangels  for  Poultry 

I  have  been  thinking  of  planting  some 
mangels  for  my  poultry,  but  wonder  how  I  am 
going  to  keep  tnem  for  winter  use. — W.  B., 
Indiana. 

To  begin  with  you  will  not  harvest 
them  until  late  in  the  season.  Then 
dig  a  hole  in  the  ground  and  bury  the 
mangels.  Cover  the  dirt  with  straw 
and  put  some  boards  on  the  straw  to 
keep  it  from  blowing  away.  On  nice 
days  you  can  dig  into  the  pile  and  re- 
move what  mangels  you  will  need  for 
some  days  to  come.  They  will  keep 
well  this  way,  and  be  crisp  and  nice. 
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Rabbits  and  Poultry 

I  have  been  raising  poultry  for  a  long  time 
and  have  always  managed  to  make  some 
money  out  of  my  hens,  no  matter  how  cheap 
eggs  get.  I  have  a  few  rabbits  and  have  been 
wondering  what  you  think  of  keeping  them 
together.  I  do  not  mean  in  the  same  house, 
but  I  prefer  t'o  keep  rabbits  as  sort  of  side- 
line to  my  chickens. — E.  S. .  Missouri. 

Certainly  they  can  be  kept  on  the 
same  place.  While  poultry  furnishes 
meat,  yet  the  rabbits  will  supply  even 
more  meat,  and  then  you  have  the 
pelts  to  sell  for  furs,  and  no  doubt 
you  will  be  able  to  sell  quite  a  few  as 
breeders.  If  you  like  animals  and  are 
willing  to  give  some  extra  care  to 
rabbits  you  can  make  quite  a  little 
money  out  of  them.  The  rabbit  busi- 
ness has  suffered,  as  has  the  poultry 
business,  with  a  lot  of  fellows  who 
rush  in  and  then  rush  out  again  when 
they  find  that  money  does  not  grow 
on  trees.

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Feeding  Salt 

Some  time  ago  you  said  that  poultry  needed 
salt,  and  I  have  been  giving  it  in  the  mash, 
but  they  do  not  eat  the  mash  as  they  should. 
Can  you  tell  me  some  other  way  t'o  feed  salt 
so  that  the  hens  will  get  the  amount  they 
need? — Miss  K.  G.,  Tennessee. 

If  the  hens  do  not  eat  the  mash 
they  will  not  lay  as  well  as  they 
should.  Better  look  to  the  composi- 
tion of  your  mash.  If  you  do  not  add 
too  much  salt  to  the  mash,  that  is  a 
good  way  to  feed.  You  may  add  just 
a  pinch  of  salt  to  the  drinking  water. 
But  you  do  not  want  to  overdo  this 
salt  business.

FOR  EGGS 

Some  eggs  travel  a  long  distance 
and  are  handled  by  many  hands  be- 
fore reaching  the  consumer's  table.  It 
is  practically  useless  to  attempt  to 
please  consumers  with  eggs  that  have 
been  laid  in  dirty  nests.  In  this  case 
the  eggs  become  soiled  before  they 
are  even  taken  from  the  nests,  and 
the  chance  of  getting  even  the  regu- 
lar market  price  is  very  poor,  say 
nothing  of  getting  a  premium  price. 
Then  it  sometimes  happens  that  eggs 
are  gathered  with  dirty  hands  and 
placed  in  a  dirty  basket.  In  such  in- 
stances the  possibility  of  getting  a 
good  price  is  out  of  the  question. 

Unclean  packing  materials  is  an- 
other cause  of  low  prices  for  eggs,  for 
even  the  finest,  cleanest  and  most  at- 
tractive eggs  are  made  to  appear  of 
poor  quality  when  they  reach  the 
market.  Another  cause  of  low  prices 
is  the  carelessness  on  the  part  of  in- 
different buyers  and  dealers  in  eggs, 
who  often  fail  to  give  high  quality 
eggs  the  care  and  handling  they  de- 
serve, and  what  they  must  have  in 
order  to  bring  the  premium  price  to 
which  the  producer  is  entitled.

"Come  for  dessert." 

Lemon  pie  speaks  its  message 
without  words. 

The  hostess,  however,  who  serves 
it,  writes  this  invitation  on  her 
calling  cards,  together  with  date 
and  hour  for  an  afternoon  of  bridge, 
gathering  a  dozen  friends  to  finish 
luncheons  begun  at  their  own 
homes  with  a  closing  dessert  at 
hers.  With  dessert,  she  offers  a 
beverage  —  here  a  cup  of  tea, 
served  with  lemon.  The  game  over 
and  prizes  awarded,  guests  go 
home  in  time  to  prepare  dinner  for 
tired  husbands,  their  own  appetites 
unimpaired. 

The  same  suggestion  may  be 
used  for  a  dinner  dessert,  where  a 
hostess  does  not  have  facilities  to 
serve  a  large  dinner  party.  Men 
come  for  these  desserts,  necessi- 
tating a  careful  choice.  Lemon  pie 
is  "tops"  with  masculine  America 
and  always  welcome. 

Three  simple  tricks  in  cooking 
make  this  lemon  pie  a  reputation 
builder  for  the  hostess  that  serves 
it.  -  Trick  one  —  add  lemon  juice 
and  egg  to  pastry  mix  —  result, 
flaky  crust  of  a  superior  tenderness. 
Trick  two  —  cook  filling  first,  then 
add  freshly  squeezed  lemon  juice 
after  the  cooking  flame  is  out  — 
result,  a  filling  fragrantly  fresh  in 
flavor.  Trick  three  —  add  a  little 
lemon  juice  to  the  meringue  — 
result,  a  more  tender,  easy-to-cut 
meringue.  Full  recipe  directions 
are  as  follows: 

Sunkist  Lemon  Meringue  Pie 

Bring  to  a  boil  in  saucepan  on 
direct  heat: 

1  cup  water  or  milk 
%  cup  sugar 
14  teaspoon  salt 
1  teaspoon  grated  lemon  peel 


Add: 

5  tablespoons  cornstarch, 

blended  with 

V2  cup  cold  water 

Cook  over  low  heat  until  thicken- 
ed (about  5  minutes),  stirring 
constantly.  Remove  from  heat. 
Add  separately,  mixing  well  each 
time: 

2  well  beaten  egg  yolks 
1  tablespoon  butter 

6  tablespoons  lemon  juice 
Pour  filling  into  an  8-inch  Sun- 
kist Pastry  shell.  Top  with  Sunkist 
Meringue.      Brown    in  moderate 
oven  (325°  F.)  for  15  minutes. 

Sunkist  Pastry 

Sift  together: 

3  cups  sifted  flour 
1  teaspoon  salt 

Cut  in: 

1  cup  shortening 
Add: 

1  slightly  beaten  egg, 

combined  with 

3  tablespoons  lemon  juice 
Add  gradually: 

Ice  water  —  just  enough  to 
bind  dough  together 
Roll  pastry  out  thin  and  line  pie 
plates.  Bake  in  hot  oven  (475°  F.) 
for  15  minutes.  (Makes  three  8- 
inch  single  pie  shells.  Keep  un- 
baked dough  in  refrigerator  until 
needed.) 

Sunkist  Meringue 

Beat  until  frothy: 

2  egg  whites 
Add  gradually: 

4  tablespoons  sugar 
Continue    beating    but   only  until 
egg  holds  its  shape  in  peaks.  Fold 
in: 

1  teaspoon  lemon  juice 
Cover  pie.

Dande- 
lion greens,  rhubarb  (pie-plant,  if 
you  prefer)  —  Spring  dainties  filled 
with  minerals  and  flavor.  Here  is  a 
rhubarb  delight  that  will  delight 
those  who  try  the  recipe: 
Rhubarb  Delight 
1  or  2  egg  yolks 
4  cups  milk 

y3  cup  quick-cooking  tapioca 

V2  cup  sugar 

Vi  teaspoon  salt 
1  or  2  egg  whites 

1  teaspoon  flavoring 
Stewed  Rhubarb 
Mix  egg  yolk  with  small  amount 
of  milk  in  top  of  double  boiler.  Add 
tapioca,  sugar,  salt,  and  remaining 
milk.  Place  over  rapidly  boiling 
water  and  cook  10  to  12  minutes 
after  water  boils  again,  stirring  fre- 
quently. Remove  from  fire.  (Tapioca 
will  be  well  distributed  throughout, 
but  mixture  will  be  thin.  Do  not 
overcook.)  Beat  egg  white  until 
just  stiff  enough  to  hold  shape. 
Fold  hot  tapioca  mixture  gradually 
into  egg  white.  Cool  —  mixture 
thickens  as  it  cools.  When  slightly 
cool,  stir  in  flavoring;  chill.  Place 
sauce  of  cooked  pink  rhubarb  in 
bottom  of  sherbet  glasses;  cover 
with  tapioca.  Garnish  with  cooked 
pink  rhubarb.

satisfied,  but  a  few  complaints  do  not 
prove  anything.  Every  business  faces 
some  who  are  not  satisfied. 

Not  only  can  you  buy  the  number 
of  chicks  wanted  and  get  them  on  the 
day  needed,  but  generally  speaking 
we  believe  it  is  cheaper  to  buy  chicks 
than  to  try  and  hatch  them.  You 
must  figure  in  the  cost  of  the  eggs, 
heat,  investment  in  incubators  —  but 
the  trouble  is  that  few  of  us  are  ex- 
pert operators  when  compared  with 
the  operators  at  the  big  commercial 
hatcheries.  It  takes  a  lot  of  ability 
to  run  an  incubator  holding  47,000 
eggs.  One  mistake  and  see  the  loss. 
Therefore  the  per  cent  hatch  in  the 
commercial  hatcheries  is  usually 
higher  than  we  can  get  at  home. 

Taken  all  in  all,  it  seems  that  the 
case  for  the  commercial  baby  chick 
is  a  very  strong  one,  and  we  predict 
that  more  chicks  are  going  to  be 
bought  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Certainly,  under  such  an  arrange- 
ment you  can  count  your  chicks  be- 
fore they  are  hatched. 


LATE  CHICKS  PROFITABLE 

As  a  general  proposition  we  like 
early  chicks  better  than  late  ones. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  larger 
breeds.  We  do  not  wish  to  lead  you 
to  believe  that  late  chicks  are  not 
profitable.  Quite  the  reverse  is  true. 
Fact  is  that  we  have  often  found  that 
late  chicks  were  very  good  profit 
makers. 

The  smaller  breeds,  such  as  Leg- 
horns and  Anconas,  can  find  plenty 
of  time  to  mature,  even  if  they  are 
hatched  late  in  the  season.  If  Anconas 
are  hatched  by  the  first  of  June  they 


will  be  laying  in  five  months  or  by 
the  first  of  November.  Some  poultry- 
men  claim  they  cannot  mature  in  five 
months  and  will  not  injure  their 
vigor.  We  rather  doubt  this.  We 
matured  Anconas  in  five  months,  and 
if  there  was  any  bad  effect  on  their 
vitality  we  could  not  notice  it.  If  you 
rather  take  six  months  to  grow  them, 
go  ahead  and  do  it.  You  will  need 
the  chicks  by  the  first  of  May  in 
that  case. 

We  believe  that  the  pullets  should 
be  laying  by  the  last  of  October  or 
the  first  of  November.  Egg  prices 
have  a  trait  of  getting  up  rather  high 
before  the  New  Year,  and  it  is  a 
good  plan  to  try  and  get  some  of  this 
holiday  egg  money.  Remember,  that 
the  peak  price  of  eggs  is  moving 
ahead. 

Late  chicks  do  not  cost  as  much 
to  raise  as  early  ones.  They  often 
grow  faster.  Naturally  one  must  get 
some  size  on  them  before  the  hot 
weather  comes  on,  or  he  may  find 
them  stunted.  However,  if  you  have 
a  good  start  the  hot  weather  should 
not  affect  them. 

Shade,  fresh  water,  and  plenty  of 
range  will  provide  for  the  comfort  of 
the  growing  youngsters,  and  they 
should  grow  like  weeds. 

Many  people  have  the  idea  that 
only  early  chicks  are  profitable,  and 
if  they  are  unable  to  get  early  chicks 
they  run  short  rather  than  grow  late 
ones.  Such  an  idea  is  a  mistake. 
Properly  handled  late  chicks  can  be 
turned  to  good  account  and  be  the 
means  of  making  you  some  money.

GROWING  CHICKS 


A  lot  of  people  think  that  growing 
chicks  do  not  need  oyster  shell,  but 
such  is  not  the  case.  Laying  hens 
need  oyster  shell  to  help  them  in 
creating  the  shell  for  the  eggs  and 
much  of  the  publicity  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  oyster  shell  stresses  that  point. 
That  is  just  the  reason  that  oyster 
shell  flour  should  be  an  essential  part 
of  all  growing  mash.  The  use  of  pul- 
verized oyster  shell  is  a  source  of  cal- 
cium that  is  ideally  adaptable  lor 
growing  chicks.  Probably  no  form  of 
mineral  matter  used  in  mash  will  sup- 
ply calcium  in  a  more  readily  assimi- 
lated form  than  oyster  shell.  The 
matter  of  trying  to  supply  all  of  the 
required  calcium  directly  in  the  mash 
or  whether  to  put  part  in  the  mash 
and  depend  on  oyster  shell  for  the 
rest,  has  been  clarified  by  a  wonder- 
ful piece  of  experiment  work  carried 
out  at  the  Rhode  Island  experiment 
station.  From  this  report,  it  was 
found  that  the  standard  ration  con- 
taining 3.2  calcium  carbonate  in 
the  mash,  plus  oyster  shell,  produced 
a  noticeable  increase  in  the  eggs.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  from  their  ex- 
periments that  the  pounds  of  feed  re- 
quired to  produce  one  dozen  eggs 
were  very  much  affected  by  the  feed- 
ing of  calcium;  whereas,  the  ration 
containing  only  1%  of  calcium  carb- 
onate in  the  mash,  required  oven  ten 
pounds  of  feed  to  produce  one  dozen 
eggs,  but  that  the  ration  with  &'> 
calcium  carbonate,  required  only  7:85 
pounds  of  feed  to  produce  a  dozen 
eggs.  Furthermore,  when  only  2.3 % 
calcium  carbonate  in  the  mash  was 
supplemented  by  the  feeding  of  oyster 
shell,  freely,  only  7V2  pounds  of  feed 
were  required  to  produce  a  dozen 
eggs. 

In  fact,  it  would  seem  that  it  would 
no  longer  be  required  to  convince  peo- 
ple that  oyster  shell  in  some  form  is 
the  most  economical  and,  doubtless, 
the  most  satisfactory  method  of  sup- 
plying the  birds  with  some  of  the  very 
essential  elements  for  egg  production.

POULTRY  JUDGING  SCHOOL 


A  prospective  Bantam  breeder  in 
Massachusetts  writes  for  information 
on  the  best  breeds  from  a  strictly 
utility  standpoint. 

I  would  recommend  Cornish,  Wyan- 
dotte, Brahma,  Rocks,  and  Reds. 
These  breeds  are  good  layers  of  very 
sizable  eggs,  and  culls  and  surplus 
birds  are  very  excellent  for  the  table. 

Practically  every  household  enjoys 
chicken  dinners — if  not  frequently,  at 
least  occasionally.  Where  there  are 
six  or  more  in  the  family  a  large  or 
standard  fowl  is  desirable.  But  there 
are  many  more  families  consisting  of 
two  to  five  persons,  and  for  these  a 
Bantam  is  much  more  to  be  desired. 
Why?  Because  they  are  cheaper, 
tastier,  and  supply  enough  meat  for 
a  good  dinner,  without  having  the  un- 
desirable left-over. 

If  a  breeder  would  raise  a  goodly 
number  of  the  Bantam  breeds  above 
mentioned,  and  when  he  had  a  sur- 
plus of  mature  stock,  in  good  flesh, 
would  do  a  little  canvassing  among 
■  the  small  families,  he  could  easily 
sell  all  he  could  raise.    A  classified 


advertisement  in  the  local  paper,  ex- 
plaining the  foregoing,  would  get  re- 
sults. 

And  the  half -grown  chicks  as  broil- 
ers are  way  ahead  of  those  of  the 
large  breeds.  The"  meat  is  finer  grain, 
more  gamey  in  flavor,  and  the  bones 
very  much  smaller  than  those  in 
broilers  of  the  large  varieties  of 
fowls.  There  is  considerable  more 
meat  on  the  carcas  of  a  2-lb.  Bantam 
broiler  than  on  a  broiler  of  the  same 
weight  of  any  large  fowl. 

And  when  a  person  becomes  estab- 
lished as  a  Bantam  breeder,  he  or  she 
has  a  growing  demand  for  hatching 
eggs  and  breeding  stock,  for  which  a 
much  larger  than  market  price  may 
be  realized. 

Nearly  every  community  has  game 
bird  breeders,  and  a  game  conserva- 
tion club,  both  of  which  usually  buy 
a  number  of  broody  Bantams  for 
hatching  and  rearing  game  birds. 
Bantam  hens  are  particularly  valu- 
able for  this  purpose,  because  of  their 
light  weight,  and  superiority  as 
mothers. 


A  NEW  HAND  POWER  SPRAYER 
CENTRIFUGAL  FORCE 


By  C.  T.  Patterson 
Springfield,  Mo. 

Throws  30  gallons  of  spray  per 
hour  and  sprays  20  to  25  feet  high. 
An  average  tree  can  be  sprayed  in 
5  to  10  minutes,  and  an  average 
chicken  house  in  20  minutes.  It  fills 
the  needs  of  the  average  home  where 
no  spraying  has  been  done,  for  it 
sprays  gallons  instead  of  quarts, 
takes  minutes  instead  of  hours,  and 
costs  cents  instead  of  dollars. 

The  nozzle  never  clogs  as  shown  in 
illustration  No.  1;  so  no  time  is  lost 
repairing  spray  equipment.  A  person 
can  step  out  and  spray  a  special  tree, 


vine,  shrub,  or  chicken  house  at  just 
the  right  time.  A  bucket  is  used  for 
a  tank  so  a  person  can  change  easily 
from  one  spray  material  to  another 
in  going  from  one  plant  to  another 
where  a  different  spray  material  is 
used. 

Spraying  is  recognized  today  as  an 
important  line  of  defense  against  dis- 
eases, insects,  etc.;  yet  millions  of 
trees,  shrubs,  vines,  chicken  houses, 
etc.,  are  not  sprayed,  thus  becoming 
a  menace  for  the  neighbors  who  do 
try  to  protect  theirs.  The  spray  is 
thrown  from  a  specially  constructed 
container  on  the  end  of  a  handle,  just 
like  a  potato,  apple,  or  corn  cob  on 
the  end  of  a  stick,  as  shown  in  No.  1 
in  the  illustration. 

It  throws  a  coarse,  heavy  spray 
that  digs  into  cracks  and  crevices  and 
under  dust  and  dirt  and  wets  instead 
of  moistening  the  surface  with  a  fog 
or  mist.  The  average  home  owner 
could  not  afford  to  buy  a  high  priced 
sprayer  to  spray  just  a  few  trees  and 
a  low  priced  sprayer  does  not  have 
power  enough.  This  sprayer,  then,  is 
a  sprayer  for  homestead  needs,  in- 
stead of  orchard  needs,  as  it  is  cheap, 
yet  has  power.  It  is  in  the  quart 
sprayer  price  class  but  in  the  30  gal- 
lons per  hour  class. 

It  uses  any  liquid  spray  according 
to  the  spray  calendar.  Its  greatest 
handicap  is,  it  is  like  a  bicycle  or 
typewriter;  its  use  must  be  learned. 
The  beginner  should  practice  with  at 
least  10  gallons  of  water  before  at- 
tempting actual  spraying  to  get  dist- 
ance, direction,  location,  etc. 

With  this  spray  it  is  fun  to  kill  leaf 
eating  insects.  It  costs  about  10c  per 
year  to  protect  the  leaves  on  an  aver- 
age tree.

THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


EGGS 

The  egg  publicity  campaign  waged 
on  a  national  scale  has  been  a  bal- 
ance wheel  on  what  a  few  days  looked 
like  a  run-away  market.  Following 
right  on  the  heels  of  the  extra-heavy 
Easter  trade  has  come  the  heavy 
consumption  of  eggs  as  a  result  of 
the  most  comprehensive  advertising 
campaign  ever  undertaken. 

The  use  of  eggs,  contrary  to  form- 
er years,  has  been  maintained  despite 
the  usual  after-Easter  drop.  A  care- 
ful analysis  of  all  factors  available 
indicates  that  the  campaign  this  year 
has  brought  excellent  results.  The 
egg  deal  has  been  sold  to  the  public. 
This  is  evidenced  in  the  slowing  up 
of  storage  holdings,  the  fairly  satis- 
factory day  by  day  demand  and  the 
maintenance  of  price  schedules  at  or 
near  last  week's  level.  This  has  been 
quite  a  surprise  to  almost  everyone 
as  it  was  openly  predicted  that  we 
were  in  for  some  lower  prices. 

However,  producers  should  not  get 
the  view  that  the  market  will  hold 
throughout  the  balance  of  the  season 
without  some  fluctuations. 

The  general  situation  showed  a 
total  of  1,387,000  cases  were  put  in 
cold  storage  during  March,  and  while 
this  seems  like  a  lot  of  eggs,  the 
quantity  on  hand  as  of  April  is 
1,236,000  cases  less  than  were  in  stor- 
age April  1,  1938,  according  to  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics. All  of  which  would  indicate 
that  eggs  should  maintain  a  fairly 
level  price  for  the  summer,  and  yet, 
nobody  can  predict  what  summer 
egg  prices  will  be.  The  trade  has 
been  on  a  quiet  search  for  cheap 
eggs,  but  even  the  lower  grades  have 
had  a  better  market  than  early  in 
the  season,  and  which  has  helped 
maintain  the  price.  The  rate  of  lay- 
ing is  still  high  and  we  look  for  quite 
a  large  amount  going  into  storage 
during  the  month  of  April,  but  those 
figures  are  never  available  for  us  in 
time  to  get  in  the  current  issue. 


POULTRY 

The  cold  storage  stock  of  poultry 
naturally  shows  quite  an  outgo  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  with  a  very 
much  decreased  income,  so  far  as  the 
storage  plants  are  concerned.  Nat- 


urally, the  great  bulk  of  poultry  goes 
into  storage  in  November  and  De- 
cember, and  the  coutnry  is  now  turn- 
ing to  that  reserve  for  our  poultry 
meats.  The  net  withdrawals  of  poul- 
try was  25,264,000  pounds  during 
March  compared  with  21,674,000 
pounds  for  the  same  month  last  year. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  public 
consumed  about  four  and  a  half  mil- 
lion more  pounds  of  poultry  during 
March  as  compared  with  the  same 
month  last  year.  There  should  be  a 
heavy  movement  of  storage  poultry 
during  the  next  few  months;  other- 
wise, there  will  be  too  large  a  carry 
over  into  the  next  season.

HOW  TO  KILL  APHIS  AND 

OTHER  SUCKING  INSECTS 


Aphis  cannot  be  killed  by  arsenic 
or  sundry  poisons  because  their  na- 
ture of  attacking  plant  life  enables 
them  to  avoid  some  types  of  poison. 

The  aphis  is  a  sucking  insect.  It 
derives  its  nourishment  and  inflicts 
damage  by  inserting  its  bill-like 
mouth  into  the  plant  stem  and  draw- 
ing out  the  sap  just  as  a  mosquito 
draws  blood  from  a  person.  In  so  do- 
ing, the  aphis  junctures  through  any 
poison  that  clings  to  the  outside  of 
the  ste  mand  sucks  the  sap  from  un- 
derneath. 

To  kill  aphis  and  other  sucking  in- 
sects, it  is  necessary  to  ues  a  contact 
poison — one  that  kills  by  touching 
the  insect's  body  and  poisoning  it  from 
the  outside.  Such  contact  may  be 
made  either  by  poison  in  a  liquid  form 
as  a  spray  or  by  fumes  which  also 
poison  the  aphis.  Such  a  poison  is 
"Black  Leaf  40."  A  spray  consisting 
of  two  tablespoonfuls  of  "Black  Leaf 
40"  mixed  with  a  gallon  of  water  plus 
a  little  dissolved  laundry  soap,  not 
only  controls  sucking  insects  like 
aphis,  but  other  types  as  well.

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Caponizing  Turns  Cockerel  Losses  Into  Good  Profits 


Excess  of  Young  Cock-Birds 
May  Be  Altered  To  Good 
Commercial  Advantage ;  Bring 
Premium  Prices  On  Market.

There  is  always  an  excess  of  cock- 
erels in  the  poultry  industry.  Re- 
gardless of  how  many  birds  are 
hatched  about  half  of  the  mare  males, 
and  only  about  one-tenth  or  less  are 
needed  as  roosters.  The  value  of 
these  extra  cockerels  can  be  very 
materially  increased  by  caponizing. 
This  is  the  operation  by  which  the 
cockerel,  at  an  early  age,  is  deprived 
of  his  reproductive  glands,  and  the 
operated  bird  then  becomes  a  capon. 
This  operation  brings  about  a  com- 
plete change  in  the  characteristics 
of  the  bird,  both  physical  and  mental. 
It  not  only  results  in  an  alteration 
of  the  shape  of  the  body  and  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  plumage,  but  also  the 
disposition  is  completely  changed. 

The  great  commercial  value  of 
caponizing  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
capon  loses  its  masculine  characteris- 
tics, and  puts  on  a  large  amount  of 
meat  of  exceptionally  fine  flavor  and 
quality.  Accordingly,  both  on  account 
of  the  increased  weight  and  the  su- 
per eating-quality  of  the  birds,  capons 
always  bring  premium  prices  on  the 
market.  A  rooster  grows  tougher  and 
his  table  value  diminishes  constantly; 
a  capon  also  grows,  but  his  growth  is 
in  size  and  value. 

The  capon  has  a  very  peaceable 
disposition,  keeping  aloof  from  both 
roosters  and  hens  and  never  mixing 
in  a  fight.  The  comb,  wattles,  and 
spurs  do  not  develop,  but  capons  grow

beautiful  and  luxuriant  plumage. 
They  lose  the  ability  to  crow,  and 
seldom  molt.  They  become  feminine 
in  manner,  and  are  very  tame,  docile, 
and  lazy,  just  sitting  around  and 
growing  fat.  On  this  account  they 
stand  confinement  better  than  other 
birds,  and  put  on  weight  very  quickly 
and  easily.  The  food  which  they  eat 
is  all  converted  into  flesh,  no  energy 
being  used  up  in  fighting  or  in  breed- 
ing, so  that  capons  will  make  greater 
and  faster  gains  than  cockerels  on 
the  same  food.  There  is  always  a 
lively  market  for  capons,  and  they 
usually  demand  higher  prices  than 
any  other  kind  of  meat. 

Capons  Easy  to  Raise  and  Useful 
as  Brooders 

Capons  may  be  successfully  raised 
by  any  method  which  is  usually  found 
successful  in  raising  other  chickens. 
A  good  growing  ration  should  be  fed, 
and  a  large  part  of  the  feed  should 
be  yellow  corn.  Since  the  principal 
reason  for  raising  capons  is  to  have 
them  put  on  weight,  the  regular  addi- 
tion to  their  feed  of  a  reliable  poultry 
tonic  prescription  will  usually  be  a 
good  investment.  The  capons  should 
not  be  allowed  too  much  exercise  and 
it  is  frequently  advisable  to  keep 
them  to  themselves,  since  on  account 
of  their  peaceable  dispositions  they 


are  sometimes  abused  by  other  chick- 
ens. 

Capons  make  excellent  foster 
"mothers."  They  will  often  hover  and 
care  for  a  brood  of  baby  chicks  even 
better  than  a  hen.  The  use  of  capons 
releases  the  hens  for  laying,  and  of 
still  greater  importance  it  reduces  the 
hazard  of  not  having  sufficient 
broody  hens  on  hand  when  they  are 
needed.  Since  the  plumage  is  more 
abundant  than  that  of  a  hen,  the 
wing-spread  greater,  and  the  feathers 
longer  and  softer,  the  capon  can  hover 
nearly  twice  as  many  chicks  as  a  hen. 
The  capon  can  also  offer  better  pro- 
tection to  its  chicks  from  natural 
dangers.  To  break  a  capon  to  this 
job  he  should  be  placed  for  a  few 
days  in  a  small  yard  having  a  brood 
coop,  so  that  he  will  become  accus- 
tomed to  his  new  quarters  and  learn 
to  sit  on  the  floor.  Start  him  with 
chicks  about  a  week  old,  by  slipping 
the  chicks  under  him  just  about  dusk. 
The  next  morning  he  will  usually  be 
found  to  be  an  excellent  brooder, 
clucking,  scolding,  and  fussing  around 
his  brood  just  like  an  old  hen.  The 
capon  with  his  breed  should  be  treat- 
ed in  all  respects  like  the  broody  hen. 

The  best  time  for  caponizing  is  de- 
termined by  the  size  and  condition  of 
the  cockerels  rather  than  by  their  age 
or  the  season  of  the  year.  The  proper

READY  FOR  THE  OPERATION 
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time  is  shortly  before  the  cockerel 
reaches  sexual  maturity.  The  opera- 
tion cannot  well  be  performed  when 
the  bird  is  too  small  and  young,  and 
if  maturity  has  already  been  attained 
when  the  operation  is  done  the  result 
will  be  a  "stag"  and  not  a  capon,  and 
its  value  will  be  lost.  In  the  light 
American  breeds  cockerels  should 
weight  about  IV2  pounds  when  they 
are  caponized,  and  about  2i'->  pounds 
in  the  case  of  the  heavier  Asiatic 
breeds.  Birds  operated  upon  within 
the  next  month  or  two  will  be  at  their 
best  for  the  market  at  the  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  holiday  seasons, 
when  the  demand  will  be  the  heav- 
iest. They  should  by  that  time  weigh 
eight  or  ten  pounds  or  more. 

Technic  of  Operation  Given 

Caponizing  sets  may  be  purchased 
at  various  prices,  usually  ranging 
from  $3  to  $5  a  set.  Poultry  supply 
dealers  can  always  secure  these  sets, 
if  they  do  not  have  them  in  stock. 
The  birds  are  best  operated  upon  in 
the  forenoon,  and  the  operation  should 
be  performed  in  the  bright  sunlight. 
No  food  should  be  given  on  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  the  water  supply 
should  be  limited. 

The  bird  should  be  confined  upon 
a  small  table  or  on  the  head  of  a 
barrel,  by  tying  a  cord  about  the  two 
feet  and  another  cord  around  the  two 
wings;  these  cords  should  be  appro- 
priately weighted,  as  with  a  half 
brick.  The  bird  is  confined  in  this 
way  on  his  side,  with  the  foremost 
wing  pulled  back  out  of  the  way.  A 
few  feathers  should  be  plucked  from 
the  field  of  operation,  which  is  locat- 
ed between  the  last  two  ribs.  The 
skin  should  be  thoroughly  washed 
with  an  antiseptic  solution,  which 
may  be  prepared  from  a  reliable, 
standardized  dip  and  disinfectant. 
The  instrument  sto  be  used  should 
be  placed  in  a  shallow  pan  and  cov- 
ered with  the  same  solution.  A  small 
amount  of  absorbent  cotton  should 
be  close  at  hand. 

Make  an  incision  or  cut  through 
the  skin,  starting  about  one-half  inch 
from  the  middle  of  the  backbone  and 
extending  downward  between  the  last 
two  ribs  for  about  one  inch;  cut  the 
skin  only  at  this  time.  Now,  pull  the 
skin  backwards  so  that  the  incision 
through  the  skin  lies  behind  the  last 
rib,  and  complete  the  incision  through 
the  abdominal  wall  at  this  point.  The 
purpose  of  this  is  so  that  the  incision 
through  the  skin  and  the  one  through 
the  rest  of  the  abdominal  wall  will 
not  be  in  line  with  one  another,  and 
the  opening  will  be  automatically 
closed  when  the  skin  is  released.

Place  the  caponizing  spreader  in 
the  incision  so  as  to  hold  the  wound 
open.  If  the  abdominal  air  sac  has 
not  been  cut  it  should  be  torn 
through  at  this  time.  With  the  han- 
dle of  the  knife  or  with  a  probe  push 
the  intestines  out  of  the  way.  The 
testis  will  appear  as  a  bean-shaped 
mass  about  one-half  inch  long  and 
yellowish  white  in  color,  lying  close 
to  the  backbone  and  large  blood  ves- 
sels. Before  removing  it  tear  through 
the  mesentery  or  web-like  membrane, 
taking  care  to  avoid  injury  of  the 
large  blood  vessels.  Through  this 
opening  the  lower  testis  will  be  seen. 
The  lower  one  should  always  be  re- 
moved first,  due  to  the  fact  that  any 
bleeding  of  the  removal  of  the  upper 
one  might  obscure  the  vision  in  at- 
tempting later  to  remove  the  lower 
one.  Grasp  the  lower  testis  in  the 
extractor,  taking  great  care  to  get 
all  the  gland.  Clamp  the  extractor 
tightly  and  twist  it  off.  The  opera- 
tion is  now  repeated  on  the  upper 
testis. 

After-care  is  Simple  But 
Important 

Before  releasing  the  bird  the  wound 
should  be  liberally  dusted  with  some 
good  antiseptic  dusting  powder.  In 
releasing  the  bird  it  is  most  impor- 
tant to  keep  him  from  struggling,  as 
this  might  start  a  fatal  hemorrhage. 
After  the  operation  the  bird  should 
be  confined  in  a  cage  which  contains 
clean  straw  litter  on  the  floor;  the 
cage  should  have  a  low  top  and  no 
roosts,  so  that ,  the  bird  will  not  be 
able  to  fly  or  jump  up  and  down  to 
any  extent.  Give  plenty  of  clean, 
fresh  water  and  ground  mixed  feed 
as  soon  as  the  birds  are  placed  in  the 
pens;  they  will  usually  eat  heartily 
immediately. 

On  the  third  day  following  the 
operation  examine  each  bird  to  make 
sure  that  there  are  no  "wind  puffs" 
or  air  worked  under  the  skin  from 
the  edges  of  the  wound.  If  "wind 
puffs"  are  present,  puncture  the  skin 
with  a  clean,  sterile  knife  to  allow 
the  air  to  escape,  making  an  x-shaped 
incision  so  that  the  air  will  not  work 
in  again  between  the  skin  and  the 
body  wall.  The  wound  should  be  en- 
tirely healed  in  less  than  three  weeks. 
"Slips"  will  occasionally  occur. 
"Slips"  are  birds  in  which  a  small 
amount  of  testicular  tissue  has  been 
allowed  to  remain,  and  these  birds 
exhibit  characteristics  mid-way  be- 
tween the  cockerel  and  the  capon. 
There  will  be  a  certain  number  of 
losses  until  the  operator  becomes  fa- 
miliar with  the  technic  of  the  opera- 
tion, but  they  should  not  amount  to 
a  great  deal  in  consideration  of  the 
increased  value  of  the  caponized  bird.

The  Editor  Says 


CAPONS 

The  article  on  capons  by  Doctor 
Sawyer,  on  page  4  of  this  issue,  is 
extremely  timely.  The  growing  of 
capons  is  a  coming  branch  of  the 
poultry  business  which  at  present  has 
not  really  started.  Right  here  in  Quin- 
cy,  the  average  family  that  wants  to 
buy  a  capon  in  the  fall,  does  not 
know  where  to  look  for  one.  A  few 
are  grown  on  the  farms  about  this 
city,  but  the  number  is  not  large, 
with  the  result  that  the  general  pub- 
lic does  not  realize  the  splendid  qual- 
ity of  meat  to  be  obtained  by  pur- 
chasing capons. 

The  growing  of  capons  in  a  com- 
munity is  often  the  result  of  some 
energetic  work  by  some  outside  party 
who  becomes  interested  in  their  sale. 
There  are  some  communities  in  Iowa 
that  grow  many  capons,  and  where 
many  farmers  in  a  given  community 
are  occupied  in  their  production.  This 
is  often  brought  about  by  the  activity 
of  some  poultry  dealer  or  some  up- 
and-coming  manager  of  a  local  pro- 
duce house.  He  will  make  contacts 
with  the  farmers  to  take  the  capons 
off  their  hands,  and  at  a  price  that 
makes  the  farmers  feel  well  justified 
in  giving  particular  attention  to  this 
phase  of  poultry  raising.  In  1936, 
over  19,000  capons  were  grown  by 
approximately  150  farmers  in  an  area 
around  and  about  Iowa  City.  In  time, 
other  poultry  dealers  throughout  the 
country  will  put  more  stress  on  this 
subject  and  encourage  the  produc- 
tion of  capons  so  that  they  will  be- 
come more  abundant  on  the  market 
and  more  readily  available  to  the 
average  housewife. 

At  present  too  much  of  the  raising 
of  capons  is  done  ,  hit  and  miss  by  a 
poultry  raiser  here  or  there,  or  scat- 
tered throughout  the  country,  with 
only  one,  and  sometimes  two,  in  any 
one  community.  They  caponize  only 
a  few  of  the  birds  for  their  own  use 
and  have  only  a  few  to  sell  on  the 
market — perhaps  25,  50,  or  100.  Very 
few  have  as  many  as  100.  The  profit 
derived  from  these  few  is  very  satis- 
factory, but  the  actual  raising  of 
them  in  larger  quantities  can  bring 
a  much  greater  profit.  Then,  too,  a 
great  many  are  not  educated  in  re- 
gard to  the  practical  capon  market, 
with  the  result  that  they  caponize  too 
early  in  the  spring.  The  capons  be- 
come of  market  size  too  early  in  the 
fall  to  bring  the  fancy  prices,  and 
this  tends  to  keep  down  the  profit. 
A  fat  capon  is  like  a  fat  hog;  as  soon 
as  it  reaches  it  peak,  it  should  go  on 
the  market.  To  feed  them  longer 
means  somewhat  of  a  loss. 

Since  the  real  capon  market  is  gen- 


erally at  its  best  after  Thanksgiving, 
that  fact  should  be  kept  in  mind  so 
that  the  capons  will  be  at  their  best 
at  the  right  time  for  the  market. 

We  find  a  growing  interest  in 
capons  and  believe  that  those  who 
are  giving  attention  to  the  matter 
will  be  well  repaid  for  the  study  and 
effort. 


PRODUCE  BETTER  EGGS 

In  our  review  of  the  egg  market 
in  last  issue  of  POULTRY  KEEPER, 
we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
an  unusually  large  volume  of  under- 
sized and  undesirable  eggs  are  going 
into  the  market  at  this  season  of  the 
year.  Of  course,  the  using  of  the  best 
eggs  for  hatching  purposes  is  perhaps 
one  of  the  reasons  for  this,  but  apart 
from  that  there  are  entirely  too  many 
dirty  eggs  going  on  the  market.  The 
chain  stores  and  many  other  produce 
houses  are  making  a  strenuous  effort 
to  increase  the  volume  of  the  con- 
sumption of  eggs,  but  we  must  admit 
that  when  these  stores  are  compelled 
to  display  undersized  and  dirty  eggs 
it  offsets  the  good  intentions  on  their 
part.  Poultry  raisers  would  do  well 
to  grade  their  eggs  and  see  that  those 
with  better  appearances  are  placed 
on  the  market.  Many  of  the  smaller 
eggs  can  be  used  at  home.  Many 
dirty  eggs  can  be  washed,  although 
some  people  do  not  like  the  idea.  It 


is  done,  nevertheless,  and  helps  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  egg.  The 
use  of  the  small  eggs  at  home  does 
not  mean  that  the  poultry  raiser  is 
using  eggs  of  an  inferior  quality,  be- 
cause, as  a  whole,  we  believe  the 
quality  of  the  undersized  egg  is  as 
good  as  the  larger  sized  egg.  It  is 
simply  its  appearance  that  effects 
the  sale  value,  and  so  we  feel  safe 
in  saying  that  no  poultryman  is  doing 
an  injustice  to  himself,  if  he  can  use 
as  many  of  the  undersized  eggs  as 
possible  at  home. 

This  marketing  of  eggs  is  becoming 
a  science  and  the  best  place  to  make 
a  careful  check  on  the  sales  possi- 
bilities of  eggs  is  right  on  the  farm 
where  they  are  produced.  Constant 
gathering  of  eggs  during  warm 
weather  and  careful  attention  to  this 
detail  is  well  worth  careful  consider- 
ation.

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BLOOD  TEST  TO  MEASURE 

VITAMIN  E  DEFICIENCY 


Can  the  presence  or  absence  of 
vitamin  E,  the  vitamin  that  is  so  es- 
sential to  normal  reproduction,  be 
determined  by  tests  on  the  blood  of 
the  individual  in  question?  In  an  edi- 
torial, reviewing  the  work  of  Dr. 
Evan  Shute,  of  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  London,  Ontario, 
Canada,  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Veterinary  Medical  Association  in  its 
April  1939  issue,  points  encouraging- 
ly to  the  results  that  have  already 
been  obtained.  Besides  work  done  on 
animals,  observations  have  been  rec- 
orded on  more  than  1200  humans, 
male  and  female.  Apparently  the 
Shute  test,  while  not  attempting  to 
be  a  specific  test  for  pregnancy  or 
for  such  reproductive  diseases  as 
Bang's  Disease,  does  not  supply  a 
gauge  for  vitamin  E  deficiency,  how- 
ever produced,  in  abnormal  gesta- 
tions, in  acute  infections,  in  leutic  in- 
vasions, and  in  malignant  cell  forma- 
tions. Shute  seems  to  have  shown, 
states  the  Journal,  that  vitamin  E 
deficiency  is  quite  widespread,  that 
it  is  often  so  pronounced  that  large 
initial  quantities  of  wheat  germ  oil 
as  a  source  of  vitamin  E  for  the  cor- 
rection of  pregnancy  disorders  in  the 
human,  that  abortive  tendencies  due 
to  lack  of  vitamin  E  can  be  corrected 
by  early  diagnosis  of  the  deficiency 
followed  by  proper  intensive  treat- 
ment. In  conclusion,  the  Journal  op- 
timistically suggests  the  possibility 
of  a  wide  application  of  the  Shute 
test  as  an  aid  in  the  study  and  event- 
ual correction  of  reproductive  failures 
which  represent  such  a  huge  economic 
loss  to  the  livestock  and  poultry  in- 
dustries, and  for  which  vitamin  E  de- 
ficiency is  assuming  greater  respon- 
sibility. The  Shute  test,  which  will 
tend  to  eliminate  guesswork  about 
vitamin  E,  is  one  which  should  be  ap- 
plied by  a  qualified  veterinarian. 


WORLD'S  POULTRY  CONGRESS 


An  international  motion  picture 
festival,  including  selected  programs 
of  both  scientific  and  entertainment 
motion  pictures  from  many  nations 
will  be  a  feature  of  the  World's  Poul- 
try Congress,  to  be  held  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  July  28  to  August  7. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  presentation  of  films  dealing  with 
the  poultry  industry  and  other  films 
of  an  educational  character  in  the 
Ball  Room  each  afternoon  beginning 
Monday,  July  31.  At  12:30  each  day  a 
"rest  period"  program  of  educational 
films  of  general  interest  will  be  pre- 
sented. This  program,  to  last  about 
an  hour,  is  designed  to  give  visitors 
a  place  to  rest  and  see  interesting 
and  informative  films  at  the  same 
time.  Later,  probably  at  3  o'clock, 
a  program  of  pictures  dealing  exclu- 
sively with  the  poultry  industry  will 
be  presented.  Films  are  being  assem- 
bled from  various  foreign  countries 
for  these  programs. 

Each  evening  at  9  o'clock,  begin- 
ning with  Saturday,  July  29,  and  ex- 
cepting Sunday,  an  entertainment 
program  will  be  presetned  in  the 
Music  Hall.  These  programs  will  be 
international  in  character,  and  will 


include  feature  films  from  various 
foreign  countries.  Among  those  se- 
lected are  "Grand  Illusion"  (French), 
"Drums"  (English,  and  a  Swedish 
film  entitled  "Sun  Over  Sweden." 
Each  program  will  include  films  of 
two  or  more  nations. 


SEASONABLE  HINTS 


Many  chick  raisers  have  a  feeling 
that  their  troubles  are  over  when  the 
brood  has  reached  the  age  of  three 
or  four  weeks,  and  generally  it  is 
true  that  the  greatest  loss  occurs  dur- 
ing this  period. 

Raising  chicks  when  they  are 
thrifty  and  full  of  vitality  when 
hatched,  is  mostly  a  matter  of  proper 
conditions  and  the  right  kind  of  care, 
for  such  are  much  more  likely  to  live 
and  make  rapid  growth  than  to  die. 
Some  people  say  that  it  is  difficult 
to  keep  chickens  healthy,  when  really 
the  opposite  is  true.  Good  vigorous 
chicks  will  stand  a  lot  of  poor  man- 
agement and  still  keep  growing,  and 
these  are  the  ones  that  if  given  prop- 
er care  will  make  the  strongest  and 
finest  birds. 

An  orchard  or  grove  makes  a  good 
range  for  growing  chickens,  provided 
the  undergrowth  is  removed  and 
some  protective  shelter  is  placed 
where  the  chicks  can  get  to  it  hand- 
ily and  quickly,  and  avoid  being 
drenched  when  a  downpour  of  rain 
comes.  Chickens  are  apt  to  flock  to- 
gether when  a  rainstorm  comes  up 
quickly  and  bunch  or  pile  up  three  or 
four  deep,  and  the  result  is  that 
those  on  top  drown  and  the  ones 
under  suffocate.

The  terrain  consists  of  two  hill- 
sides joined  by  a  pond  featuring  an 


island  for  the  swan  nest  and  water 
fowl  pens  along  its  shore.  A  road- 
way extends  around  this  pond  with 
bordering  parking  space  and  at  each 
end  of  this  road  is  a  log  "gate  house" 
(two  story,  5  room  and  10  ft.  porch) 
toward  which  all  the  "alleys"  be- 
tween the  yards  on  the  opposite  hill- 
side converge. 

The  alleys  are  eight  feet  wide  with 
flowers  bordering  the  fence  on  each 
side  and  presenting  a  picture  never 
to  be  forgotten.  However,  the  most 
beautiful  feature  of  this  project  is 
the  poultry  strutting  its  stuff  in  green 
yards  with  plenty  of  room  and  in  nat- 
ural, family  groups.  Only  one  group 
of  any  one  variety  and  with  exhib- 
itor's name  and  address  on  the  yard 
fence  and  in  the  catalogue.

Food  Consumed 

Would  you  please  tell  me  whether  Leghorn 
chickens  •  eat  less  than  heavy  breeds,  like 
Orpingtons? — A.  V.  K.,  Pennsylvania. 

Dr.  Kaupp  in  his  book,  "Poultry 
Culture,"  says,  "Small  breeds  such  as 
Leghorns  and  Campines  will  consume 
on  an  average  about  65  to  70  pounds 
of  feed  per  hen  per  year.  Large  breeds 
as  the  Plymouth  Rocks  and  Orping- 
tons will  consume  an  average  of  about 
85  pounds  feed  per  hen  per  year." 
This  answers  your  question,  but  in 
justice  to  the  larger  breeds  it  should 
be  said  that  when  they  are  sent  to 
market  they  will  bring  more  than  the 
small  breeds. 


Feeding  Table  Scraps 

I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  waste  stuff  from 
the  table  is  alright  to  feed  to  the  hens. — A. 
H.  G. ,  Illinois. 

Fresh;  clean  table  scraps  are  all 
right  to  feed  your  poultry.  It  may  be 
a  little  rich,  so  do  not  give  too  much 
of  it.  We  like  to  run  it  through  a 
food  chopper  and  mix  in  enough  dry 
mash  to  make  it  crumbly  and  then 
give  this  at  noon.  Be  sure  to  give 
plenty  of  green  food  along  at  the 
same  time  and  we  do  not  believe  that 
you  will  have  any  trouble. 


Milk  and  Chicks 

I  have  been  giving  my  baby  chicks  sour  milk 
to  drink. 

1.  Is  sour  milk  as  good  as  buttermilk  for 
chicks? 

2.  I  lost  a  lot  of  chicks  and  quit'  the  sour 
milk  and  went  to  feeding  sweet  milk.

2.  We  do  not  think  that  sour  milk 
will  kill  chicks.  If  given  in  galvan- 
ized dishes  it  might  cause  trouble. 
Always  use  an  earthen  dish  for  milk 
and  make  sure  that  the  dishes  are 
cleaned  carefully.  The  dishes  should 
be  scoured  and  scalded  every  day. 

3.  Certainly  sour  milk  is  all  right 
for  turkeys  or  any  kind  of  poultry.

Buff  as  a 
color  is  somewhat  difficult  to  breed 
true,  so  that  one  who  takes  up  this 
task  will  find  a  real  test  for  his  or 
her  skill  as  a  breeder.  As  a  utility 
bird  the  Buff  Rocks  are  very  highly 
thought  of.

4.  At  what  time  of  the  spring  would  you 
say  was  the  best  time  for  hatching  chicks? — 
S.  D..  Nebraska. 

1.  The  strain  which  you  have  is  one 
of  the  best.  It  is  considered  more  in- 
tensively bred  for  production  than  for 
exhibition,  but  the  writer  has  seen 
some  of  the  birds  at  the  shows  which 
gave  a  very  good  account  of  them- 
selves. 

2.  Yes.  It  has  always  done  well,  and 
when  properly  managed  it  is  a  top- 
notcher. 

3.  No.  Nothing  can  be  gained  and 
a  great  deal  might  be  lost.  By  all 
means  keep  it  pure. 

4.  Generally  March  or  April  is  a 
good  time  to  hatch  Barred  Rock 
chicks.  Sometimes  if  well  cared  for 
the  May  and  early  June  chicks  will 
do  real  well,  but  a  great  deal  depends 
upon  the  caretaker.

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SMALL  CHICKEN  FLOCKS 
IMPORTANT 


The  small  chicken  flock  plays  an 
important  role  in  the  agriculture  of 
the  West  South  Central  States,  ac- 
cording to  a  report  ]usc  released  by 
Director  William  L.  Austin,  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Nearly  a  million  farmers  in 
the  states  of  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 
Oklahoma,  and  Texas  reported  chick- 
en flocks  at  the  last  census,  and  near- 
ly three-fourths  of  these  flocks  con- 
sisted of  less  than  50  birds.  About 
one  flock  in  fifty  contained  more 
than  200  fowls  and  in  the  entire  group 
of  states  there  were  only  213  flocks 
of  1000  or  more. 

A  definite  shift  toward  smaller 
flocks  and  away  from  the  larger 
flocks  was  also  brought  out  in  this 
report.  While  the  number  of  chicken 
flocks  of  less  than  50  birds  increased 
nearly  18  per  cent  from  1930  to  1935, 
the  number  of  intermediate  and  large 
size  flocks  declined.  This  decline  be- 
came more  pronounced  as  the  flocks 
increased  in  size,  with  the  flocks  of 
400  or  more  birds  showing  a  decrease 
of  almost  40  per  cent.  An  exception 
of  minor  importance  was  the  group 
of  flocks  of  2,500  or  more  which  in- 
creased from  22  to  29  during  the 
period.  i 

This  increase  in  importance  of 
small  flocks  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country  has  aroused  much  interest  in 
agricultural  circles,  and  there  is  a 
strong  demand  that  a  further  analy- 
sis of  the  situation  be  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  1940  Census  of  Agri- 
culture. The  present  report  is  based 
on  a  special  tabulation  of  chicken 
statistics  by  size  of  flock  made  at  the 
request  of  numerous  poultry  organi- 
zations.

We  have  a  great  many  letters  ask- 
ing us  about  Proso — also  asking  in- 
formation as  to  when  to  sow  and 
how.  Proso  was  introduced  into  this 
country  from  Russia  some  12  or  15 
years  ago,  and  in  certain  sections  of 
the  United  States  is  beginning  to  get 
quite  a  foothold,  due  to  the  demand 
for  it  as  poultry  feed.  It  is  not  like 
Kaffir  Corn,  but  is  really  a  variety  of 
millet — quite  different  than  the  gen- 
eral accepted  millet  in  this  country. 
Whereas  millet  goes  largely  to  stalk 
and  leaves  and  makes  a  wonderful 
hay,  Proso  seems  to  put  its  entire 
strength  into  reproducing  seed.  One 


seed  will  often  stool  and  make  15  to 
25  heads  instead  of  one.  In  an  experi- 
ment by  a  grower  of  Proso,  he  found 
one  seed  that  stooled  out  producing 
21  heads  with  1,185  grains.  We  had 
one  subscriber  to  POULTRY  KEEP- 
ER who  wrote  us  that  he  grew  12 
bushels  from  a  7-ounce  package  that 
he  had  received  free  with  a  $1.00 
subscription. 

Proso  makes  a  splendid  mash  when 
ground  alone  or  it  is  a  wonderful 
grain  to  grind  in  equal  parts  with 


corn  or  oats.  However,  most  of  our 
subscribers  who  have  bought  seed  in 
rather  small  amounts,  grow  it  and 
cut  it  just  as  the  seeds  are  getting 
ripe.  They  store  it  in  the  loft  and 
give  the  entire  plant  to  the  chickens 
during  the  winter.  It  makes  a  won- 
derful litter  and  keeps  the  hens  busy 
scratching  all  day. 

Proso  is  a  quick  maturing  crop, 
generally  being  completely  matured 
within  90  days  from  sowing.  For  that 
reason  it  should  not  be  sown  until 
after  the  middle  of  May  and  some 
time  up  even  as  late  as  August  1. 
Last  year,  some  of  our  subscribers  in 
Iowa  bought  some  Proso  and  seeded 
the  idle  acres  which  they  had  had 
set  apart  under  the  government 
order  and  on  which  the  government 
lifted  the  restriction  after  the 
drought.  The  rains  came  at  just  the 
right  time,  with  the  result  that  one 
of  them  grew  as  much  as  5000  pounds 
of  Proso  off  of  the  acres  that  were 
supposed  to  remain  idle,  but  which 
the  government  permitted  him  to  use 
i  nthis  way.  For  that  reason,  the  gen- 
eral bulk  of  Proso  is  never  sown  until 
anywhere  from  the  15th  of  June  to 
the  15th  of  July.  It  will,  therefore, 
appear  that  to  have  an  excellent  crop, 
late  planting  should  be  used,  especial- 
ly if  you  have  a  drought  in  June  and 
the  first  part  of  July.  Perhaps  these 
people  have  luck,  because  if  it  is  sown 
in  dry  soil  and  no  rains  come,  natural- 
ly it  is  like  any  other  grain  and  will 
not  germinate.  It  must  have  some 
moisture  to  germinate. 

Proso  can  be  planted  on  high  land 
soil  that  is  not  suitable  for  many 
crops,  and  if  a  shower  can  start  the 
seed  off,  it  will  require  very  little 
moisture  thereafter.  Of  course,  it 
does  best  on  rich  land.  It  will  grow 
practically  anywhere.  On  account  of 
the  late  sowing,  it  can  often  be  sown 
after  other  crops  have  been  removed 
or  on  ground  where  the  first  crop  has 
been  drowned  out  or  killed  by  the 
drought.

Proso  is  generally  sown  in  small 
plots,  broadcasted  the  same  as  you 
would  oats  or  clover  seed,  and  takes 
about  12 1 2  pounds  to  an  acre.  Those 
who  raise  larger  fields  of  it  generally 
sow  it  with  a  drill,  putting  in  rows 
about  two  feet  apart,  and  in  which 
case  use  only  five  or  six  pounds  to 
an  acre.  If  it  makes  a  good  start  and 
has  a  nice  shower  shortly  after  sow- 
ing, it  will  quickly  smother  quack 
grass  or  thistles. 

While  it  is  fed  to  all  stock,  sev- 
eral of  our  universities  have  said  that 
it  was  at  its  best  when  fed  to  poultry 
because  of  its  high  protein  content. 
Prof.  Hansen  says  that  for  feeding 
stock  or  poultry,  it  is  equal  to  or  bet- 
ter than  wheat.

Losses  from  breakage  are  frequent- 
ly quite  serious  because  a  single  brok- 
en egg  may  spoil  the  appearance  of 
the  whole  case  of  eggs  and  thereby 
decrease  the  value  of  the  entire  lot. 
The  strength  of  the  egg  shell  depends 
on  the  amount  of  calcium  in  the  ra- 
tion and  the  access  of  the  birds  to  the 
vitamin  D  factor.  The  calcium  can  be 
furnished  by  keeping  oyster  shell  be- 
fore the  birds  at  all  times.  Vitamin  D 
can  be  supplied  by  either  allowing  the 
birds  access  to  direct  sunshine  or  by 
feeding  one  per  cent  cod  liver  oil  in 
the  ration.

Usually  the 
lack  of  cleanliness  is  apparent,  but  in 
most  cases  it  takes  a  trained  eye  to 
locate  it.

THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


At  this  time  of  the  year  eggs  are 
going  into  storage  and  the  price  stays 
at  a  rather  low  average  and  yet  the 
bottom  has  not  gone  out  of  the  egg 
market  as  some  thought  due  to  the 
larger  number  of  laying  hens.  The 
demand  has  run  ahead  of  last  year. 
With  the  chain  stores  still  pushing 
the  sale  of  fresh  eggs,  there  is  indi- 
cations that  the  volume  going  into 
storage  will  not  run  ahead  of  last 
year  to  any  great  amount.  The  mar- 
ket is  really  from  one  to  three  cents 
under  last  year  in  some  localities. 

The  seasonal  into-storage  move- 
ment of  eggs  indicate  da  net  increase 
of  2,242,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  and 
28,313,000  pounds  of  frozen  eggs. 
Shell  egg  holdings  were  143,000  cases 
above  those  of  May  1  last  year  but 
491,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 
Frozen  egg  stocks  of  88.778,000 
pounds  were  27,096.000  pounds  below 
those  of  a  year  ago  but  9,743,000 
pounds  in  excess  of  the  5-year  aver- 
age. 


Net  withdrawals  of  frozen  poultry 
totaled  20,407,000  pounds.  May  1 
holdings  of  70,580,000  pounds  were 
10,527,000  pounds  heavier  than  those 
of  a  year  earlier  and  7,522,000  above 
the  5-year  average.  The  out-of-stor- 
age  movement  during  April  was  close 
to  normal. 

The  May  1  laying  flock  was  5.2 
percent  larger  than  last  year,  and 
while  th  hens  failed  by  about  one- 
half  egg  to  reach  the  high  score  of 
last  year  in  eggs  laid  per  100  birds, 
the  total  production  per  flock  is  up 
between  4  and  5  percent.  With  the 
larger  number  and  heavier  produc- 
tion, eggs  and  chicken  prices  are 
lower  than  last  year.  Both  egg  and 
chicken  prices,  however,  are  in  fairly 
favorable  ration  to  feed  prices. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of 
poultry  of  all  kinds  in  storage  is 
above  last  year  and  there  is  a  fear 
that  this  surplus  may  have  a  bad  ef- 
fect on  the  market  early  this  fall.  It 
is  necessary  for  everyone  to  make  a 


determined  drive  to  increase  the  con- 
sumption of  poultry  neats. 

The  broiler  situation  is  not  in  the 
best  of  shape.  So  much  of  the  stock 
has  not  commanded  top  prices  and 
many  lots  have  sold  entirely  too  low 
to  make  a  fair  profit  for  the  raiser. 
Then,  too,  there  has  been  such  a  de- 
mand for  pullets  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  baby  chick  cockerels  have  been 
dumped  on  the  market  in  many  cases 
at  less  than  two  cents  each.  The 
amount  of  broilers  in  storage  is  un- 
der the  five  year  average  and  is  not 
large  enough  to  depress  the  markets 
as  it  has  been  affected  the  last  few 
weeks. 

Feed  prices  are  increasing  some- 
what due  to  the  increased  price  in 
wheat  and  oats.  A  general  increase 
in  farm  prices  should  be  a  help  to  the 
poultry  business  in  the  long  run.  Low 
prices  do  not  help  either  the  farmer, 
the  merchant  or  the  manufacturer. 
Better  prices  will  help  all. 


DO  NOT  SHIP  SICK  FOWLS 
TO  MARKET 


It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  give 
such  a  warning,  and  yet  farmers 
have  been  known  to  do  just  this. 
Perhaps  you  may  have  done  it  and 
not  found  out,  but  our  advice  is  to 
stop  it  at  once.  When  the  authorities 
get  after  you  it  may  go  hard  with 
you.  Sometime  ago  we  heard  of  a 
farmer  who  made  a  business  of  ship- 
ping sick  sheep  to  market.  It  proved 
rather  profitable  and  he  became  bold- 
er. He  discussed  the  matter  with  his 
wife,  who  seemed  to  approve  of  it. 
Finally  the  hired  man  was  taken  into 
their  confidence,  and  this  hired  man 
happened  to  be  a  government  opera- 
tor who  was  sent  to  get  the  facts. 
Needless  to  say,  this  farmer  is  not 
shipping  any  more  sick  sheep  to 
market. 

The  same  condition  may  exist  with 
poultry.  You  may  think  that  you  can 
make  a  profit  and  keep  the  secret, 
but  you  will  get  caught  when  you 
least  expect  it.  It  is  foolhardy  to  ship 
sick  poultry  to  market.  It  is  playing 
with  fire  and  some  day  you  will  get 
burned. 

When  you  have  any  sick  fowls,  kill 
them  and  burn  them.   This  prevents 


the  spread  of  disease  and  is  to  your 
advantage  and  that  of  every  other 
poultryman.  We  realize  that  often 
the  loss  is  heavy,  but  at  least  you 
know  you  have  done  the  only  thing 
to  think  of.  You  have  a  duty  to  your 
country,  your  family,  your  neighbor 
and  yourself,  and  when  you  fulfill 
that  obligation  you  have  something 
which  money  cannot  buy.  We  have 
never  heard  of  a  case  where  a  reader 
of  POULTRY  KEEPER  was  guilty 
of  shipping  sick  poultry  to  market, 
and  we  do  not  believe  we  ever  will, 
for  we  have  a  belief  that  they  are  all 
men  of  honor.  But  sometimes  there 
is  a  temptation  to  take  a  profit  of 
this  kind  when  possible.  We  hope 
none  of  our  readers  will  ever  be  guilty 
of  doing  this  and  we  are  sure  that 
they  will  not.  We  have  too  great 
faith  in  them  to  even  suspect  them, 
but  it  would  be  well  to  be  on  your 
guard  and  see  that  no  one  puts  this 
kind  of  a  deal  over  on  you.  Demand 
as  much  of  others  as  you  are  willing 
to  give.  No  more  and  no  less  will  do.

PULLETS  SHOULD  GROW 
RAPIDLY 


It  has  been  the  experience  of  many 
poultry  raisers  that  the  pullets  that 
are  brought  to  laying  maturity  in 
the  shortest  period  of  time  prove  to 
be  the  best  layers  and  breeders.  And 
it  has  been  found  that  pullets  can  be 
raised  so  as  to  start  laying  when 
four  months  old,  but  they  will  not  be 
fully  developed,  and  consequently  will 
lay  small  eggs  and  few  of  them.  In 
feeding  we  should  aim  for  growth  of 
body,  bone  and  developing  tissue.  We 
do  not  want  the  pullets  to  be  fat, 
neither  should  they  be  too  large  for 
the  breed. 

As  a  rule  we  need  not  fear  that 
we  will  get  the  birds  too  large,  or  that 
they  will  lay  too  young  if  we  supply 
them  with  a  reasonably  well  balanced 
ration  and  the  amount  of  food  they 
require.  With  the  proper  ration  the 
pullets  will  not  become  fat.  And  we 
need  not  worry  about  exercise,  they 
will  take  all  they  need,  especially  if 
they  are  on  free  range. 

The  first  few  weeks  is  the  critical 
time  in  the  chick's  life,  and  the  care 
it  receives  during  this  period  will 
more  than  repay  for  the  effort  later 
on.

Poultrymen's  Profits; Parasites 
and  Treatments  Discussed.

Parasites  constitute  an  ever-pres- 
ent menace  to  every  poultry  flock. 
These  "low  forms  of  animal  life"  are 
adapted  to  pass  through  their  entire 
existence  robbing  them  from  their 
hosts  continually,  and  never  contrib- 
uting anything  in  exchange.  At  best 
they  will  appropriate  for  themselves 
nourishment  which  the  birds  should 
be  getting,  and  most  frequently  they 
add  injury  to  insult  by  producing  dis- 
ease conditions  in  or  on  the  body 
which  are  often  severe  enough  to 
cause  the  death  of  the  unwilling  host. 
And  then,  since  most  parasites  are 
adapted  to  live  in  or  on  a  fairly 
healthy  host,  when  they  have  so  de- 
stroyed the  health  of  the  bird  that 
death  approaches  they  usually  leave, 
like  rats  deserting  a  sinking  ship. 
The  poultryman  who  fails  to  keep  a 
relentless  vigil  against  parasites, 
therefore,  is  simply  inviting  these  de- 
structive thieves  to  take  over  his 
flock. 

Probably  the  most  important  of 
the  parasites  of  poultry,  from  an  eco- 
nomic standpoint,  are  the  large  round 
worms.  There  are  several  species  of 
round  worms  which  infect  poultry, 
but  the  most  common  is  the  large 
round  worm  which  generally  inhabits 
the  middle  portion  of  the  intestinal 
tract,  and  is  frequently  found  in  large 
numbers  in  chickens  .turkeys,  and 
guinea  fowl.  In  general,  the  presence 
of  these  worms  is  indicated  by  dull- 
ness of  the  birds,  and  indisposition  to 
move  about.  The  appetite  may  at 
first  remain  fairly  good,  but  as  the 
worms  increase  in  numoers  and  suc- 
ceed in  gaining  the  upper  hand  it 
gradually  dwindles.  Even  before  the 
appetite  fails,  however,  the  birds  be- 
gin to  go  light,  since  the  worms  are 
robbing  them  of  a  large  part  of  the 
nourishment  in  the  feed  they  eat.  The 
plumage  becomes  rough  in  appear- 
ance and  lusterless,  and  the  wings 
droop.  Diarrhea  may  set  in,  the  comb 
becomes  pale,  and  the  sick  bird  sits 
huddled  and  motionless,  with  the  eyes 
half  closed,  until  death  comes  to  its 
relief. 

In  such  cases  post  mortem  examin- 
ation will  reveal  evidence  of  a  sub- 
acute inflammation  of  the  intestinal 
tract.  One  may  be  surprised  at  the 
absence  of  large  numbers  of  round 
worms.  If  a  bird  showing  the  early 
stages  of  the  trouble  is  killed  and 
examined    worms    will    usually  be 


found  in  abundance;  however,  in  ad- 
vanced cases  the  worms  produce  sucn 
a  diseased  condition  that  it  is  no 
longer  healthy  enough  even  for  them. 

Cecal  Worms  Dangerous  to 
Turkeys 

The  little  cecal  worm  is  another 
round  worm  which  may  produce  seri- 
ous damage  and  be  responsible  for 
heavy  losses,  especially  among  tur- 
keys. It  is  small  and  thread-like  in 
appearance,  on  account  of  which  it 
is  sometimes  known  as  the  thread- 
worm or  pin-worm.  It  inhabits  the 
ceca  or  blind  guts  of  the  chicken, 
turkey,  guinea  fowl,  pheasant,  pea- 
fowl, duck,  and  goose.  These  little 
worms  usually  do  not  do  a  great  deal 
of  damage  themselves,  even  though 
they  may  be  present  in  the  ceca  in 
considerable  numbers.  However,  they 
are  a  constant  menace,  particularly 
to  turkeys,  since  these  worms  act  as 
the  intermediate  hosts  to  the  tiny 
protozoan  parasites  which  produce  in 
turkeys  the  dread  disease  of  black- 
head. Accordingly,  where  chickens 
and  turkeys  are  kept  together  there 
is  considerable  danger  to  blackhead 
in  the  turkeys,  transmitted  to  them 
by  the  cecal  worms. 

This  worm  sometimes  called  the 
small  roundworm  of  fowl  is  about  % 
inch  long,  and  white  in  color.  Its  eggs 
will  hatch  in  about  seven  days  under 
favorable  conditions.  The  embryo 
then  will  develop  into  the  mature 
worm  in  57  days,  making  a  total  of 
64  days  in  all  for  completion  of  the 
life  cycle. 

Symptoms  of  cecal  worms  are: 

(1)  digestive  disturbances 

(2)  diarrhea 

(3)  inflammation  of  bowel 

(4)  unthriftiness 

(5)  drop  in  egg  production 


(6)  interference  with  growth  of 
developing  birds 

(7)  emaciation  and  possible  death 
The  worms    are    found    on  post- 
mortem to  be  lying  on  the  mucous 
lining  of  the  blind  gut. 

Gapes  Due  to  Gape  Worms 
The  gizzard  worm  and  the  gape 
worm  will  also  produce  losses  in  both 
eggs  and  birds.  The  former  is  about 
V2  to  %  inches  in  length.  Results  of 
gizzard  worm  are  chiefly  loss  of 
weight  and  stunting  of  growth  of 
range  chickens,  accompanied  by  a 
loss  in  egg  production. 
Briefly  the  symptoms  are: 

( 1 )  anemia 

(2)  loss  of  flesh 

(3)  ravenous  appetite 

(4)  laziness 

(5)  heavy  death  rate 

The  worms  are  imbedded  in  the 
mucous  lining  of  the  gizzard  where 
they  cause  small  tumor-like  growths. 
Post-mortem  reveals  the  nodules  in 
the  gizzard  wall.  As  the  lining  is 
peeled  out  the  head  is  found  to  be 
imbedded  in  the  gizzard  wall  and 
about  half  the  worm  protrudes  from 
it.  There  may  be  areas  of  necrosis  or 
death  of  tissue  in  small  areas,  and 
local  hemorrhage.  Infestation  is  by 
way  of  eating  food  or  drinking  water 
contaminated  by  infested  birds'  drop- 
pings. One  bird  may  in  this  way  in- 
fest the  whole  flock. 

Gapes  in  chicks  is  due  to  the  gape 
worm  of  the  trachea  (windpipe*.  The 
male  worm  is  firmly  and  permanently 
attached  to  the  female  which  gives 
the  appearance  that  the  worm  is 
forked  when  in  reality  it  is  two 
worms.  The  worms  are  expelled  by 
the  infested  chicken  by  coughing.  As 
the  female  worm  decomposes  the  eggs 
are  released   and   are  taken  up  by

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other  chicks  in  feed  or  water.  They 
pass  to  the  stomach  and  migrate  to 
the  trachea  and  bronchial  tubes. 
The  symptoms  include: 

(1)  wheezing  and  gaping  caused 
by  the  obstruction  of  air  pas- 
sages 

(2)  frothy  discharge  of  saliva 

(3)  dullness 

(4)  feathers  ruffled 

(5)  appetite  lost 

(6)  rapid  loss  of  weight 

(7)  nead  high  in  air  and  gasping 
for  breath 

(8 1  lump  in  throat  if  felt  with 
fingers 

(9)  rapid  death — often  in  a  few 
hours 

Prevention  of  gape  worms  depends 
primarily  upon  hygienic  precautions. 
Hatch  eggs  in  an  incubator  and  do 
not  allow  chicks  to  run  on  wet  grass 
where  they  may  find  earthworms, 
which  carry  eggs  of  gapeworm  in 
their  intestines,  or  where  chickens 
with  gapes  have  been  within  a  year. 
Feed  only  from  regular  containers 
kept  very  clean.  Burn  all  chicks  dead 
of  disease.  Do  not  allow  turkeys  in 
same  enclosures,  as  turkeys  are  often 
carriers  of  gape  worms. 

Tapeworms  a  Serious  Menace 

There  are  more  than  30  types  of 
tapeworms  in  poultry.  All  are  seg- 
mented, flat  worms,  and  they  vary 
in  length  according  to  species.  Tape- 
worms are  bi-sexual,  that  is  both 
male  and  female  at  the  same  time. 
They  develop  eggs  and  fertilize  them 
themselves.  The  worm  is  divided  into 
head,  neck,  and  body  or  segments. 
The  head  has  four  sucker  discs  and 
in  some  species  hooklets  too  by  which 
they  attach  themselves  to  the  intes- 
tinal walls.  The  segments  develop  in 
back  of  the  neck,  and  those  furthest 
from  the  neck  are  the  fertile  ones 
which  contain  eggs  ready  to  hatch. 
As  these  segments  become  mature 
they  detach  themselves  and  escape 
from  the  body  of  the  bird  in  the 
stool,  where  they  may  be  noticed,  ex- 
panding and  contracting.  As  the  seg- 
ment disintegrates  the  eggs  are  lib- 
erated. There  are  many  intermediate 
hosts  at  this  point  such  as  flies, 
snails,  etc.  These  are  necessary  in 
most  cases,  as  the  eating  of  the  eggs 
alone  seldom  produces  tape  worm  in- 
festation. 

Prevention  here  lies  in  worming 
the  flock  regularly,  and  in  sanitation 
and  hygiene  such  as  changing  of 
runs  from  place  to  place,  and  turning 
the  earth  or  contaminated  runs  after 
lime  has  been  applied  heavily. 

Symptoms  of  tapeworm  infestation 
include: 

(1)  unthriftiness 

( 2 1  unkempt  feathers,  loss  of 
flesh 

(3)  catarrhal  bowel  condition 

(4)  loss  in  egg  production 

(5)  stunted  growth 

(6)  death  in  young  birds 

(7)  ravenous  appetite 

(8)  pale  comb  and  wattles 

(9)  bloody  diarrhea 

Many  Varieties  of  Lice 
Poultry  lice  are  divided  roughly  in- 
to two  large  groups.  (1)  biting  lice, 
and  (2)  sucking  lice.  The  biting  lice 
have  flat  bodies  and  their  mouth 
parts  are  designed  for  biting  and  cut- 
ting.   They  live  on  feathers,  skin  or 


scales,  and  secretions  of  the  body.  In 
some  the  thorax  or  chest  is  long  and 
narrow,  and  in  others  short  and  fat. 
The  body  is  provided  with  three  pairs 
of  legs,  each  of  which  has  two  claws 
by  which  the  louse  holds  onto  its 
host.  There  is  hair  on  the  body  and 
legs  in  varying  degrees  according  to 
species.  We  may  divide  lice  into 
three  groups  according  to  the  location 
of  the  body  which  they  inhabit  as 
(1)  body  lice,  (2i  head  lice,  and  (3) 
feather  or  de-pluming  lice.  The  most 
common  lice  are  the  body  lice.  The 
large  body  louse  of  the  chicken  is 
about  1/12  of  an  inch  in  length  and 
light  in  color.  Its  favorite  location  is 
the  vent  fluff.  The  small  body  louse 
is  probably  also  the  most  important 
of  all  affecting  fowls.  It  is  light  in 
color  and  very  rapid  moving;  in  fact 
almost  too  fast  to  catch.  The  most 
common  head  louse  is  long  and  slen- 
der. Birds  infested  with  this  type  of 
lice  may  appear  drousy  and  ruffled, 
and  the  face,  comb,  and  wattles  are 
dark  in  color.  The  de-pluming  or 
feather  louse  is  about  1/12  of  an  inch 
in  length,  and  has  very  powerful  large 
cutters  or  jaws.  These  lice  are  shiny 
and  smooth  and  move  very  quickly 
over  the  tail  and  flight  feathers. 
They  destroy  the  tail  and  flight 
feathers. 

Lice  multiply  very  rapidly,  unless 
hindered  by  unfavorable  conditions. 
One  pair  could  produce  125,000  lice 
in  the  third  generation,  which  may 
mature  in  eight  weeks.  The  complete 
life  cycle  takes  from  two  to  four 
weeks  depending  upon  weather  condi- 
tions. In  hot  weather  they  multiply 
fast  and  in  cold  weather  slowly.  The 
female  is  slightly  larger  than  the 
male.  The  eggs  or  nits  are  oval  to 
lemon  in  shape,  whitish  to  yellow  in 
color,  and  are  attached  to  the  feath- 
ers by  a  stickly  material  known  as 
"chitin."  The  louse  itself  may  live 
on  birds  for  months,  but  off  the  host 
they  will  live  only  seven  to  ten  days. 
The  nit  hatches  and  the  young  louse 
breaks  out  of  his  shell  much  the  same 
as  a  chick  does  from  an  egg. 

The  birds  scratch,  peck  at  feathers, 
are  drousy,  refuse  to  eat,  and  develop- 
ment is  retarded  in  growing  birds. 
Young  birds  often  sit  around  moping 
with  wings  hanging,  and  die  very 
rapidly.  In  older  birds,  of  course,  egg 
production  falls,  birds  lose  flesh,  and 
comb,  wattles  and  face  become  dark, 
black  and  sometimes  shriveled.  Lice 
are  most  abundant  in  July  and  Aug- 
ust due  to  favorable  weather  condi- 
tions. 

Scaly  Leg  is  a  parasite  disease  of 
the  legs  of  poultry,  which  is  also 
known  as  fowl  mange  and  scabies. 
Symptoms  include  oozing  of  straw- 
colored  serum  from  the  irritated  legs 
and  the  formation  of  thick  scabs  due 
to  drying  of  this  serum  with  accumu- 
lations of  dust. 

Treatments  Given 

In  all  forms  of  parasitism,  thor- 
ough cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  the 
hen  house,  yards  and  perches  is  the 
first  consideration.  Burn  all  litter. 
Disinfection  is  best  accomplished  by 
use  of  a  good  standardized  Dip  and 
Disinfectant.  For  treatment  of  worms 
Nicotine  and  Kamala  should  be  given

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The  Editor  Says 


JUNE  -  JULY 
For  several  years  POULTRY 
KEEPER  has  combined  the  issues  for 
June  and  July  into  one  number,  and 
then  combines  August  and  Septem- 
ber into  one  issue,  going  to  press 
about  September  1.  Several  other 
poultry  journals  have  followed  suit 
and  now  most  of  them  do  it.  It  is 
the  logical  thing  to  do.  July  and 
August  are  hot  months  and  the  pub- 
lic does  a  minimum  amount  of  read- 
ing these  months.  With  the  coming 
of  September,  fall  seems  to  start  and 
every  one  is  interested  in  the  young 
pullets.  Shortly  after  that  the  price 
of  eggs  begin  to  advance  and  the 
real  money-making  time  in  poultry 
raising  comes  in  the  fall.  We  hope 
you  will  all  have  a  fine  summer  and 
will  enter  the  fall  work  with  new 
vigor  and  enthusiasm  and  determined 
to  make  some  real  money  out  of  poul- 
try this  coming  season.  It  is  there  for 
those  that  go  after  it. 


SEPARATE  THE  SEXES 
EARLY 

In  a  great  many  cases  the  young 
stock  makes  rapid  growth  until  about 
the  time  the  sexes  can  be  dis- 
tinguished, and  then  they  appear  to 
stop  growing.  The  wise  poultryman 
picks  out  the  cockerels  just  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  places  them  in  a  yard 
by  themselves  and  fattens  them  for 
market.  Of  course,  there  will  be  some 
which  will  be  kept  for  breeders,  and 
these  should  not  be  forced  but  given 
plenty  of  range  and  allowed  to  grow 
and  develop  more  slowly,  but  the  rest 
should  be  marketed  when  they  weigh 
from  iy2  to  2  pounds.  If  you  pass 
this  stage  they  will  have  to  be  kept 
another  six  weeks  to  be  profitable, 
and  it  is  usually  considered  best  to 
dispose  of  them  at  the  smaller  size. 

The  pullets  should  not  be  forced  too 
much  or  they  will  start  laying  at  too 
early  an  age.  Our  experience  has  been 
that  early  layers  were  not  the  best 
breeders.  When  a  pullet  starts  laying 
she  usually  stops  growing,  and  too 
early  laying  means  a  stunted  bird. 
We  like  fully  matured  pullets.  If  a 
large  range  can  be  provided  with  an 
orchard  or  corn  field  for  the  pullets 
to  run  in,  so  much  the  better.  Shade 
and  green  food  are  quite  necessary. 

No  matter  if  you  have  but  a  few 
head  of  young  stock,  remember  you 
will  get  better  results  if  you  separate 
the  sexes  just  as  soon  as  they  can  be 
distinguished.  With  Leghorns  and 
Anconas  this  is  a  rather  early  age, 
bat  with  the  larger  breeds  they  will 
be  older.

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Will  Store  Water 

A  large  water  storage  reservoir,  de- 
signed to  hold  300,000  gallons  of 
water,  has  just  been  completed  on 
the  farm  of  S.  M.  Keller  in  Ray  coun- 
ty. Tanks  will  be  installed  at  his 
barn  and  feed  lots  so  that  water  will 
be  available  at  all  times.  An  auto- 
matic cut-off  will  be  installed  in  each 
tank  to  keep  it  full  at  all  times,  and 
each  tank  will  be  insulated  to  protect 
them  from  freezing  during  the  win- 
ter. Mr.  Keller  believes  that  the  cost 
of  handling  water  and  the  reduced 
production  of  meat,  milk,  and  wool 
due  to  insufficient  water  during  the 
dry  years  had  cost  him  more  than 
the  cost  of  constructing  the  reser- 
voir. 


Believe  in  Contouring 

More  than  200  farmers  in  DeKalb 
county  have  indicated  their  belief  in 
the  benefits  of  contour  farming,  and 
it  is  expected  that  this  practice  will 
be  followed  on  at  least  1,000  farms 
this  year.  Some  farmers  have  com- 
pletely discarded  the  old  practice  of 
farming  up  and  down  the  hill,  and 
are  doing  all  their  farming  operations 
on  the  contour.  Some  have  even  re- 
located fences  so  that  fields  may  be 
farmed  on  the  contour  without  the 
disadvantage  of  short  point  rows  in 
square  field  corners.  Men  are  being 
trained  in  each  township  now  to  lay 
off  contour  lines,  and  the  services  of 
these  men  can  be  secured  by  any 
farmer  in  the  township  at  a  very 
nominal  cost.  A  level  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  local  Soil  Improvement 
Association  for  the  use  of  these 
trained  men  in  each  township. 


Is  Proud  of  Wheat 

Homer  Carlisle  in  Crawford  county 
is  proud  of  the  results  he  has  obtain- 
ed by  growing  wheat  on  ground 
where  Korean  lespedeza  has  been 
growing  for  the  last  two  years.  Part 
of  his  wheat  field  was  in  Korean  les- 
pedeza in  1937  and  1938,  while  the 
remainder  of  it  was  in  other  crops. 
Last  fall  the  lespedeza  was  turned 
under  and  wheat  seeded.  There  is 
not  only  a  better  stand  of  wheat  on 
the  part  which  had  lespedeza,  but 
there  is  at  least  five  inches  differ- 
ence in  the  amount  of  spring  growth. 


Wants  More  Terraces 
Soil  saving  terraces  witn  a  com- 
bined length  of  about  one-half  mile 
have  been  built  at  the  top  of  a  slope 
in  a  10-acre  field  by  Carl  Vogel,  Per- 
ry county.  He  used  a  small  road 
grader  and  two  teams  in  constructing 
the  terraces,  and  the  actual  time 
spent  in  doing  the  earth  work  is  esti- 
mated at  not  over  three  days.  The 
terraces  are  operating  satisfactorily 
and  he  plans  to  build  more  this  year. 


Thinks  Sorgo  Good  Crop 

A  yield  of  15  tons  of  Atlas  sorgo 
per  acre  last  year  was  reported  by 
Henry  Schanzmeyer  at  the  recent 
soils  and  crops  conference  in  Osage 
county.  Mr.  Schanzmeyer  says  he 
considers  Atlas  an  insurance  since  it 
is  more  able  to  stand  the  drouth, 
grasshoppers,  and  other  hazards,  and 
he  believes  sorphums  should  replace 
part  of  the  corn  acreage  on  most 
farms  in  Osage  county.  He  filled  a 
45-ton  silo  from  2%  acres  of  Atlas  on 
his  farm  last  year,  which  proved  to 
him  that  sorghums  will  produce  more 
than  corn,  especially  on  poor  soils. 
He  says  that  farmers,  even  in  the 
best  corn  land  in  the  county,  are  be- 
coming more  interested  in  this  crop.

Best  Layers 

I  would  like  to  know  whether  the  Single 
or  Rose  Comb  Ancona-s  are  the  best  layers. 
I  have  both  and  can  see  no  difference. — 
K.  L.  B..  Texas. 

We  do  not  believe  there  is  much 
difference  between  the  two  varieties. 
We  have  never  raised  the  Rose  Combs 
but  for  cold  climates  they  may  have 
a  little  the  best  of  the  argument. 
Otherwise  we  doubt  if  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  difference.  We  know  the 
Single  Combs  lay  well,  because  we 
have  kept  them. 


A  Young  Poultryman 

I  am  a  boy  of  18  years  and  have  a  flock 
of  Barred  Rock  chicks  eight  weeks  old.  and 
some  have  no  feathers.  Can  you  give  me  the 
reason  for  this? 

2.  What  causes  runts? — H.  A.  H..  Wash- 
ington. 

1.  Generally  we  believe  that  the  ra- 
tion has  considerable  to  do  with  this 
condition.  More  study  should  be  giv- 
en to  the  feed. 

2.  Runts  may  come  because  of  im- 
proper food  or  feeding,  but  often  they 
are  the  result  of  weak  breeding  stock, 
poor  incubation  or  brooding,  or  many 
other  causes.  Runts  do  not  just  hap- 
pen— there  is  a  cause,  and  we  feel 
that  it  is  a  good  plan  to  trace  the 
cause  and  remove  it. 


Another  Big  Egg 

We  saw  in  your  paper  of  someone  having  a 
large  egg.  We  have  an  egg  here  that  meas- 
ures 9  inches  around  the  small  way  and  10  Vz 
inches  the  long  way.  and  weighs  8  ounces. —

ested  to  know  if  such  large  eggs 
would  hatch.  We  have  heard  of  cases 
where  they  did,  but  the  chicks  usually 
do  not  live. 


Feeding  Milk 

Is  feeding  dried  buttermilk  in  the  mash 
equivalent  to  feeding  sour  or  buttermilk  as  a 
drink,  and  if  so  what  would  yo  advise  as  a 
drink  for  chickens? — L.  L.  T. .   . 

We  believe  thac  dried  buttermilk 
will  give  the  best  result.  One  of  our 
Experiment  Stations  have  tested  birds 
fed  on  liquid  buttermilk  and  dried 
buttermilk,  and  found  that  in  the 
liquid  buttermilk  pen  the  average  was 
164.7  eggs,  while  in  the  dried  butter- 
milk pen  they  laid  189.4  eggs.  We  do 
not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying 
that  liquid  buttermilk  is  not  a  good 
food,  but  it  seems  that  dried  butter- 
milk is  better.  For  a  drink  for  poul- 
try, we  would  give  good  clean  water. 


Not  the  Best  Food 

I  have  some  pork  crackings  that  have  gotten 
fly  blown,  and  I  have  killed  the  worms  with 
gasoline  which  I  have  allowed  to  evaporate. 
I  want  to  know  if  it  will  be  all  right  for 
poultry  feed. — Mrs.  W.  H.  R.,  Oklahoma. 

We  should  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
using  this.  Perhaps  the  gasoline  you 
get  is  better  than  we  have  here,  but 
our  gasoline  is  full  of  kerosene  which 
will  not  evaporate,  and  besides  it  is 
doped  with  all  sorts  of  things.  Meat 
scraps  are  not  very  expensive,  so  you 
can  use  milk,  especially  dried  butter- 
milk. We  Delieve  that  you  are  taking 
a  chance  in  using  it. 


Wants  Dry  Cement  Floor 

We  want  to  build  a  new  poultry  house  and 
put  in  a  cement  floor,  but  we  want  it  dry. 
Can  you  tell  us  how  to  make  it? — Mrs.  J.  F. 
B.,  Kansas. 

Always  build  poultry  house  on  soil 
which  is  dry  and  well  drained.  Fill  in 
with  cinders  or  gravel  and  put  ce- 
ment floor  on  the  gravel  and  have  it 
well  above  the  surrounding  ground. 
It  is  a  good  plan  to  have  the  ground 
slope  away  from  the  house.  The  grout 
mixture  may  not  need  to  be  strong, 
but  the  top  coating  should  be  strong 
and  well  mixed.  Trowel  it  down  to 
give  good  smooth  surface.

Water  in  Meat  Scraps 

Can  you  tell  me  if  there  is  any  water  in 
meat  scraps,  and  how  much.  — P.  B..  Ken- 
tucky. 

Of  course,  you  realize  that  the 
amount  of  water  in  meac  scraps  will 
vary  to  a  large  degree,  but  the  table 
which  we  have  before  us  says  that 
there  is  7.9%  water  in  meat  scraps.

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Why  Orange  Juice? 


By  BETTY  BARCLAY 


Child  Health  Day  comes  once  a 
year  by  presidential  proclamation — 
and  every  day  to  parents  of  "the 
younger  generation." 

Proper  diet,  exercise  and  rest  are 
the  recognized  "musts"  for  growth 
and  development  —  and  of  these 
three,  diet  demands  the  keenest 
parental  application  and  super- 
vision. Today  when  science  is  add- 
ing rapidly  to  the  public  knowledge 
of  diet  and  its  relation  to  health, 
It  is  a  task  sometimes  to  make  sure 
what  foods  are  necessary  and  what 
are  mere  fads  or  fashions. 

"Why,  for  instance,  do  doctors 
prescribe  orange  juice?  From  the 
age  of  three  weeks,  today's  child  is 
given  orange  juice  in  increasing 
quantities.  By  the  time  he  goes  to 
school,  he  drinks  a  large  glass  full 
of  orange  juice  every  day,  as  much 
as  is  recommended  to  Dad  and 
Mother. 

The  three-ounce  daily  quantity  of 
orange  juice  regarded  as  "reason- 
able" a  year  ago,  in  the  light  of 
recent  findings  by  science,  is  below 
the  protective  level  needed  for 
vitamin  C,  which  is  so  important 
to  the  child's  health. 

Failure  to  grow  and  gain  weight 
properly,  vague  aches  and  pains  or 
teeth  which  decay  and  do  not 
"stand  up"  are  some  of  the  evi- 
dences of  a  border-line  scurvy 
which  plenty  of  orange  juice  will 
prevent  in  the  growing  child.  It  is 
this  "run  down"  condition  which 
frequently  baffles  parents.  To  the 
physician  or  dentist  called  upon  to 
diagnose  the  difficulty,  these  signs 
indicate  lack  of  vitamin  C,  and  a 
lowered  resistance  to  many  diseases 
of  childhood. 


In  no  studies  of  various  vitamin 
deficiencies  are  the  distinguisning 
marks  as  clear  cut  as  in  the  case 
of  vitamin  C.  It  is  illustrated  by 
a  recent  survey  of  rheumatic  fever 
among  children  brought  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester.  Germs  of 
rheumatic  fever  were  found  five 
times  as  often  in  the  tonsils  ot 
children  whose  blood  showed  a 
"low  normal"  percentage  of  vita- 
min C  as  in  the  "higher  than 
average"  group. 

The  vitamin  C  of  the  blood  1m 
directly  increased  by  the  amount  ot 
citrus  fruit  in  a  child's  diet. 

Even  though  oranges  contained 
no  other  factor  of  therapeutic 
value  than  their  vitamin  C,  they 
rank  high  in  the  list  of  protective 
foods.  California  oranges  especially 
are  high  in  vitamin  A  —  as  indi- 
cated by  their  deeper  yellow  juice. 
They  also  are  abundant  in  vitamins 
Bj_  and  G,  as  well  as  in  calcium 
and  phosphorus. 

One  8-ounce  glass  of  fresh  orange 
juice  furnishes  100  calories,  or  4 
per  cent  of  the  energy  requirements 
of  a  growing  child. 

It  would  be  regarded  as  an  ade- 
quate food  if  8  ounces  of  orange 
juice  contributed  only  4  per  cent  of 
each  of  the  required  protective 
essentials,  the  minerals  and  vita- 
mins. Actually,  however,  8  ounces 
of  orange  juice  or  "a  large  glass" 
furnishes  8  per  cent  of  the  vitamin 
A,  32  per  cent  of  the  vitamin  B, 
100  per  cent  of  the  vitamin  C,  14 
per  cent  of  the  vitamin  G,  9  per 
cent  of  the  calcium  and  6  per  cent 
of  the  phosphorous  needed  each 
day.

teaspoon  salt;  y3  cup  butter  or 
other  shortening;  %  cup  sugar;  1 
egg,  well  beaten;  y3  cup  molasses; 
%  cup  sour  milk  or  buttermilk. 

Sift  flour  once,  measure,  add 
baking  powder,  soda,  spices,  and 
salt,  and  sift  together  three  times. 
Cream  butter  thoroughly,  add  sugar 
gradually,  and  cream  together 
until  light  and  fluffy.  Add  egg  and 
molasses;  then  flour,  alternately 
with  milk,  a  small  amount  at  a 
time,  beating  after  each  addition 
until  smooth.  Bake  in  greased  cup- 
cake pans  in  moderate  oven  (375* 
F.)  "  20  minutes,  or  until  done. 
Makes  2  dozen  cup  cakes.

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ABOUT  BANTAMS 


An  inquiry  comes  from  eastern 
New  York  for  Bantam  chicks.  We 
regret  chat  we  are  unable  to  locate 
any  breeder  who  sells  baby  Bantam 
chicks.  Here  is  a  wonderful  opportun- 
ity for  breeders,  as  there  are  fre- 
quent demands  for  baby  chicks, — and 
no  one  as  yet  has  undertaken  to  sup- 
ply them. 

Breeders  who  will  hatch  Bantam 
chicks,  and  advertise  to  sell  them  in 
lots  of  a  dozen,  or  25  or  more,  could 
soon  establish  a  very  profitable  busi- 
ness. We  would  like  to  see  several 
breeders  do  this. 

At  the  World's  Poultry  Congress 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  last  of  June 
and  first  of  July,  there  will  be  the 
largest  collection  of  the  different 
varieties  of  Bantams  ever  assembled.

Nothing  of  the  kind  has  ever  before 
been  undertaken,  and  it  is  quite  like- 
ly that  none  of  us  will  ever  again 
be  able  to  see  the  like  in  the  United 
States. 

It  has  only  been  a  little  while  that 
Bantam  breeders  have  been  able  to 
secure  supplies  for  Bantams  that 
were  made  suitable  size  for  the 
midgets.  But  now  practically  every- 
thing that  is  standard  for  large  fowls 
is  also  made  especially  for  Bantams. 
This  makes  it  convenient  for  breed- 
ers and  fanciers,  and  much  more  sat- 
isfactory, as  many  items  made  for 
large  poultry  just  cannot  be  adapted 
to  Bantams.

ARE  YOU  FEEDING 
PARASITES  OR  POULTRY? 

(Continued  from  page  5) 

to  the  fowls,  in  dosage  according  to 
their  size  and  age.  It  is  to  be  noted 
here  that  nicotine  is  best  for  use  in 
combating  round  and  cecal  worms, 
while  kamala  is  best  for  tapeworm 
removal.  There  are  available  on  the 
market  double  purpose  pills  which 
contain  both  nicotine  and  kamala. 
Preventative  treatment  consists  of 
the  addition  of  a  good  Poultry  Worm 
Powder  mixed  in  all  mush  as  directed 
by  the  manufacturer. 

For  the  removal  of  gape  worms, 
take  a  feather  and  strip  all  the  barbs 
from  it  except  those  on  the  extreme 
tip.  Dip  the  feather  tip  into  a  mix- 
ture of  one-third  oil  of  cloves  and 
two-thirds  olive  oil,  and  pass  it  gen- 
tly down  the  windpipe  past  the  "nest" 
of  worms,  twist  slowly,  and  with- 
draw. This  usually  results  in  removal 
of  the  worms,  and  is  preferred  to  in- 
jections into  the  trachea  or  windpipe 
as  the  latter  may  result  in  mechanical 
pneumonia  by  the  worms  which  are 
killed  falling  into  the  bronchial  tubes 
and  blocking  them. 


For  the  treatment  of  lice  and  mites 
use  dip  and  disinfectant  of  a  good 
quality,  which  should  carry  complete 
directions  for  use  on  the  label.  A  1 
to  100  solution  in  water  is  usually 
right  for  the  dipping  mature  birds. 
Do  not  dip  baby  chicks  but  use  a  head 
lice  ointment.  For  all  types  of  lice 
employ  a  good  lice  powder,  either 
dusting  it  on  the  birds  and  in  the 
nests,  or  adding  it  to  a  dust  bath. 

For  scaly  leg  mites,  wash  the  legs 
with  dip  or  disinfectant  diluted  about 
1  to  50,  or  1  to  75.

WORMS  AND  POULTRY 


Two  important  types  of  worms  are 
of  major  importance  in  poultry.  One 
is  the  common  roundworm  which  lives 
in  the  intestines  of  the  birds,  of  which 
there  are  a  number  of  varieties  and 
variations.  Also,  there  is  a  tapeworm 
which  lives  in  the  intestines,  and  both 
of  these  kinds  of  worms  reduce  the 
effectiveness  of  the  birds  as  pro- 
ducers. 

Naturally,  every  effort  is  made  by 
the  poultrymen  to  eliminate  such  par- 
asites and  many  of  them  are  using  a 
nicotine  mixture  called  "Black  Leaf" 
Worm  Powder  which  is  so  compound- 
ed chemically  that  it  passes  through 
the  crop  and  gizzard  without  any 
change  whatever,  but  is  reacted  upon 
by  the  intestinal  juices,  the  nicotine 
is  released  and  at  once  becomes  ef- 
fective upon  worms.  In  the  case  of 
the  roundworms,  they  are  killed  and 
expelled.  There  is  no  known  way  of 
removing  the  head  of  the  tapeworm 
without  injuring  the  bird.  Conse- 
quently it  becomes  a  process  of  knock- 
ing off  segments  from  time  to  time. 

If,  however,  treatment  is  given 
every  few  months,  the  worm  problem 
is  readily  solved. 


FULL-BREASTED  TABLE  FOWLS 


The  experienced  purchaser  of  table 
fowls  is  quite  particular  to  see  that 
there  is  plenty  of  breast  meat.  Al- 
most everyone  likes  breast  meat  and 
it  is  always  a  great  advantage  to 
have  a  full,  plump  breast  on  the  fowl. 
In  some  breeds  the  breast  is  naturally 
full,  and  in  most  breeds  this  feature 
could  be  improved  to  advantage. 
There  is  a  big  difference  between  a 
bird  with  a  plump  breast  and  one 
which  has  pendulous  crop.  A  full 
well  rounded  breast  has  no  direct 
connection  with  a  gorged  crop.  If  the 
breast  bone,  or  keel,  as  some  call  it, 
is  long,  it  gives  plenty  of  opportunity 
for  a  large  section  of  meat,  one  on 
either  side  of  the  breast  bone.  We  all 
have  seen  fowls  in  which  this  breast 
meat  was  nearly  perfection,  and  we 
all  buy  this  kind  of  bird  when  pos- 
sible. . 

Breeders  would  do  well  to  give 
more  attention  to  develop  full-breast- 
ed table  fowls.  It  can  be  greatly  im- 
proved by  care  in  mating,  and  we 
feel  very  sure  the  day  will  come  when 
it  will  be  aifficult  to  sell  fowls  unless 
they  have  deep,  full  breasts  and  are 
well  fattened. 


EGG  MAKING 


Every  poultryman  who  keeps  layers 
is  running  a  manufacturing  plant.  The 
product  of  this  plant  is  eggs.  Wheth- 
er you  make  a  profit  or  not  depends 
upon  the  efficiency  of  the  layers,  and 
their  efficiency  is  determined  in  a 
very  large  way  by  the  food  you  give 
them.  A  good  commercial  ration  will 
help  you  to  larger  profits.  Good  feed 
means  more  eggs,  and  more  eggs 
mean  more  money.  Of  course,  breed- 
ing counts  a  great  deal,  but  we  must 
remember  that  feeding  also  has  a 
vital  part  in  the  number  of  eggs  your 
hens  will  lay.  A  hen  will  not  lay  any 
better  than  she  is  fed.  Remember 
that  and  you  will  have  the  corner- 
stone of  a  strong  superstructure. 


FINED  FOR  OPERATING  WITH- 
OUT LICENSE 


The  Irving  Poultry  Company,  Inc., 
operator  of  a  live-poultry  slaughter- 
house at  348  Jefferson  street,  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  was  recently  fined  $250 
for  handling  live  poultry  in  interstate 
commerce  without  a  license.  This  is 
in  violation  of  Title  V  of  the  Packers 
and  Stockyards  Act. 

Title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act  is  designed  to  protect  pro- 
ducers and  shippers  of  live  poultry 
against  unfair  practices  on  the  part 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  marketing 
of  poultry  in  designated  markets  such 
as  New  York  City. 

The  evidence  in  this  particular  case 
showed  that  the  Irving  Poultry  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  applied  for  a  license  which 
after  a  hearing  was  refused  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  because  the 
company  was  unable  to  make  a  satis- 
factory financial  showing.  Later  the 
company  filed  another  application 
which  was  again  denied.  The  com- 
pany, however,  continued  to  operate 
in  defiance  of  the  law. 


CARE  OF  YOUNG  TURKEYS 


The  feeders  and  water  fountains 
commonly  used  for  chicks  during  the 
first  few  weeks  are  satisfactory  for 
young  turkeys.  At  least  two  inches  of 
feeder  space  should  be  provided  for 
each  poult,  which  means  a  minimum 
of  two  feeders  four  feet  long  for  each 
100  poults.  After  the  first  three 
weeks  the  feeder  space  should  be 
doubled.  Two  3  -  gallon  fountains 
should  be  supplied  to  each  100  poults, 
to  provide  clean,  fresh  water.

THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


TURKEYS 


There  is  still  a  general  idea  that 
the  turkey  market  will  find  a  larger 
supply  than  last  year.  In  a  few  sec- 
tions of  the  nation,  the  poultry  diseas- 
es have  hit  the  turkey  crop,  and  es- 
pecially in  Virginia.  In  Rockingham 
County,  which  normally  would  count 
on  500,000,000  birds,  they  have  re- 
duced their  expectations  to  300,000,- 
000  due  to  disease.  The  turkey  pro- 
ducers have  organized  the  National 
Turkey  Association,  and  it  is  the  aim 
of  this  new  organization  to  urge  tur- 
key raisers  to  produce  finer  birds, 
study  the  turkey  market  so  as  to  sup- 
ply the  size  and  quality  of  birds  de- 
sired, and  in  every  way  to  increase 
turkey  consumption  so  that  it  will  ab- 
sorb the  increased  number  of  turkeys 
being  grown  this  year.  Efforts  will 
be  made  at  once  to  increase  the  de- 
mand for  turkey  meat  this  fall.  The 
serving  of  turkey  is  becoming  an  all 
the  year  matter,  and  if  this  out  of 
season  consumption  can  be  increased, 
naturally,  it  will  be  quite  an  aid  to 
the  turkey  raisers.  The  new  organi- 
zation which  was  formed  at  Cleveland 
plans  an  aggressive  campaign  toward 
this  end. 


ber  in  storage  remains  as  it  is.  The 
normal  peak  point  of  accumulation  of 
egg  stocks  on  August  1  was  7,017,000 
cases  of  shell  eggs  and  143,021,000  of 
frozen  egg  meats.  Add  them  into  the 
case  equivalent  of  August  1,  this  year, 
and  it  would  show  eggs  in  storage  at 
11,103,000,  compared  with  10,278,000 
cases  a  year  ago  and  a  five-year  aver- 
age of  11,620,000.  While  this  year's 
holdings  are  somewhat  larger  than 
last  year,  the  difference  is  so  small 
that  we  feel  that  the  present  prices 
do  not  reflect  the  real  value  of  the 
egg  situation.  It  will  probably  re- 
main low,  and  at  this  writing,  the 
October  eggs  on  the  Chicago  market 
are  only  bringing  about  16c,  and  which 
is  not  a  satisfactory  price  for  October 
trade.

EGGS 


The  egg  situation  has  not  been  at 
all  satisfactory  all  summer.  The 
price  has  been  lc  or  2c  under  last 
year,  and  yet  the  amount  going  into 
storage  has  not  equalled  last  year.  It 
is  hard  for  us  to  figure  out  why  the 
price  should  lay  down  when  the  num- 


Stocks  of  frozen  poultry  were  re- 
duced during  July  by  2,332,000  lbs. 
The  reduction  during  July  of  last 
year,  was  792,000  lbs.  and  a  five-year 
average  of  650,000  lbs.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  nearly  three  times  as  much 
poultry  was  taken  out  of  the  coolers 
during  July  this  year,  than  during 
July  last  year.  The  amount  in  stor- 
age is  65,000,000  lbs.  as  against  52,- 
000,000  last  year.  From  this  it  would 
appear  that  if  we  are  to  expect  a  sat- 
isfactory fall  market,  the  withdrawals 
from  storage  during  August  and  Sep- 
tember must  run  considerably  ahead 
of  last  year.  The  price  for  live  poul- 
try has  held  quite  low  and  it  is  not 
at  all  satisfactory  to  the  poultry  rais- 
er.   In  view  of  the  increase  in  the 


Larger  supplies  of  poultry  and  eggs 
than  last  year  continue  to  feature  the 
poultry  and  egg  situation,  according 
to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econ- 
omics. 

Market  receipts  of  dressed  poultry 
in  August  were  9  percent  above  last 
year.  Receipts  during  the  remainder 
of  1939  and  early  1940  will  probably 
continue  larger  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding weeks  of  the  1938-39  market- 
ing season  because  of  the  larger  lay- 
ing flocks  to  be  culled,  the  increased 
number  of  young  chickens  on  hand, 
and  the  large  increase  in  turkey  pro- 
duction. United  States  storage  stocks 
of  poultry,  now  close  to  the  low  point 
for  the  year,  were  24  percent  larger 
on  August  1  last  than  year.  Because 
of  the  expected  larger  marketings  of 
poultry  this  fall,  it  is  likely  that  stor- 
age stocks  by  January  1,  1940  will 
also  exceed  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  of  eggs  in  cold  storage 
on  August  1  is  an  important  factor 
affecting  fall  and  early  winter  egg 
prices.  Combined  holdings  of  shell 
and  frozen  eggs  on  August  1  this  year 
were  8  percent  above  last  year  but  9 
percent  below  the  1928-37  average. 
Egg  production  during  the  fall  of 
1939  will  probably  continue  about  the 
same  or  slightly  larger  than  last 
year.

A  Brief  Description  of  the  Oc- 
currence of  the  Moult  and 
Care  of  Birds  at  This  Time.

Annually  about  this  time,  or  per- 
haps a  little  later  in  some  cases, 
poultry  begin  to  moult  and  egg  pro- 
duction ceases. 

Authorities  differ  in  their  opinions 
as  to  whether  the  moult  stops  egg 
production  or  the  cessation  in  egg 
production  causes  the  moult  to  begin. 
This  problem  is  almost  like  the  old 
one  of  "which  came  first,  the  chicken 
or  the  egg?"  Regardless  of  which 
occurs  first  we  must  have  the  moult 
and  the  main  question  is:  "What  is 
the  moult  and  what  should  be  done 
when  it  occurs?" 

The  moult  refers  to  the  annual 
shedding  of  the  old  feathers  by  adult 
birds  and  the  growing  of  new  ones. 
This  may  occur  at  any  time  from 
early  summer  to  late  December,  the 
natural  season  being  autumn.  The 
moult  is  not  confined  to  hens;  all 
poultry — pullets,  cockerels  and  cock 
birds — moult  the  same  as  hens. 

There  are  moults  other  than  the 
annual  one,  sometimes  referred  to  as 
"false  moults,"  occurring  as  a  result 
of  disease,  abuse,  or  malnutrition.  In 
growing  stock  there  are  several 
changes  of  feathers  between  the 
fourth  and  thirteenth  weeks  but 
these  changes  occur  so  slowly  that 
they  are  scarcely  noticed. 

In  all  moults  there  is  a  regular  se- 
quence in  which  the  feathers  are  shed, 
the  usual  procedure  being:  neck  feath- 
ers first,  body  feathers  next,  tail 
feathers  and  wing  or  flight  feathers 
last.  In  many  cases  all  the  feathers 
do  not  fall  out,  part  of  them  often 
being  carried  over  another  season. 
Variations  in  the  Moult 

The  length  of  the  moult  varies 
greatly,  the  heavy  layers  usually 
moulting  completely  in  six  to  seven 
weeks;  other  birds  may  require  ninety 
days  and  often  longer. 

Eggs  and  feathers  are  comprised 
of  essentially  the  same  chemical  ele- 
ments, and  consequently  few  birds 
lay  while  moulting  as  there  are  not 
sufficient  supplies  of  materials  in  the 
body  to  produce  both  eggs  and  feath- 
ers at  the  same  time.  A  few  excep- 
tional birds  may  continue  to  lay  while 
moulting,  but  this  is  rare  and  usually 
occurs  only  in  the  heavier  breeds. 

Birds  that  have  not  moulted  can  be 
distinguished  in  the  fall  by  the  bed- 
raggled appearajpce  of  the  plumage. 
If  the  moult  has/just  begun,  hew  pin. 
feathers  will  be  found  among  the  sad- 
dle feathers  over  the  back  and  near 
the  tail  and  neck.  Those  birds  which 
have    moulted    will    have    a  clean,

smooth,  finished  appearance  of  the 
feathers. 

Culling  may  be  based  on  the  moult 
with  a  great  degree  of  accuracy,  as 
rapid  moulters  are  almost  without  ex- 
ception heavy  layers. 
Care  and  Feeding  During  the  Moult 

Birds  should  be  well  protected 
against  inclement  weather  conditions 
during  the  moult,  being  kept  from 
hot  sunshine,  cold,  drafts,  and  rain. 
The  birds  should  be  placed  on  a  grow- 


ing ration  high  in  protein,  which  may 
be  accomplished  by  the  addition  of 
meat  scrap,  meat,  and  milk  to  the 
regular  ration.  An  abundance  of 
green  stuff  should  be  made  available. 
As  the  moult  nears  completion  a 
gradual  change  should  be  made  back 
to  a  laying  ration. 

Poultry  tonic  prescriptions  with 
mineral  supplements  are  advisable  at 
this  time,  to  help  maintain  the  ap- 
petite and  supply  the  additional  ma-

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The  Editor  Says 


TRUTH 

We  have  received,  recently,  a  letter 
from  one  of  our  subscribers  in  Iowa 
which  states,  'T  would  like  to  com- 
mend you  on  an  article  you  published 
in  POULTRY  KEEPER  early  in  the 
year,  warning  against  over  produc- 
tion. I  cannot  understand  why  the 
majority  of  poultry  magazines  and 
colleges  always  seem  to  paint  a  rosy 
picture  of  the  poultry  situation  in 
spite  of  contradictory  facts." 

This  writer  evidently  refers  to  our 
editorial  on  over-production  which  we 
published  last  spring,  and  also,  the 
number  of  statements  we  have  made 
in  our  review  of  the  poultry  and  egg 
situation  each  month.  There  is  money 
to  be  made  raising  poultry,  and  there 
is  money  to  be  made  in  general  farm- 
ing, yet  a  lot  of  people  in  the  poultry 
game  and  in  farming,  do  not  make 
money.  We  admit  the  price  of  farm 
products  in  general  is  entirely  too  low 
in  comparison  with  what  we  must 
pay  for  articles  produced  in  our  gen- 
eral industries.  If  prices  were  better, 
we  are  sure  it  would  bring  about  a 
more  general  prosperity  in  the  coun- 
try and  more  people  would  make 
money  raising  poultry,  and  in  general 
farming. 

POULTRY  KEEPER  tries  to  be 
true  to  the  poultrymen,  and  in  our 
review  of  the  situation  each  month, 
we  try  to  give  facts  just  exactly  as 
they  are,  and  for  that  reason,  we 
urged  against  an  over  production  of 
poultry  this  last  season,  and  we  also 
urged,  and  still  urge  that  poultry 
raisers,  themselves,  consume  more  of 
their  poultry  products.  If  every  poul- 
try raiser  would  consume  one  egg  per 
day  more  in  his  household  than  they 
have  been  doing  in  the  past,  it  would 
make  a  very  great  difference  in  the 
egg  situation.  If  every  poultry  raiser 
would  consume  more  of  his  own  poul- 
try meat,  it  would  make  a  big  differ- 
ence. We  are  telling  the  truth  when 
we  say  there  is  nothing  better  than 
poultry  meat,  and  to  the  poultry 
raiser  who  produces  it,  it  is,  doubt- 
less, the  cheapest  meat  he  can  buy. 
For  that  reason,  let  us  poultry  raisers 
consume  more  of  our  own  products 
and  we  believe  that  by  doing  so,  we 
can  improve  the  poultry  situation  and 
make  it  more  profitable  for  everyone. 


WORLD'S  POULTRY 
CONGRESS 
The  World's  Poultry  Congress  is 
now  a  matter  of  history.  Its  success 
was  far  more  than  any  poultryman 
anticipated.  The  total  attendance  was 
over  850,000  persons.  The  daily  aver- 
age for  the  entire  session  was  greater 
than  the  daily  average  of  the  New 


York  World's  Fair.  This  matter  of 
attendance  was  proof  of  the  success 
in  holding  this  session  of  a  World's 
Poultry  Congress  at  Cleveland.

American  citizens  got  stuck  plenty 
for  taxes  in  1938.  Twenty-two  cents 
out  of  every  dollar  of  total  income 
went  into  the  coffers  of  Federal,  state 
and  local  government.

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BARLEY  YIELDS  WELL 


Barley  yielded  40  bushels  to  the 
acre  on  the  farm  of  Frank  Paullus  in 
"Wayne  county  this  year.  The  crop 
was  seeded  on  a  field  that  was  plow- 
ed in  the  summer  of  1938,  and  200 
pounds  per  acre  of  20%  phosphate 
used  at  seeding  time  which  was  just 
as  early  as  moisture  conditions  would 
permit.  Barley  has  proven  a  consist- 
ent good  yielder  on  this  farm.  Last 
year,  which  was  a  poor  small  grain 
year,  the  yield  was  22  bushels  per 
acre,  and  in  1937  the  yield  was  around 
35  bushels.

TWO  CHANGES  IN  NATIONAL 
POULTRY  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 


Two  changes  to  improve  the  quality 
of  poultry  breeding  work  are  now  ef- 
fective as  the  National  Poultry  Im- 
provement Plan  enters  the  fifth  year 
of  its  operation. 

One  change  eliminates  the  60-day 
trial  trap-nest  period  for  birds  entered 
in  U.  S.  Record  of  Performance  sup- 
ervision. Paul  B.  Zuiiibro,  senior 
poultry  co-ordinator,  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  says  this  change 
should  result  in  trap-nest  records  on 
more  representative  birds,  since  the 
ones  to  be  trap-nested  the  full  year 
can  no  longer  be  selected  on  the  basis 
of  60-day  laying  trials. 

The  other  change  permits  the  use 
of  males  in  U.  S.  Record  of  Perform- 
ance matings  that  are  out  of  dams 
with  good  family  records  of  produc- 
tion, even  though  the  individual  rec- 
ords of  the  dams  are  between  200  and 
225  eggs  per  year.  Formerly  the 
males  could  be  used  only  if  the  dams 
had  produced  225  or  more  eggs. 


BELIEVES  IN  SWEET  CLOVER 


Sweet  clover  gives  good  pasture  re- 
sults on  the  farm  of  Ousley  Claiborne 
in  Camden  county.  Early  in  the 
spring  of  1938  Mr.  Claiborne  applied 
500  pounds  of  fine  lime  on  barley 
which  had  been  seeded  the  fall  be- 
fore, at  the  same  time  making  an  ade- 
quate seeding  of  sweet  clover.  The 
barley  was  harvested  for  grain  and 


the  sweet  clover  pastured  late  in  the 
fall. 

The  second-year  sweet  clover  was 
pastured  early  this  spring,  and  up  to 
the  present  time  3,184  cattle  days' 
pasture  have  been  secured  from  22 
acres.  Twenty-seven  2-year-old  steers 
were  pastured  for  94  days,  11  steers 
were  pastured  for  30  days,  and  37 
cows  and  calves  were  pastured  for  10 
days.  When  the  sweet  clover  was 
making  its  maximum  growth  there 
were  75  head  of  cattle  on  the  22 
acres. 

Mr.  Claiborne  is  of  the  opinion  that 
if  he  had  not  gotten  any  pasture  at  all 
the  sweet  clover  would  have  more 
than  paid  for  itself,  since  it  adds  a 
tremendous  quantity  of  nitrogen  and 
organic  matter  to  the  soil.  He  joins 
with  other  farmers  in  the  belief  that 
it  is  a  money-saving  practice  to  test 
all  land  for  acidity  before  seeding  to 
clover. 


DELAY  INCREASES  COST  OF 
CONTROL 


Only  one  plant  remains  alive  out  of 
two  square  rods  of  field  bindweed, 
first  noticed  in  1937  and  immediately 
treated  with  sodium  chlorate,  on  the 
O.  B.  Campbell  farm  in  Lafayette 
county,  according  to  Roy  I.  Coplen, 
County  Agent.  The  first  application 
of  chlorate  made  in  the  fall  of  1937 
was  at  the  rate  of  3V2  pounds  per 
square  rod  and  spot  treatments  were 
made,  as  needed,  during  the  summer 
of  1938.  The  immediate  adoption  of 
control  measures,  in  this  case,  result- 
ed in  keeping  the  cost  of  eradication 
at  a  minimum. 

On  another  Lafayette  County  farm, 
recently  visited  by  Mr.  Coplen,  bind- 
weed has  been  growing  since  1934  but 
was  not  recognized  by  the  farmer  un- 
til recently.  In  the  absence  of  con- 
trol measures,  60  acres  of  the  farm 
are  now  thoroughly  infested.  Cost  of 
eradication  of  the  pest  in  this  acre- 
age by  cultivation  and  the  resulting 
loss  of  crops  has  been  estimated  at 
$2500. 


UNUSUAL  COOP 


The  management  of  ONE-SPOT 
Poultry  Fair  at  Elkridge,  Md.,  have 
designed  a  special  kind  of  coop  which 
they  use  to  house  each  breeding  unit 
entered  as  an  exhibit  in  their  perm- 
anent fair. 

They  are  now  using  about  100  of 
these  coops  and  have  available  for 
distribution  a  mimeographed  descrip- 
tion of  this  coop  which  is  built  3  feet 
off  the  ground  in  order  to  allow  grass 
to  grow  under  it,  prevent  rats  and 
dampness  and  to  permit  access  with- 
out stooping.

(iREEN  MANURE 


In  the  Fall  of  '38,  I  put  some  hairy 
vetch  in  some  of  my  com  ground  at 
the  rate  of  30  pounds  per  acre.  This 
Spring,  I  turned  that  fine  crop  of 
vetch  under,  harrowed  the  ground 
twice,  then  drilled  soy  beans  in  the 
ground  at  the  rate  of  2  bushels  per 
acre.  By  July  1,  the  beans  were 
about  8  inches  high  above  my  knees. 
This  goes  to  show  what  a  winter  cov- 
er crop  of  vetch,  turned  under  in  the 
Spring  as  green  manure,  can  do  to  a 
field  by  increasing  the  amount  of 
humus  and  nitrogen  in  it,  and  also 
preventing  it  from  winter  leaching. 
I  plan  to  seed  this  field  in  crimson 
clover  this  Fall  for  green  manure. — 
Wayne  Simpson,  N.  C.

Fighting  Cocks 

I  have  a  couple  of  cock  birds  which  have 
been  fighting  and  their  combs  show  the  effects 
of  their  differences.  Can  you  suggest  how  to 
treat  such  wounds?

Wash  off  the  blood,  dry  the  combs 
and  wattles,  and  then  apply  carbol- 
ated  vaseline.  Keep  injured  birds 
away  from  the  other  birds  for  a  few 
days  until  the  wounds  heal  up.

Egg  Bound 

I  have  a  hen  that  goes  on  the  nest  and 
strains  like  she  wants  to  lay,  but  still  she 
does  not  lay.  The  bird  looks  miserable  and 
goes  around  with  the  tail  feathers  dragging 
on  the  ground.  I  will  be  thankful  for  any 
help  you  may  suggest. — Mrs.  W.  K.  H. ,  Ohio. 

This  looks  very  much  like  the  hen 
was  egg  bound.  Usually  this  is  due 
to  an  overfat  condition.  In  mild  cases 
one  may  inject  a  tablespoonful  of 
sweet  oil.  If  the  egg  is  not  passed 
soon  it  may  be  necessary  to  hold  the 
vent  over  a  dish  of  boiling  water  and 
steam  the  vent.  This  treatment  may 
be  continued  for  20  or  30  minutes  and 
repeated  if  egg  is  not  passed.  Per- 
haps it  would  be  well  to  give  the  hen 
a  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil.  We  sug- 
gest that  you  give  some  attention  to 
the  ration  as  it  probably  is  too  fat- 
tening.

3.  No.  Back  in  1906  when  we  first 
started  to  breed  them  they  had  straw 
colored  necks  and  were  not  that  deep, 
dark,  even  red  we  see  today.

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Rye  for  Pasture

We  have  used  rye  on  several  occa- 
sions, planting  it  in  late  September  or 
early  October.  It  proves  a  good  green 
food  for  fall  and  spring  use.  Turn 
the  birds  out  on  the  rye.

Wants  to  Cull 

Can  you  tell  me  briefly  just  what'  is  re- 
quired in  a  good  layer.  I  am  about  to  cull  my 
flock. — C.  P.,  North  Carolina. 

A  good  layer  should  have  a  full, 
warm  and  waxy  comb,  light  beak  and 
shanks;  large,  moist  and  light  colored 
vent.  The  lay  bones  should  be  far 
apart,  thin  and  pliable.  The  body  ca- 
pacity should  be  large.  The  late  molt- 
er  is  usually  the  best  layer.  This  is 
about  as  brief  as  we  can  make  it,  and 
we  hope  it  will  prove  just  what  you 
want. 
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A  Clean  Up  Needed 

I  built  a  house  near  the  back  of  my  city 
lot  and  my  neighbor  had  a  poultry  coop  that  is 
almost  under  my  window.  After  a  rain  the 
odor  from  the  yard  and  coop  is  almost  more 
than  we  can  stand.  What  would  you  suggest 
that  I  do  about  the  matter?  —  K.  B.,  New 
York. 

The  best  plan  would  be  to  go  to  the 
neighbor  and  tell  him  in  a  kindly  way 
just  what  the  trouble  is.  He  will  prob- 
ably meet  you  fairly  and  perhaps  you 
can  help  him  correct  the  trouble.  The 
chances  are  that  the  ground  is  sour 
from  having  chickens  run  on  it  for 
years.  It  needs  to  be  limed,  turned 
over,  and  a  crop  of  rye  or  some  other 
green  food  grown  on  it.  Then  the 
poultry  house  can  be  cleaned  up  and 
whitewashed,  and  everything  made 
sanitary.  A  good  disinfectant  is  need- 
ed. Of  course,  you  can  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Health  Department  of  your 
city  to  the  matter,  but  that  might 
bring  trouble,  and  we  think  that  the 
neighbor  will  be  willing  to  meet  you 
half  way. 


What  About  Peat? 

I  have  heard  about  peat  litter  and  want  to 
know  if  you  think  it'  alright.  We  regulate  our 
small  poultry  plant  by  the  advice  of  POULTRY

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PORK  IN  PREFERRED  WAYS 

Pork  chops  are  a  stand-by  in 
most  households,  and  when  prop- 
erly cooked,  they  certainly  justify 
their  popularity.  But  too  many  pork 
chops  are  always  served  in  the 
same  way  —  just  as  fried  pork 
chops.  It  takes  long,  slow  cooking 
in  a  covered  pan  to  bring  out  the 
full,  rich  flavor  of  pork.

jars,  just  as  it  is  pressed  from  the 
whole  ripe  apples. 

Not  only  does  the  apple  juice  en- 
hance the  flavor  of  the  pork  chops, 
but  it  keeps  them  moist  and  juicy 
during  the  long,  slow  cooking.  And 
the  drippings  in  the  pan  will  make 
delicious  gravy  to  serve  with  the 
chops.  If  you  want  to  give  your 
family  a  taste  thrill,  the  next  time 
you  put  pork  chops  on  your  shop- 
ping list,  be  sure  that  a  bottle  of 
apple  juice  is  also  on  the  list. 

NORMANDIE  PORK  CHOPS 

6  pork  chops 

4  tablespoons  flour 

1  tablespoon  fat 

6  orange  slices 

lVz  teaspoons  salt 

Ya  teaspoon  black  pepper 

lYz  cups  apple  juice 

Roll  chops  in  2  tablespoons  of 
flour,  saute'  in  fat  until  golden 
brown.  Place  in  casserole,  top  each 
chop  with  slice  of  orange.  Blend  re- 
maining flour,  salt,  pepper,  and 
apple  juice  and  pour  around  chops. 
Cover  and  bake  in  a  moderate

oven  (375"  F.)  1^ 
hours  to  2  hours,  or 
until  chops  are  ten- 
der, uncovering 
them  during  the  last 
30  minutes  of  bak- 
ing. 

Does  it  tax  your 
ingenuity  to  prepare 
the  remainder  of 
last  night's  roast.  Here  is  a  recipe 
for  left-over  roast  pork  which  will 
demand  an  encore  when  it  makes 
its  first  appearance.  In  fact,  it  is  so 
good  that  you  may  want  to  buy  a 
larger  roast  just  so  you  will  have 
enough  left  to  make  Carolina  Pork 
Casserole. 

CAROLINA  PORK  CASSEROLE 

1  Vz  to  2  cups  diced  cold  pork 

1  cup  thinly  sliced  onions 

2  tablespoons  bacon  fat  or  butter 
1  tablespoon  flour 

1  teaspoon  salt 

Ya  teaspoon  pepper 
Vz  cup  chili  sauce 

2  tablespoons  drained  horseradish 

1  Vz  teaspoons  Worcestershire  sauce 
\Yz  cups  boiling  water 

2  cups  cooked  hominy 

Saute'  the  pork  and  onions  in  fat 
until  lightly  browned.  Stir  in  flour. 
Combine  salt,  pepper,  chili  sauce, 
horseradish,  Worcestershire  sauce, 
and  water.  Gradually  add  to  meat 
mixture  and  cook  10  minutes  until 
thickened,  stirring  constantly.  Add 
hominy.  Turn  into  casserole  and 
bake  in  moderate  oven  (375°F.) 
45  minutes.  Serves  6. 

The  really  suc- 
cessful left  -  over 
dish  hasn't  a  sus- 
picion of  that 
well-known  "lef  t- 
over"  flavor. 
Meats  are  cooked 
so  that  they  will 
be  perfect  for  the 
meal  for  which

Cookies 
Always  Apropos

TIME  marches  on.    New  dishes 
appear.  New  methods  of  cook- 
ing are  discovered.  But  the  cookie 
I    ,         is  as  popular 
V\  M  «  1/,  /       with  us  as  It  was 
with  our  parents 
or  our  grandpar- 
ents.   New  rec- 
ipes like  the  fol- 
lowing should 
tend  to  make  it 
even  more  pop- 
ular: 

Mahogany  Ice  Box  Cookies 

4  cups  sifted  cake  flour;  4  tea- 
spoons double-acting  baking  pow- 
der; Yz  teaspoon  salt;  1%,  cups  soft- 
ened butter  or  other  shortening; 
lYz  cups  sugar;  2  eggs,  unbeaten; 
4  squares  unsweetened  chocolate, 
melted;  1  teaspoon  vanilla;  2  cups 
shredded  coconut. 

Sift  flour  once,  measure,  add  bak- 
ing powder  and  salt,  and  sift  again. 
Combine  butter,  sugar,  eggs,  choc- 
olate, and  vanilla,  beating  with 
spoon  until  blended;  then  add  coco- 
nut. Add  flour  gradually,  mixing 
well  after  each  addition.  Divide 
dough  in  two  parts.  Place  on  waxed 
paper  and  shape  in  rolls,  1%  Inches 
In  diameter;  roll  each  in  waxed 
paper.  Chill  overnight,  or  until  firm 
enough  to  slice.  Cut  in  Ya  inch 
slices;  bake  on  ungreased  baking 
sheet  in  moderate  oven  (350'-  F.) 
10  minutes,  or  until  done.  Makes  7 
dozen  cookies. 


LOOK  FOR  LICE  WHEN  EGG 
PRODUCTION  SLUMPS 


Experienced  poultrymen  watch 
their  flocks  carefully  for  any  sign  of 
lice  or  feather  mites,  because  they 
know  that  these  parasites  affect  egg 
production.  Of  course,  a  drop-off  in 
production  can  be  caused  by  other 
thing's,  but  it  is  wise  to  immediately 
look  for  lice  if  the  birds  are  not  do- 
ing well. 

Lice  and  feather  mites  are  easily 
eliminated.  A  little  "Black  Leaf  40" 
applied  to  the  roost  with  special  "Cap- 
Brush"  Roost  Applicator  quickly  kills 
lice  and  feather  mites  at  a  surpris- 
ingly low  cost.

HOW  TO  PREVENT  MOLT

hens  and  is  adhered  to  by  every  avian 
female.  But  the  molting  season  is 
costly  to  the  poultryman  unless  he 
can  frustrate  the  hen's  or  pullet's  idea 
of  stopping  laying  while  the  old  plum- 
age is  shed  and  a  new,  glossy  coat  is 
grown  in  the  fall. 

If  a  pullet  Jays  two  or  three  months 
prior  to  the  usual  molting  season,  she 
is  likely  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
older  hens  and  molt  too,  and  lay  no 
eggs  for  the  five  or  six  weeks'  molt- 
ing period.  If  the  pullet  starts  to  lay 
just  before  or  during  the  normal  molt- 
ing season,  she  will  continue  to  lay. 
Many  poultrymen  hatch  their  chicks 
late  in  the  season  to  avoid  the  molt, 
but  under  those  circumstances  the 
late-hatched  pullets  do  not  begin  to 
lay  full-sized  eggs  until  the  egg  prices 
start  to  fall.  The  early  hatched  pul- 
lets are  the  ones  that  lay  full-sized 
eggs  when  eggs  are  high-priced,  and 
make  money  for  the  poultryman,  if 
they  do  not  molt. 

Molt  is  prevented  among  the  early- 
hatched  pullets  by  having  healthy, 
well-bred,  disease-free  pullets  that 
are  well  fed,  and  by  reasonable  use  of 
lights. 

Get  the  pullets  to  eat  all  the  feed 
they  can,  for  they  will  not  get  too 
fat.  Be  sure  they  have  all  the  dry- 
mash  they  want  at  all  times;  and  as 
soon  as  the  pullets  begin  to  lay,  wet 
mash  can  be  fed  in  addition  once  a 
day.  If  possible,  mix  the  wet  mash 
with  milk,  for  milk  helps  keep  the 
flock  healthy.  Lights  may  be  used 
to  give  about  13  hours  of  daylight, 
starting  about  two  weeks  after  the 
pullets  are  put  into  laying  houses, 
Plenty  of  green  food,  especially  cab- 
bage, helps  to  keep  the  flock  in  good 
condition  and  to  prevent  the  molt. 


TIMELY  POINTERS 


To  get  a  profit  from  the  flock  dur- 
ing the  coming  season,  a  ration  should 
be  given  consisting  of  scratch  grain, 
a  mash  mixture,  a  succulent  green 
feed,  shell,  grit  and  water. 

Another  feeding  practice  which  has 
given  excellent  results  is  that  of  giv- 
ing the  fowls  a  feed  of  moist  mash 
once  a  day.  which  is  made  by  moist- 
ening the  regular  dry  mash  so  it  will 
be  crumbly.  This  usually  brings  a 
higher  egg  yield.  It  also  makes  more 
labor  and  unsatisfactory  results  may 
follow  if  not  properly  handled. 

Some  advise  feeding  the  moist 
mash  in  the  forenoon  and  some  at 
about  noon  time.  And  it  is  not  ad- 
visable to  feed  the  moist  mash  to 
young  pullets  that  have  not  yet 
reached  their  highest  production.  It 
is  better  to  bring  them  into  high  pro- 
duction without  any  stimulating  feed, 
then  when  they  commence  to  fall  off 
in  the  yield,  we  have  something  in 
reserve  to  start  them  up. 

It  is  not  best  to  give  more  of  a 
moist  mash  than  will  be  cleaned  up 
in  ten  to  fifteen  minutes,  and  the 
troughs  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
after  each  feeding.  , 

Cleanliness  is  an  important  part  in 
getting  a  good  yield  of  fall  and  winter 
eggs.  Another  point  in  successful 
management  at  this  season   of  the 


year  is  regularity  of  routine  work. 
The  feeding,  watering,  gathering 
eggs,  cleaning  out  the  droppings,  etc., 
should  be  arranged  so  that  each  chore 
will  come  at  about  the  same  hour 
each  day.  The  flock  becomes  accus- 
tomed to  being  disturbed  at  these 
regular  periods  and  are  less  affected 
than  when  these  chores  are  done  at 
irregular  hours.

UTILITY  SIDE  OF  BANTAMS 


Ten  years  and  more  ago,  when 
Bantams  began  their  spectacular 
ascendency  in  poultry  affairs,  all  was 
given  over  to  "the  fancy."  It  was 
well  that  such  was  the  case,  as  stand- 
ard poultry  as  a  fancy  proposition 
was  losing  out.  Egg  production  be- 
came the  fad,  so  much  so  that  many 
leading  breeders  and  hatcheries  ad- 
vocated cross-breeds,  and  so  extreme 
was  the  movement  that  purebred 
poultry  pretty  nearly  received  a 
knock-out  blow.  Poultry  exhibitions 
were  at  low  ebb,  prices  went  flat,  and 
many  birds  on  exhibition  at  poultry 
shows  all  over  the  country  were  a 
disgrace  to  their  breeds. 

The  real  poultry  fanciers  that  have 
always  been  the  support  of  every 
worth-while  activity  in  poultrydom 
realized  that  the  production  element 
was  running  wild,  and  no  doubt  real- 
ized that  the  fad  would  run  out,  or 
at  least  subside  to  its  reasonable  posi- 
tion, so  they  did  not  fight  the  de- 
stroying element  that  almost  wrecked 
the  poultry  business,  but  took  up 
Bantams,  and  gave  to  them  all  their 
experience,  zeal,  and  enthusiasm.  And 
Bantams  saved  the  day!  Many  a 
poultry  show  was  kept  from  folding 
up,  by  the  Bantam  activities. 


But  now,  when  purebred  standard 
poultry  is  again  assuming  its  proper 
place,  many  breeders  having  discov- 
ered the  real  utility  value  of  the  mid- 
gets, are  featuring  that  side  of  Ban- 
tam breeding.

Thousands  of  town-dwell- 
ers, and  suburbanites,  are  interested 
in  having  a  few  chickens  to  provide 
fresh  eggs  for  the  table,  and  an  oc- 
casional treat  of  chicken  dinners. 
Many  such  people  are  so  located  that 
they  have  not  the  necessary  space  or 
buildings  to  keep  large  fowls.  But 
they  can  accommodate  a  pen  of  Ban- 
tams, at  little  expense  for  housing, 
stock,  equipment,  and  maintenance. 

There  are  several  breeds  and  va- 
rieties of  Bantams  that  are  ideal  for 
the  family  back  yard,  and  a  pen  of 
the  small  birds  consume  so  little  feed 
that  it  is  hardly  an  expense.  They 
are  good  layers  of  real  sizeable  eggs, 
and  a  couple  dozen  or  more  chicks 
can  be  raised  each  season  for  the 
table,  that  will  discount  any  birds 
from  the  market. 

So,  as  a  "utility  fowl,  Bantams  have 
come  into  their  own.  And  they  are 
increasing  so  rapidly  in  numbers  and 
popularity  that  most  communities  are 
represented  on  the  Bantam  map. 


HOW  MUCH  HEAT  IN  A 
CHICKEN? 

Modern  poultry  houses  are  being 
air  conditioned  to  an  increasing  ex- 
tent, says  the  National  Warm  Air 
Heating  and  Air  Conditioning  Asso- 
ciation. In  order  to  design  a  proper 
installation,  it  has  been  first  neces- 
sary to  measure  the  amount  of  body 
heat  given  off  by  tne  chickens.  It 
was  found  that  chickens'  metabolism 
varies  quite  strikingly  with  different 
diets;  so  it  was  next  necessary  to  base 
calculations  upon  the  feeding  schedule 
in  use  in  the  particular  egg  plant  to 
be  air  conditioned.  Birds'  body  temp- 
eratures are  higher  than  those  of  hu- 
man beings;  on  the  other  hand  feath- 
ers are  much  more  efficient  than 
most  human  clothing,  so  that  the 
hens'  heat  loss  per  pound  of  live 
weight  is  comparable  with  that 
their  owners. 


and  1935.  The  total  number  of  flocks 
increased  nearly  half  a  million,  and 
practically  all  of  this  gain  was  in 
flocks  of  less  than  50  chickens.  A 
gain  of  about  100,000  flocks  of  50  to 
99  birds  was  almost  exactly  offset  by 
a  decline  in  number  of  flocks  of  100 
or  more.  The  increase  in  the  pro- 
portion of  small  flocks  cannot  be  laid 
to  any  one  cause,  although  the  severe 
drought  of  1934  unmistakably  had  a 
serious  effect  upon  poultry  produc- 
tion in  many  States.  The  forthcom- 
ing Census  of  1940  will  provide  infor- 
mation which  will  indicate  whether 
this  increase  in  number  of  small 
flocks  was  merely  a  temporary  situ- 
ation or  whether  it  represents  a  more 
permanent  change  in  the  American 
poultry  picture.

FEDERAL  POULTRY  BREEDERS 
DEVELOP  TWO  NEW  STRAINS 


SMALL  FLOCKS  PREDOMINATE 


Nearly  three-fifths  of  the  chicken 
flocks  in  the  United  States  have  less 
than  50  birds  each,  according  to  a 
report  released  today  by  Director 
William  L.  Austin,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
This  study,  made  at  the  request  of 
leading  poultry  organizations,  pre- 
sents chicken  statistics  by  size  of 
flock  for  the  most  recent  farm  cen- 
sus. In  1935,  approximately  36  per 
cent  of  the  flocks  included  from  50 
to  199  birds  and  only  6  per  cent  had 
200  or  more. 

A  great  change  in  both  number  and 
size  of  flocks  occurred  between  1930

THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


POULTRY 

The  stock  of  poultry  in  storage  as 
of  September  1,  according  to  the 
government  report  issued  September 
12,  shows  63,789,000  pounds  in  stor- 
age. This  compares  with  54,941,000 
pounds  last  year  and  which  is  quite 
an  increase  in  the  storage  of  poultry. 
The  withdrawals  for  August  reduced 
total  holdings  by  1,129,000,  whereas 
last  year,  August  showed  an  increas- 
ed movement  in  storage.  The  con- 
sumption of  poultry  meats  is  proving 
quite  a  benefit  this  year  because  of 
the  unusually  large  shipment  to  the 
markets.  Since  the  price  of  cattle 
and  hogs  have  increased,  many  poul- 
trymen  feel  that  it  will  eventually 
bring  an  increased  price  in  the  re- 
turns from  poultry  and  eggs. 

Turkey  raisers  are  watching  the 
turkey  situation  with  some  fear  and 
apprehension.  The  government  re- 
ports the  amount  in  storage  as  of 
September  1,  10,808,000  pounds  as 
against  5,711,000  pounds  September 
1,  last  year.  In  other  words,  the  cold 
storage  holdings  on  September  this 
year  were  almost  double  what  they 
were  last  year.  The  output,  or  con- 
sumption, for  August  reduced  stor- 
age holdings  by  3,403,000  pounds. 
This  would  indicate  that  turkey 
meat  is  becoming  an  all-the-year  item 


and  turkey  raisers  trust  this  will 
continue;  otherwise,  this  big  storage 
will  tend  to  cut  down  prices  this 
fall.  The  amount  of  ducks  in  stor- 
age was  a  million  pounds  less  as  com- 
pared with  September  1,  last  year, 
although  the  amount  in  storage  is 
still  very  much  above  the  five  year 
average. 

EGGS 

The  amount  of  eggs  in  storage  as 
reported  by  the  government  for  the 
end  of  August  indicated  10,479,000 
cases  of  eggs  in  storage.  The  report 
for  August,  which  was  11,149,000 
cases,  would  show  that  consumption 
gained  on  the  storage  holdings  by 
1,330,000  cases.  The  holdings  on  the 
first  of  September  this  year,  were 
about  a  million  cases  more  than  on 
September  1,  1938,  but  was  about 
400,000  cases  less  than  the  five-year 
average  holding  of  that  date.  It 
would  indicate  that  the  consumption 
of  eggs  has  been  holding  up  very 
good,  indeed.  This  is  probably  due 
to  the  low  price  that  continues  on 
eggs,  since  October  futures  were  list- 
ed on  the  Chicago  market  last  week 
at  only  16c  per  dozen.  There  is  a 
general  feeling  that  if  the  war  is  to 
continue  for  any  great  length  of  time 
that  the  price  of  eggs  is  sure  to  show 
a  reaction.   The  statistics  are  favor- 


able because  of  the  heavy  consump- 
tion and  the  trade  output  is  in  a  much 
more  satisfactory  condition  than  last 
year.  Another  matter  that  should 
help  out  in  the  market  is  the  trade 
agreement  made  with  Argentina, 
which  it  is  thought  will  lead  to  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  shipment 
of  eggs  and  poultry  to  that  country. 

Perhaps  the  worst  angle  of  the  war 
situation  was  the  increase  in  prices 
on  all  grains,  and  which  increased 
the  price  of  feed  to  the  poultrymen. 
To  date,  the  price  of  poultry  and  eggs 
has  not  kept  step  with  the  advance 
in  feed  prices,  but  surely  there  will 
be  a  reaction  along  that  line  shortly.

Fowl  pox  or  sorehead  is  an  infec- 
tious and  contagious  disease  caused 
by  a  filterable  virus  (a  very  minute 
germ).  Pox  attacks  all  breeds  of 
poultry  and  causes  serious  losses  in 
market  value  of  birds  egg  production, 
and  life. 

Pox  is  often  called  "canker"  or 
diphtheria,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
symptoms  of  these  various  afflictions 
are  similar  and  sometimes  occur  sim- 
ultaneously with  those  of  pox.  True 
pox  is  characterized  by  scabs  on  the 
combs,  wattles,  and  skin.  When 
"canker"  and  diphtheria  are  present 
yellow  patches  form  in  the  mouth  or 
over  the  windpipe,  and  cheesy  mater- 
ial often  forms  in  and  about  the 
eyes.  Some  authors  consider  these 
diseases  to  be  the  same,  and  it  is 
still  a  debatable  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  is  true. 

A  number  of  eruptions  or  nodules, 
varying  from  the  size  of  a  pinhead 


to  that  of  a  pea  or  hazelnut,  appear 
on  the  comb,  wattles,  eyelids,  ear 
lobes,  and  nostrils  and  sometimes  on 
other  parts  of  the  body,  such  as  the 
neck,  legs,  under  the  wings,  on  the 
rump  and  about  the  vent.  On  the 
body  the  nodules  may  become  larger 
than  on  the  head.  These  nodules  be- 
gin as  small  red  or  reddish-gray  de- 
posits with  a  shiny  surface.  They 
gradually  enlarge,  becoming  dry, 
shriveled,  uneven,  and  wart-like  in 
their  appearance,  while  the  color 
changes  to  yellow,  brown,  or  dark 
brown. 

If  the  attack  is  mild,  the  eruptions 
are  limited  to  the  head,  the  nodules 
are  distinct  and  small,  and  the  gen- 
eral health  is  not  affected.  The 
nodules  soon  dry,  heal,  and  shrink, 
the  crusts  become  loose  ,and  recov- 
ery is  rapid.  But  in  more  severe  cases 
the  eruption  is  more  general.  As  the 
nodules  increase  in  number  and  the 
inflammation  extends  large  areas  of 
the  skin  will  become  thickened  and 
covered  with  hard,  dry  crusts,  clos- 
ing the  nasal  openings  and  eyelids, 
and  often  making  it  difficult  to  open 
the  beak.  When  the  crusts  are  rub- 
bed off,  there  will  be  a  watery  dis- 
charge from  the  ulcerated  surface, 
which  will  later  thicken,  become  yel- 
low and  viscid,  and  give  off  a  dis- 
agreeable odor.  In  this  type  of  the 
disease  there  is  fever,  rapid  loss  of 
flesh,  prostration,  and  death. 

Carefully  remove  all  of  the  scabs 
you  can  but  do  not  cause  too  much 
irritation.  Then  apply  a  good  dip  and 


disinfectant,  full  strength  to  the  raw 
surfaces;  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
get  any  of  the  disinfectant  into  the 
eyes  as  it  is  too  strong  for  use  in  the 
eyes. 

Much  progress  can  be  made  in  this 
disease  along  the  line  of  prevention 
and  control,  and  this  consists  of  a 
strict  program  of  hygiene  and  sanita- 
tion. Watch  the  flock  carefully  for 
the  first  sign  of  the  disease.  Remove 
all  sick  birds  immediately  as  soon  as 
they  are  discovered,  and  isolate  them 
at  some  distance  from  the  healthy 
flock. 

Poultry  houses  and  runs  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Remove  and  burn  all  litter,  and  take 
out  and  clean  all  loose  materials  such 
as  roosts,  nests,  and  feed  boxes.  Then 
sweep  down  all  walls,  ceilings,  and 
floors,  and  finally  disinfect  the  entire 
premises  thoroughly  with  a  strong 
solution  of  a  good,  standardized  dip 
and  disinfectant.  The  runs  should  be 
spaded  under  deeply.  The  dropping 
boards  should  be  cleaned  up  and 
droppings  burned  every  day,  and  the 
houses  cleaned  and  disinfected  as  di- 
rected above  every  week. 

Drinking  vessels  should  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned,  and  then  sterilized  by 
scalding  or  boiling.  The  regular  ad- 
dition of  a  poultry  antiseptic  to  the 
drinking  water  will  be  a  valuable 
step  toward  preventing  the  spread  of 
this  disease  throughout  the  flock.  To 
build  up  the  general  condition  of  the 
birds  and  tone  up  their  systems,  and 
thus  increase  their  resistance  to  dis- 
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ease  and  assist  them  in  throwing  off 
any  infection  they  may  pick  up,  use 
a  poultry  tonic  prescription  regular- 
ly, adding  it  to  the  mash. 


EGGS  COUNT 


AGAINST   LOWER  ARGENTINE 
TARIFF 


Announcement  has  been  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  that  a  Trade 
Agreement  is  proposed  with  Argen- 
tina. A  hearing  will  be  held  on  Octo- 
ber 16  at  Washington  on  the  Pro- 
posed Trade  Agreement. 

The  Proposed  Agreement  is  object- 
ed to  by  poultry  groups,  says  Reese 
V.  Hicks,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
International  Baby  Chick  Association, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  because  it  will  pos- 
sibly lower  the  tariff  that  now  stands 
ported  from  Argentina,  and  will  also 
at  10c  a  pound  on  dressed  turkeys  im- 
lower  the  tariff  on  eggs  imported 
from  5c  a  dozen  now  to  a  proposed 
rate  of  2\'2c  a  dozen. 

Formerly  there  was  exported  from 
the  United  States  to  Argentine  as 
high  as  6,000,000  dozen  eggs  a  year. 
However,  recently  Argentina  has 
placed  restrictions  on  importing  eggs 
such  as  requiring  eggs  to  be  marked 
with  the  name  of  the  country  from 
which  imported,  etc.,  and  today  few 
eggs  are  setn  to  Argentina. 

There  is  danger,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  Argentina  with  a  lower  tariff  at 
certain  seasons  of  the  year  will  send 
frozen  turkeys  and  poultry,  and  also 
possibly  eggs  of  a  low  grade  to  tne 
United  States. 

Acting  on  the  principle  that  the 
American  market  for  farm  products 
should  be  protected  for  the  American 
farmer,  the  International  Baby  Chick 
Association  announced  opposition  to 
changing  the  Argentina  tariff. 

Opposition  was  made  to  the  pro- 
posed Canadian  tariff  changed  by  the 
Trade  Agreement  about  a  year  ago. 
Through  this  opposition,  the  Cana- 
dian agreement  was  changed  to  more 
favorably  protect  the  American  pro- 
ducer of  poultry  and  eggs.

WAR 

The  smouldering  hatreds  of  Europe 
have  again  flamed  into  actual  war- 
fare. Germany  invaded  Poland.  As 
allies  of  Poland,  England  and  France 
immediately  declared  war  on  Ger- 
many. At  this  writing,  Poland  has 
been  overrun  by  the  German  armies. 
An  unexpected  course  of  events  tran- 
spired when  Russia  also  invaded  Po- 
land from  the  east.  The  German  sub- 
marines have  sunk  a  large  number  of 
British  ships,  also  a  few  French  and 
quite  a  number  of  ships  of  neutral 
countries. 

Throughout  Poland  , airplanes  have 
been  dropping  bombs  on  unfortified 
cities,  killing  and  maiming  thousands 
of  women  and  children.  Mass  murder 
is  on.  The  big  guns  are  thundering 
on  many  fronts  and  thousands  of  sol- 
diers are  dying  just  because  the  lead- 
ers of  the  nations  cannot  agree.  There 
is  no  enmity  as  between  the  people 
but  it  would  appear  that  the  ambi- 
tion of  Hitler  has  carried  Europe  into 
the  second  World  War. 

What  of  the  United  States? 

Influence  will  be  brought  to  bear 
and  propaganda  spread  all  over  the 
United  States  to  try  and  persuade 
our  people  to  enter  the  war  in  con- 
junction with  France  and  England. 
Our  ships  will  be  attacked,  and  also, 
a  number  of  American  lives  have  al- 
ready been  lost.  American  ships  have 
been  stopped  at  sea  both  by  the  Brit- 
ish and  German  submarines  and  this 
procedure  will  arouse  our  people. 

We  do  not  believe  America  wants 
to  go  to  war.  It  then  becomes  the 
duty  of  every  citizen  throughout  this 
country,  if  they  love  peace,  if  they 
desire  to  protect  the  lives  of  their 
children,  if  they  wish  to  avoid  nation- 
al bankruptcy,  to  impress  upon  their 
congressmen  and  senators,  the  fact 
that  we,  the  people,  do  not  want  to 
be  engaged  in  another  war  in  Eur- 
ope. Write  your  congressman  and 
your  senator  and  even  the  President 
to  let  them  know  just  how  you  feel 
in  this  matter,  and  only  in  that  way, 
can  we  give  expression  of  the  feel- 
ings of  the  American  people  as  a 
whole. 

WE  DO  NOT  WANT  WAR. 


THE  OUTLOOK 
We  confess  that  any  attempt  to 
follow  the  market  on  eggs  and  poul- 
try during  the  last  few  months  is 
enough  to  give  the  average  poultry 
raiser  a  real  headache.  The  federal 
reports  on  the  income  of  poultry  and  i 
eggs  at  the  leading  markets,  and  the 
outgo  which  represents  the  consump- 
tion, have  not  been  at  all  consistent 
with  the  market.    During  August  of 


this  year,  poultry  holdings  were  re- 
duced by  1,129,000  pounds.  A  year 
ago  August,  there  was  an  increase  in 
storage  of  2,310,000  pounds,  and  the 
average  increase  in  August  over  a 
period  of  five  years  is  1,411,000 
pounds.  This  sudden  turn  from  an 
increase  to  an  over  consumption  that 
reduced  holdings  more  than  a  mil- 
lion pounds  would  lead  one  to  think 
that  the  market  price  would  stiffen. 
The  price  of  poultry  has  held  fairly 
well,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  fu- 
ture market  on  October  eggs  the 
third  week  in  September  on  the  Chi- 
cago market  was  the  lowest  that  was 
ever  known  in  the  history  of  the 
market. 

The  war  seems  to  have  sent  the 
price  of  some  food  products  soaring, 
especially  hogs,  cattle,  lard,  butter, 
etc.,  and  we  cannot  help  but  feel  that 
a  continuation  of  the  war  over  a  long 
period  will  help  the  poultry  industry 
as  a  whole,  but  it  seems  to  us  that 
we  are  not  getting  the  quick  re- 
action that  has  come  about  in  many 
other  lines  of  livestock  and  also 
manufactured  goods.  True,  the  price 
of  hogs  and  beef  went  to  a  high  fig- 
ure and  then  slumped.  The  surplus  in 
this  country  and  abroad  is  great,  with 
the  result  that  prices  should  move  up 
gradually.  We  believe  it  is  better  for 
industry  for  prices  to  move  up  grad- 
ually than  to  make  the  sudden  jump 
that  was  made  right  after  the  declar- 


ation of  war,  and  then  have  just  as 
sudden  a  slump.  Take  it  all  in  all  and 
despite  many  contradictory  figures, 
we  believe  there  is  going  to  be  a  fair- 
ly satisfactory  year  ahead  of  us.  We 
all  hope  so. 


RATS  CAUSE  LOSS 
Each  year  rats  cause  a  loss  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  money  and  deaths 
of  many  persons.  This  is  not  a  fan- 
tastic dream,  but  a  fact  which  may 
be  proven. 

Ever  go  out  some  morning  and  find 
a  number  of  your  most  promising 
pullets  dead  as  the  result  of  a  rat 
attack  ?  This  was  a  loss  of  money,  be- 
cause these  pullets  cost  you  money. 
Or  perhaps  you  have  had  rats  get 
into  the  sacks  of  feed  you  just 
brought  home,  and  chew  holes  in  the 
sacks  and  waste  considerable  feed. 
That  cost  you  money,  too.  Maybe 
you  were  one  of  the  fellows  who  had 
a  fire  last  year  due  to  the  rats.  In- 
surance is  a  fine  thing,  but  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  profitable  fire.

1938  CONSERVATION 

PAYMENTS  IN  STATE 

TOTAL  17  MILLIONS 

Illinois  farmers  are  richer  both  in 
income  and  improved  soil  for  having 
participated  in  the  1938  AAA  Farm 
Program. 

A  total  of  $17,017,605  has  been  paid 
state  farmers  in  1938  conservation 
payments,  according  to  a  report  is- 
sued by  Lee  M.  Gentry,  chairman  of 
the  state  agricultural  conservation 
committee. 

The  conservation  payments  were 
made  to  farmers  who  stayed  within 
their  crop  acreage  allotments  and 
who  carried  out  such  soil-building 
practices  as  applying  lime  and  phos- 
phate, contour-farming,  terracing, 
planting  of  legumes,  and  reforesta- 
tion. 

McLean  county  received  the  larg- 
est payments,  totaling  $534,737.85, 
while  Hardin  county  received  the 
smallest  total  payments,  $26,495.70. 

Champaign,  Iroquois,  Livingston, 
Sangamon  and  Vermilion  counties 
each  received  more  than  $400,000  in 
conservation  payments,  Gentry  said.

Potato  peelings  that  have  been 
frozen  may  cause  looseness  of  the 
bowels.  If  they  were  exposed  to  the 
sunlight  while  the  potatoes  were 
growing,  and  turned  green,  it  might 
also  cause  trouble.  Potato  peelings 
are  rather  fattening,  but  they  are 
not  poisonous.

Green  Bone 

What  is  meant  by  the  term  green  bone? 
Does  fresh  bone  mean  the  same  thing? — A.  B-, 
Indiana. 

There  are  several  terms  used  to 
indicate  freshly  ground  bone.  It  is 
considered  a  decided  aid  in  getting 
the  hens  started  laying.  When  given 
in  too  liberal  amounts,  it  may  cause 
diarrhea.  Not  over  1-4  to  1-2  ounce 
is  given  to  a  hen  daily.  It  must  be 
fresh  and  clean.

1.  Can  alfalfa  be  ground  up  and  used  as 
a  green  food  in  winter?

2.  If  it  is  rather  coarse  it  may  be. 
soaked  in  warm  water  overnight, 
drained  and  given  to  the  fowls  in  the 
morning.  If  finely  ground  it  may  be 
mixed  in  with  the  mash. 


Ensilage 

Is  ensilage  a  good  substitute  for  sprouted 
oats? — M.  A.  D.,  Illinois. 

We  do  not  believe  it  is  as  satisfac- 
tory a  poultry  food  as  has  been 
claimed.  It  is  coarse  and  bulky  and 
very  stimulating.  We  would  stay  by 
the  sprouted  oats. 


Tankage  or  Meat  Scraps 

Will  tankage  give  as  good  results  as  meat' 
scraps  in  the  laying  mash? — S.  P.  C. ,  Ken- 
tucky. 

Tankage  does  not  usually  give  very 
good  results,  and  we  cannot  recom- 
mend its  use.  Meat  scraps  are  more 
reliable. 


Rye  Useless 

I  have  tried  to  get  my  hens  to  eat  rye 
which  I  raised  here  on  the  farm,  but  they 
won't  do  it.  Can  you  offer  a  solution?- — C.

Poultry  will  not  eat  rye  and  it  is 
useless  to  try  and  force  them  to  do 
so.

that  the  plague  is  frequently  carried 
by  rats.  Your  doctor  will  tell  you 
that  rats  are  possible  carriers  of  dis- 
ease and  cause  many  deaths  every 
year. 

Methods  of  control  of  rats  may 
vary  under  different  local  conditions. 
Commercial  rat  poisons  are  most  use- 
ful and  economical.  A  good  dog  or 
some  cats  about  the  place  are  like- 
wise useful.  Traps  are  all  right  pro- 
vided the  rats  are  not  too  wise  to 
get  into  them.  After  all,  Mr.  Rat  is 
a  very  cunning  fellow. 

If  each  one  of  us  will  lend  a  hand 
in  this  job  to  get  rid  of  rats,  the 
problem  will  be  much  more  simple. 
You  may  not  think  that  there  are 
any  rats  about  your  premises,  but  the 
chances  are  that  a  few  are  hanging 
around  the  poultry  houses  or  feed 
houses.  Unless  you  get  after  them 
and  clean  them  out,  you  will  soon  be 
over-run  with  rats.

Broiled  dinners  are  always  popular. 
The  attractive  appearaneeand  delicious 
flavorof  this  type  of  meal  always  assure 
it  an  enthusiastic  welcome  Many 
homemakers  limit  the  use  of  their 
broiler  to  meats  alone,  whereas  the 
same  heat  units  used  for  broiling  the 
meat  may  also  be  utilized  to  heat  the 
entire  main  course.  Your  broiler  pan 
provides  an  excellent  way  to  use  canned 
vegetables  and  also  left-overs  This 
method  of  cooking  makes  good  use  of 
the  meat  juices  that  drip  from  the 
meats  when  broiling. 

The  type  of  broiler  pan  you  have  will 
determine  to  some  extent  the  method 
you  will  want  to  follow  in  your  broiler 
pan  dinners.  If  the  pan  under  the 
broiler  rack  is  deep,  you  will  want  to 
place  the  accompanying  vegetables 
there.  Otherwise,  they  may  be  placed 
alongside  the  meat.  The  vegetables 
should,  in  most  cases,  be  pre-cooked. 
However,  the  use  of  canned  vegetables 
will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  pre- 
cooking  them  in  your  own  home. 
Canned  peas,  for  example,  are  partic- 
ularly appropriate  as  the  vegetable 
accompaniment  for  broiled  dinners. 
You'll  find  that  they  put  new  heart 
and  soul  into  any  meal.  The  1939  pack 
is  of  such  high  quality  that  many 
homemakers  are  calling  canned  peas 
the  year's  best  bet  in  vegetables. 
Therefore  when  you  want  your  menus 
to  be  news,  give  this  handy  helper  a 
chance. 

Fresh  vegetables  also  have  a  definite 
place  in  broiler  meals  and  frequently 
provide  t  he  necessary  contrast  in  flavor 
to  round  out  to  perfection  this  type  of 
dinner.  Such  vegetables  as  fresh  to- 
mato halves,  onion  slices,  and  mush- 
room caps,  along  with  fruits  like  canned 
pineapple  rings,  bananas,  and  apple 


er  meals.  They're  delicious  when 
broiled  under  the  meat  rack,  oi  on  it 
with  the  meat. 

Most  vegetables  and  fruits  need  only 
the  addition  of  salt  and  pepper  and 
melted  butter  for  the  broiling  process. 
Occasionally,  one  might  care  to  add 
buttered  bread  crumbs,  grated  cheese, 
etc.,  as  the  food  chosen  might  demand. 

The  following  broiled  dinner  sugges- 
tions are  planned  to  make  use  of  uni- 
versally popular  foods  and  can  be 
easily  adjusted  to  your  own  broiler 
pan.  It  is  usually  best  to  allow  the 
food  in  the  lower  part  of  the  broiler 
pan  to  heat  through  under  the  broiling 
unit  first,  and  then  place  over  it  the 
meat  rack  and  continue  the  broiling 
until  the  meat  is  cooked  to  the  desired 
degree.  By  this  time  the  vegetables 
are  mellowed  and  seasoned  with  drip- 
pings from  the  meat. 

You  will  want  to  try  the  broiler 
meal  combinations  that  follow  Adjust 
them  to  your  leftovers,  but  remember 
to  add  a  touch  of  new  life  with  some 
canned  vegetables,  such  as  peas.  Their 
color  and  high  quality  are  an  appreci- 
ated addition  to  any  meal 

Broiled  chicken,  buttered  egg  noodles  with 
grated  cheese  and  buttered  bread  crumbs,  buttered 
canned  peas,  and  canned  or  fresh  mushroom  caps. 

Broiled  ham  with  slices  of  sweet  potatoes  and 
apples,  buttered  canned  peas.  The  sweet  potatoes 
and  apples  are  brushed  with  maple  syrup  or  brown 
sugar,  and  butter  *~ 

T-bone  steak,  buttered  canned  peas,  potato 
slices  and  carrots. 

Lamb  chops  with  broiled  pineapple  rings,  but- 
tered canned  peas,  buttered  canned  corn,  steam- 
ing ripe  olives. 

Broiled  steak  with  buttered  canned  peas,  flower- 
lets  of  cauliflower  and  tomato  halves.  After  the 
broiling  is  completed. on  the  steak,  you  might  like 
spreading  it  with  creamed  Roquefort  cheese,  to 
which  a  dash  of  Worcestershire  sauce  has  been 
added.  Let  this  blown  gently  under  the  broiler 


Banquet  Days 
Are  Here  Again 

— By  trances  Lee  Barton — 

AS  the  days  get  cooler,  we  be- 
gin to  use  the  word  "banquet" 
again.  Even  our  home  desserts  are 
banquet  des- 
serts. New 
forms,  new  flav- 
ors and  more 
elaborate  dishes 
are  in  order. 
Guests  expect 
them.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  fam- 
ily hope  for  them. 
Here's  one: 
Banquet  Pudding 
1  or  2  egg  yolks;  4  cups  milk; 
l/3  cup  quick-cooking  tapioca;  Yz 
cup  sugar;  %  teaspoon  salt;  1  or  2 
egg  whites;  1  teaspoon  vanilla; 
y3  to  V2  cup  diced  preserved  or 
crystallized  ginger;  y3  cup  cream, 
whipped;  nut  meats,  coarsely 
broken. 

Mix  egg  yolk  with  small  amount 
of  milk  in  top  of  double  boiler. 
Add  remaining  milk,  tapioca,  sugar, 
and  salt.  Place  over  rapidly  boil- 
ing water  and  cook  10  to  12  minutes 
after  water  boils  again,  stirring 
frequently.  Beat  egg  white  until 
just  stiff  enough  to  hold  shape. 
Fold  hot  tapioca  mixture  gradually 
into  egg  white.  Cool  —  mixture 
thickens  as  it  cools.  When  slightly 
cool,  add  flavoring  and  ginger,  re- 
serving 2  tablespoons  ginger  for 
garnish.  Chill.  Fold  in  cream. 
Serve  in  sherbet  glasses.  Garnish 
with  additional  whipped  cream,  and 
sprinkle  with  ginger  and  nuts. 
Serves  8. 

INCREASE  EGG  YIELD 


A  great  many  breeders  have  writ- 
ten us  that  they  feel  the  average  per- 
son does  not  realize  how  much  the 
egg  yield  of  a  poultry  flock  can  be 
increased  by  the  simple  use  of  fer- 
mented mash.  The  use  of  yeast  in 
mash  brings  such  an  outstanding  in- 
crease in  egg  production  that  has 
never  been  appreciated.  Fermenta- 
tion with  yeast  improves  both  the 
digesting  and  assimilation.  Your  bird 
gets  more  use  of  the  feed  in  the  way 
of  nourishment  that  helps  to  build  the 
body  and  thereby  gives  greater  vital- 
ity, and  as  a  direct  result  leads  to 
more  and  larger  eggs  over  a  longer 
season.  One  thing  about  it  is  that 
yeast  foam  is  comparatively  inexpen- 
sive as  compared  with  the  result  pro- 
duced. Why  not  give  some  real 
thought  and  study  to  this  matter.

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PUT  TURKEYS  IN  CONDITION 


With  a  large  turkey  crop  in  pros- 
pect this  year,  producers  may  expect 
low  prices  unless  the  birds  go  on  the 
market  in  good  condition,  observes 
E.  M.  Funk  of  the  Missouri  College 
of  Agriculture.  While  many  growers 
will  no  doubt  be  disappointed  in  the 
prices  they  receive  for  their  best  birds 
it  will  certainly  be  unprofitable  to 
market  thin  birds  on  any  market 
where  turkeys  are  purchased  by 
grades. 

Growers  who  give  their  turkeys  un- 
limited range  during  the  growing  sea- 
son will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to 
reduce  the  range  at  the  time  the  tur- 
keys are  being  prepared  for  the  mar- 
ket. Confining  turkeys  too  closely, 
however,  may  cause  restlessness  and 
result  in  very  poor  or  no  gains. 

Poults  that  are  liberally  supplied 
with  both  grain  and  a  growing  mash 
during  the  summer  and  fall  are  usual- 
ly in  good  market  condition  by 
Thanksgiving  or  at  Christmas  time. 
On  farms  where  turkeys  are  not  kept 
on  full  feed  during  the  summer,  it  is 
advisable  to  feed  more  heavily  of 
grain,  and  possibly  a  growing  mash, 
for  a  month  or  more  in  advance  of 
the  time  they  are  to  be  marketed. 
Whole  corn  is  regarded  as  the  most 
satisfactory  grain  for  this  purpose. 
However,  a  mixture  of  corn,  wheat, 
and  heavy  oats  may  be  used  when 
they  are  available.  The  hopper  feed- 
ing of  both  mash  and  grain  is  sani- 
tary, reduces  labor,  and  insures  well 
finished  birds.  When  cool  weather 
comes  the  turkeys  will  consume  much 
grain. 

Before  marketing  any  of  the  tur- 
keys, those  that  are  to  be  retained 
for  breeders  should  be  carefully  se- 
lected and  separated  from  the  mar- 
ket birds.  It  is  not  desirable  to  sup- 
ply the  prospective  breeders  with  a 
ration  that  contains  a  large  propor- 
tion of  corn.  Preferably  they  should 
be  supplied  with  a  growing  ration 
that  is  conducive  to  further  develop- 
ment and  the  maintenance  of  health. 


GOOD  OYSTER  SHELL 


We  sometimes  think  that  poultry 
raisers  fail  to  give  the  proper  consid- 
eration to  the  use  of  good  oyster  shell. 
It  is  so  easy  to  think  that  oyster  shell 
is  oyster  shell,  and  that  one  grade  is 
just  as  good  as  another.  This  is  far 
from  the  truth.  Crushed  oyster  shell 
that  has  not  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
can  contain  an  unexpected  amount  of 
impurities,  dirt  and  other  matter 
which  reduces  the  value  of  the  oyster 
shell,  and  also  in  many  cases  have 
impurities  that  are  detrimental  to 
the  health  of  the  poultry.  The  cost 
of  oyster  shell  is  so  small  per  hen 
and  so  small  per  100  lb.  bag  that  it 
pays  to  buy  the  best.  Substitute  oys- 
ter shell  often  contains  impurties  and 
other  matter  that  reduces  the  value 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  be 
much  cheaper  to  put  in  a  good  brand 
of  oyster  shell  in  the  first  place.  Oys- 
ter shell  is  the  cheapest  and  safest 
egg  shell  matter  obtainable.  It  con- 
tains no  poison  matters,  no  waste,  is 
easily  and  quickly  assimilated,  and 
poultrymen  should  keep  these  facts  in 
mind. 


CHANGE  LITTER 


If  you  use  straw  litter  it  should  be 
changed  as  soon  as  it  becomes  damp. 
Damp  litter  means  cold  feet,  and  cold 
feet  means  few  eggs.  Keep  the  litter 
dry  by  frequent  changes. 

Many  poultrymen  have  switched  to 
peat  litter,  as  it  does  not  require  as 
frequent  changing,  thus  saving  a 
great  deal  of  bother  and  labor.  We 
have  frequently  been  asked  how  long 
litter  will  last.  That  all  depends  upon 
conditions.  We  know  one  poultryman 
who  had  a  large  well  ventilated  poul- 
try house,  and  he  used  the  same  peat 
litter  for  two  years,  but  we  feel  that 
is  rather  too  long.  The  best  rule  is  to 
change  it  as  needed. 

Fresh,  clean  litter  helps  wonder- 
fully in  the  securing  of  winter  eggs.

Many  novices  are  confused  with 
the  terms  "breeds"  and  "varieties." 

There  are  more  than  one  hundred 
different  varieties  of  bantams,  but 
only  a  couple  dozen  or  so  breeds. 

For  instance,  there  is  one  breed  of 
Sebright  Bantams,  of  which  there 
are  two  distinct  varieties,  viz:  Silver 
and  Golden. 

Several  breeds  of  bantams  are 
bred  in  but  from  two  to  six  different 
varieties,  such  as  Hamburgs,  Leg- 
horns, Belgians,  Plymouth  Rocks, 
Orpington,  Rosecomb,  Rhode  Island 
Red,  Cornish,  Brahmas,  Silkies.  But 
in  several  breeds  there  are  more  than 
a  dozen  varieties,  among  which  are 
Modern  Game,  Cochins,  Polish,  Japa- 
nese, and  Wyandottes. 

We  have  hoped  that  some  enter- 
prising breeder  would  make  the  at- 
tempt to  assemble  a  collection  of 
every  known  breed  and  variety  of 
bantams.  This  has  never  been  done. 
If  any  breeder  or  fancier  had  the 
courage  and  cash  to  do  this,  he  could 


capitalize  on  it,  and  no  doubt  make  a 
good  profit.  So  many  of  the  varieties 
are  comparatively  unknown,  and  are 
only  bred  by  an  occasional  fancier, 
widely  scattered  over  the  continent. 
And  such  fanciers  have  the  rare 
breeds  only  for  their  own  pleasure, 
and  neither  advertise  nor  sell  stock 
or  eggs,  and  rarely  exhibit. 

Each  suceeding  year  more  peope 
become  interested  in  bantams,  and 
the  "beginners  class"  is  always  a 
large  one.  One  feature  that  is  pro- 
moting the  popularity  and  growth  of 
bantam  breeding  is  the  lawn  show. 
These  are  a  one-day  affair,  no  entry 
fee,  and  usually  some  accessible  well- 
known  judge  passes  upon  the  birds 
without  charge.  Birds  are  freely 
handled  and  discussed,  and  much  ad- 
vantage accrues  to  professional  and 
amateur  alike.  A  picnic  lunch  or  the 
generosity  of  the  host  and  hostess 
make  these  events  greatly  enjoyed, 
and  add  much  to  the  fellowship  so 
manifest  among  the  bantam  fratern- 
ity. 


TURKEY  MARKETING  TIME 


RAISE  BETTER  POULTRY 


Question:  What  is  the  best  time  for 
marketing  turkeys,  and  should  they 
be  sold  alive  or  dressed? 

Answer:  Since  there  is  a  wide  vari- 
ation in  the  time  required  to  get  tur- 
keys in  good  condition,  growers  often 
find  it  to  their  advantage  to  market 
their  birds  at  intervals  of  a  few  weeks 
from  September  to  February. 

Not  all  turkeys  are  ready  for  the 
market  at  the  same  time,  so  the  con- 
dition of  each  bird  should  be  de- 
termined before  it  is  marketed.  Tur- 
keys are  not  in  condition  to  bring  a 
premium  in  price  until  they  are 
plump  in  body  and  free  of  pin  feath- 
ers. Turkeys  which  are  finished  have 
mature  plumage,  full  breasts,  and  the 
breast  meat  appears  cream-colored. 
The  breast  of  a  poorly-finished  tur- 
key has  a  dark  bluish  color. 

By  feeding  small,  poorly-fleshed 
turkeys  for  a  long  period  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  increase  their  weight 
and  at  the  same  time  improve  their 
condition  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
will  be  placed  in  a  higher  grade  on 
the  market.  This,  of  course,  means  a 
better  price.  Birds  which  have  such 
deformities  as  crooked  backs  and  ex- 
tremely crooked  breast  bones  may  be 
used  to  the  best  advantage  at  home 
instead  of  selling  these  birds  as  culls 
on  the  market.

— pancakes — cream  gravy.  There  is 
just  nothing  that  will  equal  it. 


Why  not  better  the  quality  of  the 
flock  this  season  by  more  careful  se- 
lection. Don't  use  the  eggs  from  the 
entire  flock  for  hatching,  but  make 
up  a  breeding  pen  of  the  best  hens 
and  use  only  their  eggs  to  hatch 
from.  Twenty  hens  in  a  colony  house, 
about  8  by  10  feet  square,  placed  out 
in  the  orchard,  with  a  yard  about  50 
feet  square,  should  furnish  a  setting 
of  eggs  per  day  during  the  season, 
which  is  about  all  the  average  farmer 
will  care  to  use.  Or  there  may  be 
other  quarters  suitable  for  housing 
and  yarding  a  breeding  flock,  but  an 
orchard  is  surely  an  ideal  location. 

If  hens  are  selected  for  breeders  in- 
stead of  pullets,  then  I  would  use 
cockerels,  instead  of  cock  birds  to 
mate  with  them.  Keeping  two  males 
for  a  pen  of  twenty  females,  changing' 
every  few  days.  The  right  kind  of  a 
male  bird  is  too  unselfish  for  his 
own  good  and  will  call  the  hens  to 
eat  all  of  the  good  things  while  he 
goes  without;  shutting  him  up  a  few 
days  and  feeding  him  will  keep  him 
in  better  condition,  and  the  result 
will  be  a  better  hatch  of  more  vig- 
orous chicks. 

No  males  except  these  two  should 
be  kept  for  the  average  farm  flock. 
This  plan  means  an  improvement  in 
the  weight,  vitality  and  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  flock  and  its  laying 
qualities,  and  the  infertile  eggs  pro- 
duced by  the  balance  of  the  flock 
will  keep  better  during  the  warm 
weather,  and  will  be  much  better  for 
putting  away  for  next  winter's  use. — 
V.  M.  Couch.

THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


POULTRY 

Receipts  of  dressed  poultry  and  live 
poultry  of  all  kinds,  are  expected  to 
continue  quite  heavy  through  the 
balance  of  1939.  The  storage  stocks 
of  poultry  are  heavier  than  they  were 
at  this  time  last  year,  and  the  gen- 
eral feeling  is  that  the  amount  of 
poultry  in  storage  on  January  1,  1940, 
is  going  to  exceed  by  quite  a  large 
amount,  the  storage  stocks  of  Janu- 
ary 1,  1939. 

From  September  1  to  October  1, 
the  holdings  of  all  classes  of  frozen 
poultry  increased  by  281,000  pounds. 
The  October  1  holdings  exceeded 
those  of  a  year  ago  by  3,309,000 
pounds  and  exceeded  the  5-year  aver- 
age by  3,403,000  pounds.  Notwith- 
standing this  increase,  consumption 
of  poultry  has  also  shown  an  in- 
crease; otherwise,  the  excess  in  stor- 
age would  have  been  far  greater.  The 
only  satisfaction  in  the  whole  deal 
is  the  fact  that  with  the  low  price 
of  poultry,  the  consumption  of  same 
has  run  far  ahead  of  previous  years. 
The  thought  is  that  this  increase  of 
consumption  of  poultry  meats  will 
continue  due  to  the  industry  pick  up 
throughout  the  land,  because  better 
wages  and  more  men  at  work,  natur- 
ally, will  increase  the  consumption  of 
poultry  meat,  especially  with  the  pre- 
vailing low  prices. 

TURKEYS 

With  the  coming  of  Thanksgiving, 
naturally  the  people  focus  their  at- 
tention on  the  turkey  market.  The 
production  of  turkeys  this  year  is  the 


largest  on  record,  according  to  the 
government  reports.  The  crop  of 
turkeys  was  extremely  large  last 
year,  but  this  crop  is  11%  more  than 
1938,  with  the  result  that  prices  re- 
ceived are  going  to  be  quite  low — in 
fact,  many  contend  that  turkeys  will 
not  bring  more  than  10c  to  12c  a 
pound  on  the  farm.  This  makes  it 
unprofitable  for  the  turkey  grower, 
and  there  is  a  feeling  that  quite  a 
lot  of  turkey  raisers  will  reduce  their 
production  next  year.  Unfortunately, 
we  do  not  export  very  much  in  the 
way  of  turkey  meat,  and  so  we  can- 
not figure  on  the  war  doing  very 
much  to  increase  the  price  for  this 
season.  Some  turkeys  have  been  im- 
ported from  Argentine  in  the  past, 
but  in  view  of  the  extremely  low 
price  of  turkeys  in  this  country,  it 
will  mean  that  very  little  in  the  way 
of  turkey  meat  will  be  imported  this 
year. 


EGGS 

The  amount  of  eggs  in  storage  as 
of  October  1,  was  about  a  million 
cases  above  last  year,  but  about  one- 
half  million  cases  less  than  the  five- 
year  average,  so  the  storage  of  eggs 
is  not  alarming  of  itself.  The  increase 
into  storage  is  not  so  pronounced 
over  last  year.  Nevertheless,  the  egg 
market  is  not  making  the  advance  in 
price  at  this  season  which  the  gen- 
eral poultry  raiser  expected.  The 
price  is  advancing  and  will,  doubt- 
less, continue  to  advance  until  the 
holidays,  but  we  believe  that  the  price 
for  eggs  is  still  too  low,  especially 


with  the  increase  in  feed  prices.  Up 
to  date,  the  increase  in  feed  prices 
has  run  ahead  of  the  increase  in 
poultry  prices,  with  the  result  that 
the  poultry  raiser  is  not  gaining  by 
the  seasonal  increase  in  price  in  pro- 
portion to  what  he  should  expect. 
The  consumption  of  eggs  is  larger 
than  last  year,  and  the  demand  for 
fresh  eggs  is  quite  large,  and  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  enough  of  the 
really  good  eggs  coming  into  market, 
as  yet,  to  meet  the  demand.  Many 
pullet  eggs  are  small  and  do  not  move 
as  readily  as  do  the  larger  eggs.  The 
only  satisfaction  to  be  seen  in  the 
egg  market  is  that  the  amount  of 
eggs  going  to  storage  and  to  market 
this  fall,  definitely  shows  a  decline. 
Many  years,  this  decline  would  mean 
quite  an  increase  in  the  price  of  eggs, 
but  there  seems  to  be  a  definite  at- 
titude on  the  part  of  the  large  egg 
dealers  to  hold  the  prices  down, 
rather  than  have  a  run  away  market 
for  a  short  while,  followed  by  a  col- 
lapse. While  the  demand  for  fresh 
eggs  is  quite  good,  a  factor  that  tends 
to  keep  down  the  price,  is  the  lack 
of  demand  for  storage  eggs.  This 
year's  storage  eggs  seem  to  be  mov- 
ing rather  slowly,  or  at  least,  not  as 
fast  as  storage  people  expected,  and 
their  efforts  to  shove  the  storage 
eggs  into  the  market,  notwithstand- 
ing the  shortage  of  fresh  eggs,  tends 
to  keep  the  price  at  a  somewhat  low- 
er level.  Another  month  may  make 
quite  a  change  in  this  situation,  and 
in  fact,  before  this  issue  reaches  our 
subscribers,  the  above  situation  may 
be  radically  changed.

THE    POULTRY  KEEPER 


The  Turkey  Industry  Makes  a  Profit

Within  the  past  few  years  the 
turkey  industry  has  surged  forward, 
as  was  evidenced  by  the  numbers  of 
fine  turkeys  exhibited  at  the  last 
World's  Poultry  Congress.  Many 
states  throughout  the  country  are 
showing  tremendous  increases,  both 
in  turkeys  and  in  turkey  raisers. 

Now  that  it  has  been  definitely 
proved  that  birds  raised  on  wire  and 
in  close  confinement  will  grow  to 
greater  size  and  remain  freer  of 
disease  than  those  on  range,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  num- 
ber of  turkeys  in  this  country,  and 
the  quality  of  the  turkeys,  will  soon 
reach  peak  proportions.  Other  ad- 
vances in  turkey  raising  have  also 
been  made.  By  selection  of  birds  and 
eggs  it  is  possible  to  produce  heavier, 
broader  breasts,  and  even  to  develop 
birds  having  very  little  dark  meat, 
which  makes  them  much  more  attrac- 
tive for  table  use. 

The  average  person  is  very  fond  of 
turkey  meat,  and  it  is  a  type  of  fowl 
which  has  usually  been  reserved  for 
the  holiday  seasons.  Now,  with  im- 
proved methods  of  turkeys  husbandry 
and  disease  control,  turkeys  have  be- 
come somewhat  more  plentiful.  Since 
there  is  a  better  supply  available,  the 
demand  is  becoming  less  seasonal  and 
the  turkey  market  more  steady.  And 
as  supply  and  demand  tend  to  bal- 
ance one  another  we  find  the  turkey 
industry  rapidly  coming  into  its  own 
as  a  steady  and  profitable  business. 

The  most  important  factors  to  be 
kept  in  mind  in  undertaking  turkey 
raising  are  sanitation  and  constant 
care.  This  includes  daily  cleaning 
and  scrubbing  of  dropping  boards,  or, 
if  the  birds  are  kept  on  wire  runs, 
removing  droppings  from  underneath 
the  wire.  Strong  solutions  of  a  re- 
liable, standardized  dip  and  disinfect- 
ant should  be  used  in  scrubbing  up  all 
pens,  dropping  boards,  roosts,  nests, 
and  so  forth.  The  birds  will  profit 
from  a  poultry  tonic  prescription  in 


the  majority  of  instances,  and  they 
should  be  provided  with  minerals 
which  are  often  deficient  in  the  aver- 
age diet. 

The  flocks  must  be  carefully  ob- 
served so  that  if  any  sick  birds  are 
found  they  may  be  immediately  seg- 
regated from  the  rest  and  a  careful 
watch  maintained  over  the  pens  in 
order  to  head  off  the  spread  of  any 
disease.  It  is  frequently  advisable 
that  sick  birds  be  shipped  to  a  lab- 
oratory for  examination  and  diagnosis 
of  the  ailment,  in  order  to  prevent 
great  losses  due  to  the  development 
of  some  disease  with  which  the  tur- 
key raiser  is  not  familiar.  Most 
states  maintain  laboratories  render- 
ing this  type  of  service  free  or  for  a 
nominal  fee,  and  some  of  the  better 
class  manufacturers  of  poultry  rem- 
edies maintain  extensive  clinic  and 
research  departments  with  large  vet- 
erinary staffs,  where  accurate  diag- 
nosis and  valuable  advice  can  be  ob- 
tained free  of  charge. 

Most  poultry  diseases  are  spread 
through  contaminated  food  and  drink- 
ing water,  and  it  is  wise  at  all  times 
to  have  clean  drinking  founts,  which 
should  be  either  boiled  daily  or  thor- 
oughly cleaned  with  a  solution  of  dip 
and  disinfectant.  There  are  valuable 
drinking  water  medications  on  the 
market  intended  to  help  counteract 
the  effects  of  contamination  of  the 
water,  and  it  is  wise  to  consider  the 
use  of  one  of  these  preparations  as  a 
regular  thing,  as  an  aid  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  disease. 


The  turkey  industry  is  a  growing 
one.  If  you  are  considering  getting 
into  this  profit-making  field  learn 
something  about  the  problems  you 
may  meet  with.  Get  literature  from 
remedy  and  feed  manufacturers  who 
are  in  a  position  to  be  of  service  to 
you.  Such  service  is  always  avail- 
able, either  in  advance  or  as  your 
problems  arise.

TAXES  ADD  36  CENTS 

TO  COST  OF  AVERAGE 

THANKSGIVING  TURKEY 


Hidden  taxes  will  account  for  about 
36  cents  of  the  $2.97  housewives  will 
pay  this  year  for  an  average  11-pound 
turkey,  the  National  Consumers  Tax 
Commission  estimates. 

An  analysis  report,  made  public  by 
Mrs.  Melville  Mucklestone,  N.  C.  T.  C. 
president,  at  commission  headquar- 
ters here  pointed  out  that  indirect 
taxes  levied  on  the  breeder,  hatcher, 
farmer,  trucker,  packer,  box  manu- 
facturer, transporter,  wholesaler  and 
retailer  increase  the  consumer  cost 
more  than  12  per  cent. 

These  shiftable  levies,  the  report 
explained,  pyramid  until  the  consum- 
er unknowingly  absorbs  more  than 
three-score  tax  payments  on  the  13 
kinds  of  taxes  assessed  by  local,  state 
and  national  governments. 


WATCH  THE  CROP 


The  crop  of  the  hen  is  a  sort  of 
storehouse  in  which  she  packs  her 
food  until  needed.  If  the  storehouse 
is  full  every  night  it  is  a  good  sign 
that  the  hen  will  keep  on  laying.  She 
just  must  have  food  if  she  is  to  lay. 

In  order  to  be  sure  that  the  hens 
are  getting  enough  food,  go  along  the 
roosts  at  night  and  feel  the  crops.  If 
one  is  empty,  start  an  investigation. 

It  is  the  full  crops  that  make  the 
eggs.  This  is  especially  so  in  the 
winter.  We  consider  it  very  essen- 
tial that  every  hen  have  a  full  crop 
every  night.  Watch  the  crops  and 
see  that  they  are  full. 


IMPROVE  FLOCKS  NOW 


Poultrymen  who  do  their  own  poul- 
try breeding:  work  should  locate  and 
buy  their  male  birds  this  fall,  urges 
C.  E.  Rhode  of  the  Missouri  College 
of  Agriculture.  Good  cockerels  of 
the  various  breeds,  from  hens  that 
have  laid  200  eggs  or  more  in  one 
year,  will  be  less  difficult  to  find  now 
at  reasonable  prices.  Higher  prices 
for  breeding  males,  if  purchases  are 
delayed  until  next  spring,  may  lead 
to  the  use  of  more  ordinary  male 
birds.  Such  a  policy  is  shortsighted, 
and  will  probably  result  in  producing 
pullets  with  low  laying  ability  in- 
stead of  a  capacity  for  high  egg  pro- 
duction. Securing  good  male  birds 
from  high-producing  hens  will  save 
a  higher,  later  investment  in  breed- 
ing stock.  It  will  also  enable  pro- 
ducers to  make  up  their  breeding 
pens  early  enough  to  insure  good  fer- 
tility and  the  production  of  chicks 
which  will  possess  inherited  ability  to 
lay  profitably  as  mature  pullets. 


PRODUCE  QUALITY  BIRDS 


It  is  difficult  to  finish  turkeys  un- 
less they  have  reached  maturity,  says 
D.  D.  Moyer  of  the  Missouri  College 
of  Agriculture,  who  advises  that  it  is 
important  to  handle  and  examine  each 
turkey  before  marketing  to  ascertain 
its  quality. 

Flocks  that  have  received  a  good 
growing  mash,  along  with  all  the 
grain  they  would  consume,  will  be 
well  finished  as  they  reach  maturity. 
The  growing  mash  and  grain  should 
be  continued  until  marketing  time. 
If  grains  like  wheat,  oats,  and  barley 
have  been  used,  they  can  be  con- 
tinued during  the  last  few  weeks  be- 
fore marketing,  especially  if  a  white- 
colored  skin  is  desired.  If  there  is 
no  market  preference  for  skin  color, 
whole  corn  is  a  better  fattening  grain. 
It  is  usually  difficult,  however,  to  get 
turkeys  to  consume  much  corn  dur- 
ing warm  weather,  and  until  cool 
weather  arrives  wheat,  oats,  and 
barley  can  be  used  in  the  grain  mix- 
ture. 

Because  of  the  early  maturity  of 
tnis  year's  corn  crop,  growers  can 
finish  the  turkey  crop  on  new  corn 
without  any  difficulty.  As  soon  as 
new  corn  will  shell  easily  it  can  be 
fed  without  any  danger  of  causing 
digestive  troubles. 

Turkeys  will  finish  better  if  they 
are  not  allowed  to  have  too  much 
range.  If  they  have  had  unlimited 
range,  however,  confining  them  will 
make  them  restless  and  they  will 
make  poor  gains. 


SEASONABLE  HINTS 


Eggs  are  produced  in  fall  and  win- 
ter when  the  proper  methods  of  feed- 
ing are  used,  and  this  means  that 
we  must  substitute  those  things 
which  exist  in  the  spring  or  season 
of  natural  production. 

A  good  method  of  feeding  is  to  keep 
a  laying  mash  before  the  pullets  all 
the  time,  and  once  a  day  feed  cracked 
corn  and  wheat  of  equal  parts  in 
troughs,  about  one  hour  before  roost- 
ing time.  Give  all  they  will  eat  with 
a  little  left  over  for  morning. 
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Do  not  force  pullets  for  production 
for  the  first  month.  Keep  a  close 
watch  for  colds  or  any  bad  habits, 
and  note  the  size  of  the  eggs,  shape, 
color  and  texture  of  the  shell,  also 
the  condition  of  the  pullets  as  to 
weight.  Birds  that  do  not  come  up 
to  the  required,  weight  should  be 
marked  and  disposed  of  before  breed- 
ing time. 

A  regular  amount  of  animal  protein 
is  necessary  throughout  the  year. 
Meat  and  bone  scraps  or  meal,  tank- 
age, skimmilk  or  buttermilk  are  the 
most  commonly  used  protein  feeds. 
A  ration  made  up  of  whole  grain 
alone,  fed  either  singly  or  in  mixture, 
will  not  give  a  profitable  egg  yield 
for  any  length  of  time. 

When  neck  molt  appears  in  a  flock 
it  often  causes  serious  loss,  the  egg 
yield  falls  off  and  the  flock  does  not 
get  back  into  full  production  for  sev- 
eral weeks.  This  trouble  may  be 
brought  about  by  forcing  egg  produc- 
tion too  much  after  the  pullets  have 
commenced  to  lay,  and  it  may  be 
caused  by  the  pullets  not  being  in  the 
proper  condition  when  they  first 
commenced  to  lay. — V.  M.  C,  N.  Y. 


FRESH  GROUND  BONES 


Winter  eggs  help  to  pad  the  bank 
account  and  you  can  get  plenty  of 
these  profitable  eggs  if  you  feed 
freshly  ground  bone.  These  raw 
bones  may  be  obtained  from  the 
butcher  for  next  to  nothing.  Then 
you  run  them  through  a  bone  cutter 
and  you  have  an  egg  maker  that  can- 
not be  beat.

PREVENT  DRAFTS 


As  the  weather  gets  colder  it  beats 
all  how  the  drafts  can  find  every  lit- 
tle crack  and  hole.  Perhaps  we 
think  we  have  done  a  pretty  good 
job  fixing  up  the  old  poultry  house 
but  if  there  is  a  hole  anywhere,  be 
sure  that  the  cold  winds  of  December 
will  find  it. 

Drafts  means  colds  so  we  have  got 
to  stop  them  and  the  sooner  the  bet- 
ter. We  suggest  that  you  make  a 
tour  of  inspection  and  make  the  re- 
pairs before  the  weather  becomes  any 
colder.  To  delay  may  mean  that  the 
weather  will  make  it  almost  impos- 
sible to  make  the  repairs  and  drafts 
will  bring  on  sickness  just  as  sure  as 
anything.  Fresh  air  is  needed  but  you 
must  have  it  under  absolute  control. 
Drafts  are  disease  breeders.

GOOD  HORTICULTURAL  SHOW 


The  horticultural  exhibit  at  Farm 
and  Home  Week  at  the  Missouri  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture,  November  1  to  3, 
will  be  a  competitive  show,  and  will 
include  a  display  of  fruits,  vegetables, 
nuts,  flowers,  and  other  educational 
exhibits.

WILL  EXHIBIT  INSECTS 


A  honey  show  and  exhibit  of  injur- 
ious insects  has  been  arranged  for 
Farm  and  Home  Week  at  the  Missouri 
College  of  Agriculture,  November  1-3. 
This  will  include  a  display  of  honey 
and  bee  products,  bee  equipment,  and 
special  preparations  of  the  various 
injurious  insect  pests,  and  insecticides 
and  equipment  used  in  fighting  them. 


PLACING  FERTILIER 


Commercial  fertilizer  gives  best  re- 
sults when  placed  in  the  feeding  zone 
of  the  plant  roots,  which  is  usually 
several  inches  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  says  Arnold  Klemme  of 
the  Missouri  College  of  Agriculture. 
This  placement  is  necessary  because 
phosphates,  one  of  the  principal  in- 
gredients of  commercial  fertilizer,  do 
not  move  downward  to  any  great  ex- 
tent. To  a  lesser  degree,  the  same  is 
also  true  of  potash,  so  when  these 
fertilizers  are  placed  on  top  of  the 
soil  away  from  the  feeder  roots  of 
plants  they  give  little  or  no  results. 


MISTAKES  IN  TERRACING 


Question:  What  is  the  most  com- 
mon mistake  made  in  building  ter- 
races ? 

Answer:  Probably  the  most  serious 
mistake  made  in  actually  building  ter- 
races is  in  not  following  the  surveyed 
line  with  the  terrace.  There  seems  to 
be  a  tendency  among  beginners, 
and  even  some  experienced  terrace 
men,  to  straighten  the  terrace  lines. 
This  consists  of  moving  part  of  the 
stakes  up  the  slope  and  part  down  in 
an  effort  to  line  them  up  or  greatly 
reduce  the  curve.  This  results  in  low- 
ering the  line,  say  perhaps  12  inches 
in  one  place  and  raising  it  a  similar 
vertical  distance  in  another  place,  or 
a  total  difference  of  24  inches.

Mash  and  Scratch 

Please  inform  me  as  to  the  difference  be- 
tween mash  and  scratch  feed. — Mrs.  C.  C.  D. , 
Tllinois. 

Mash  consists  of  several  grains  and 
other  things,  finely  ground.  Bran, 
middlings,  corn  meal,  oats  and  meat 
scraps  are  examples.  Scratch  feed 
is  whole  or  cracked  grain.  Wheat, 
oats  and  corn  are  found  in  most 
scratch  feeds.  In  a  broad  sense,  the 
mash  is  to  make  eggs  and  the  scratch 
is  to  repair  the  body  wastes  and  keep 
the  oird  in  good  flesh.  Mash  is  fed 
in  hoppers,  while  scratch  feed  is 
kicked  into  deep  litter. 


Why  Green  Food? 

Of  what  value  is  green  food  in  the  poultry 
ration? — Mrs.  V.  R.  S..  New  Hampshire. 

Green  food  provides  certain  ele- 
ments which  are  very  essential  to  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  fowl.

Wet  or  Dry  Mash 

What  are  the  objections  to  a  wet  mash? 
Is  the  dry  mash  more  satisfactory? — O.  A.  F-,

Wet  mashes  and  sloppy  foods  often 
cause  digestive  disturbances  and 
sometimes  diarrhea  follows.  It  is 
Nature's  plan  for  the  gizzard  to  grind 
the  food.  Wet  mashes  cause  slug- 
gishness of  this  organ,  and  disease 
often  follows.  A  moist  or  crumbly 
mash  is  sometimes  given,  but  it  must 
not  be  overdone.  The  dry  mash  is 
the  safest. 


Feeding  Mash  and  Scratch 

Just  how  would  you  go  about  the  feeding 
of  mash  and  scratch  feed?  I  am  ciuite  ignor- 
ant regarding  the  matter. — W.  B..  Ohio. 

If  the  mash  is  properly  balanced  it 
may  be  kept  in  hoppers  before  the 
birds  all  the  time.  If  they  consume 
too  much,  close  the  hoppers  during 
the  forenoon.  The  customary  prac- 
tice in  feeding  scratch  feed  is  to  give 
a  light  feeding  in  the  morning  and  a 
heavy  feeding  late  in  the  afternoon. 
All  scratch  feed  is  given  in  deep  lit- 
ter to  induce  exercise. 


Meat  Food 

Do  you  think  there  is  any  advantage  in  giv- 
ing meat  to  poultry? — Miss  B.  W.p  Colorado. 

Meat  supplies  animal  protein,  which 
takes  the  place  of  worms  and  bugs 


which  the  birds  get  in  their  wild 
state.  We  consider  animal  protein 
an  essential  part  of  every  poultry  ra- 
tion. 
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Onions  and  Eggs 

I  have  been  feeding  quite  a-  few  onions,  and 
the  birds  seem  to  enjoy  them,  and  they  are" 
certainly  healthy.  Is  there  any  danger  that  I 
might  feed  enough  onions  to  taint  the  eggs? — 
Mrs.  S.  F.  S..  Missouri. 

We  have  known  of  cases  where 
oninos  were  fed  for  weeks  at  a  time 
with  no  apparent  change  in  the  fla- 
vor of  the  eggs.  Possibly  one  might 
feed  enough  to  affect  the  flavor,  but 
it  would  hardly  be  necessary  to  car- 
ry it  to  this  extreme.  Onions  in  lim- 
ited quantities  are  very  good  for 
poultry.

SAUSAGE  STUFFING 
(For  a  12  pound  turkey) 

1  pound  pork  sausage  meat 

2  cups  soft  bread  crumbs 

3  tablespoons  onion  (grated) 

3  tablespoons  parsley  (minced) 
1  teaspoon  salt 
'%  teaspoon  pepper 
1%  cups  celery  (diced  or  cooked) 
Brown  the  sausage  meat  in  a 
skillet.  Add  to  the  remaining  in- 
gredients, with  the  fat.  Fill  the  body 
from  the  lower  end,  being  careful 
to  fill  loosely,  to  allow  room  for 
expansion.  Fasten  the  opening  with 
skewers,  truss  the  bird,  and  brush 
with  melted  fat.  To  prevent  the 
drum  stucks  from  drying  out  in 
roasting,   wrap   a   strip   of  white 
cloth  dipped  in  melted  fat,  around 
the  leg  ends,  bring  it  well  up  on 
the  drum  sticks.  It's  good  planning 


to  prepare  the  bird  for  the  oven 
one  or  even  two  days  in  advance 
of  use.  It  simplifies  the  work  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  itself,  and,  in 
addition,  improves  the  flavor  of  the 
turkey,  for  seasoning  from  the 
dressing  has  a  chance  to  penetrate 
the  meat.  If  the  bird  is  stored  in 
a  modern  air-conditioned  ice  refrig- 
erator, it  will  keep  perfectly  until 
time  for  roasting.  Properly  moist, 
clean-washed,  circulating  air  in 
these  new  refrigerators  prevents 
foods  from  rapidly  drying  out,  and 
guards  against  the  exchange  of 
flavors,  too.  What  more  could  any-

An 
apricot  roly-poly 
made  by  follow- 
ing the  recipe 
below  will  send 
anyone  away 
from  the  table 
with  satisfacr 
tion.

Apricot  Roly-Poly 

2  cups  sifted  cake  flour;  2  tea- 
spoons double-acting  baking  powd- 
er; y2  teaspoon  salt;  4  tablespoons 
butter  or  other  shortening;  %  cup 
milk;  melted  butter;  iy2  cups 
cooked,  sweetened  apricots,  drain- 
ed and  cooled;  6  tablespoons  sugar. 

Sift  flour  once,  measure,  add 
baking  powder  and  salt,  and  sift 
again.  Cut  in  shortening.  Add 
milk  all  at  once  and  stir  carefully 
until  all  flour  is  dampened.  Then 
stir  vigorously  until  mixture  forms 
a  soft  dough  and  follows  spoon 
around  bowl.  Turn  out  immediate- 
ly on  floured  board  and  knead  30 
seconds.  Roll  \i  inch  thick.  Brush 
with  melted  butter,  cover  with 
apricots,  and  sprinkle  with  sugar.

DIGGING 


Retail  Prices  Lowest  in  History  But 
Low   Feed  Cost  Stabilizes 
Farmers'  Market. 


New  York,  Nov.  1st — (Special) — - 
Approximately  6,000,000  Long  Island 
ducklings  will  have  been  moved  into 
consumption  by  the  end  of  the  1939 
growing  season,  marking  a  period  of 
broad  market  expansion  for  the 
American  duck  raising  industry,  Rus- 
sell W.  Hallock,  president  of  the 
Farmers'  Commission  House,  an- 
nounced today. 

"A  gain  of  more  than  70  per  cent 
in  purchases  by  the  chain  stores, 
which  moved  nearly  575,000  birds  in- 
to consumption,  accounted  for  a  large 
part  of  the  total  increase  and  served 
to  keep  growers'  prices  above  cost  of 
production,"  Hallock  said. 

"Although  retail  prices  this  year 
are  the  lowest  in  history,  the  market- 
ing season  extending  from  April  to 
November  has  been  generally  fav- 
orable from  the  growers'  standpoint," 
he  continued.  "Lower  feed  costs 
served  to  offset  the  reduced  retail 
price,  and  producers  have  gained  a 
permanently  broadened  market." 

"By  stepping  actively  into  the 
market  last  July  and  August  when 
storage  holdings  were  mounting  to 
excessive  levels,  chain  stores  stabil- 
ized prices  to  growers  and  kept  their 
leturn  from  falling  below  the  cost  of 
production,"  he  declared. 

This  meant  the  addition  of  thous- 
ands of  new  consumers  giving  Long 
Island  duckling  growers  reason  to 
anticipate  further  improvement  in 
their  market  during  1940,  Hallock 
said,  pointing  out  that  the  year-round 
market  for  duckling  has  been  expand- 
ed with  the  broadened  seasonal  con- 
sumption. 


GOOD  OYSTER  SHELL 


We  sometimes  think  that  poultry 
raisers  fail  to  give  the  proper  consid- 
eration to  the  use  of  good  oyster 
shell.  It  is  so  easy  to  think  that 
oyster  shell  is  oyster  shell  and  that 
one  grade  is  just  as  good  as  another. 
This  is  far  from  the  truth.  Crushed 
oyster  shell  that  has  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  can  contain  an  unexpected 
amount  of  impurities,  dirt  and  other 
matter  which  reduces  the  value  of 
the  oyster  shell,  and  also  in  many 
cases,  have  impurities  that  are  detri- 
mental to  the  health  of  poultry.  The 
cost  of  oyster  shell  is  so  small  per 
hen  and  so  small  per  100  lb.  bag  that 
it  pays  to  buy  the  best.  Substitute 
oyster  shell  often  contains  impurities 
and  other  matter  that  reduces  the 
value  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would 
be  much  cheaper  to  put  in  a  good 
brand  of  oyster  shell  in  the  first 
place.  Oyster  shell  is  the  cheapest 
and  safest  egg  shell  matter  obtain- 
able. It  contains  no  poison  matters, 
no  waste,  is  easily  and  quickly  assim- 
ilated, and  poultrymen  should  keep 
these  facts  in  mind. 


Hard  work  means  nothing  to  a  hen. 
She  just  keeps  on  digging  and  laying 
eggs,  regardless  of  what  the  business 
prognosticators  say  about  the  outlook 
for  this  or  any  other  year. 

If  the  ground  is  hard,  she  scratches 
harder.  If  it's  dry,  she  digs  deeper. 
If  it's  wet,  she  digs  where  it's  dry.  If 
she  strikes  a  rock,  she  digs  around  it. 
If  she  gets  a  few  more  hours  of  day- 
light, she  gives  us  a  few  more  eggs. 
But  always  she  digs  up  worms  and 
turns  them  into  hard-shelled  profits 
as  well  as  tender,  profitable  broilers.

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ABOUT    BANTAMS  h 


The  first  question  that  presents  it- 
self to  beginners  with  Bantams,  is: 
"Shall  I  start  with  hatching  eggs  or 
breeding  stock?"  We  would  recom- 
mend that  a  beginner  start  with  a 
trio  or  pen  of  mature  birds. 

Buy  from  a  reliable  breeder  who 
has  fed  Bantams  for  several  years, 
and  has  made  some  worth  while  win- 
ner at  two  or  more  of  the  larger  poul- 
try shows,  and  don't  see  how  cheap 
a  bird  you  can  get,  but  get  birds  that 
are  well  up  in  standard  points,  and 
be  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price. 

When  you  get  birds  for  $1  each  you 
are  getting  culls — and  you  will  raise 
enough  of  them  if  you  have  good  par- 
ent stock.  Don't  waste  money  buy- 
ing them. 

Study  your  birds,  become  familiar 
with  the  standard  requirements  of  the 
breed  and  variety,  attend  one  or  more 
good  poultry  shows  to  see  just  the 
type  of  specimens  that  win  the 
awards,  talk  with  other  breeders  of 
your  variety.  Join  your  breed  club 
if  there  is  one.  Not  a  bad  idea  fo 
enter  a  couple  of  your  birds  at  some 
good  poultry  show.  If  they  do  not 
win,  ask  the  judge  to  show  you  their 
weak  points. 

When  you  hatch  some  chicks,  cull 


HOW  ABOUT  THE  WINTER? 


One  great  difficulty  with  many 
poultrymen  is  that  they  do  not  read 
enough.  We  gain  knowledge  by  read- 
ing. Without  knowledge  we  may  not 
know  how  to  solve  many  of  the  prob- 
lems which  come  up  to  us  for  solu- 
tion. New  problems  are  making 
their  appearance  every  year.  The 
poultry  business  is  not  a  business  one 
can  learn  and  then  never  have  a  prob- 
lem come  up  which  has  not  been 
faced  before.  Each  year  new  prob- 
lems are  coming  up,  so  we  find  that 
if  one  is  to  be  a  progressive  poultry- 
man  he  must  be  everlasting  alert. 
One  must  read  a  great  deal  in  order 
to  keep  posted  on  new  problems. 

One  reason  we  do  not  have  much 
time  to  read  during  the  summer  is 
because  of  the  extra  work  to  be 
done.  We  can  always  find  plenty  to 
do  when  the  days  are  long. 

As  the  winter  approaches  we  find 
that  we  have  more  spare  time,  be- 
cause there  is  not  much  work  that 
can  be  done  out-of-doors.  We  are 
more  or  less  confined  to  indoor  work 
during  the  winter. 

When  the  evening  is  long  and  there 
is  a  nice  warm  fire  in  the  stove,  we 
can  draw  our  big  comfortable  rock- 
ing chair  up  close  to  the  heater  and 
pick  up  our  favorite  book  or  maga- 
zine and  spend  some  time  profitably 
in  bringing  our  knowledge  up-to-date. 
We  will  have  ample  time  to  study 
new  problems  and  discoveries  in  the 
poultry  world.  By  giving  these  mat- 
ters some  study  we  will  soon  become 
well  versed  upon  the  various  topics. 
No  man  can  keep  up  these  days  un- 
less he  is  willing  to  read  some. 

This  is  an  excellent  time  of  the 


them  as  soon  as  they  are  old  enough 
to  show  evidence  of  their  quality. 
Separate  the  ones  you  are  satisfied 
are  real  quality  birds,  and  feed  the 
culls  until  they  are  large  enough  for 
friers,  and  enjoy  a  real  table  deli- 
cacy. Bautams  are  the  finest  eating 
of  the  feathered  tribe,  and  it  is  sur- 
prising how  much  meat  there  is  on 
many  of  the  plumper  varieties. 

Some  beginners  with  Bantams  are 
inclined  to  take  on  too  many  differ- 
ent varieties.  Don't  do  it.  Better 
confine  yourself  to  not  more  than 
three  varieties  for  the  first  year  or 
two.  You  may  not  like  some  kind 
you  start  out  with,  and  will  wish  to 
change  for  something  different.  Af- 
ter you  have  had  Bantams  for  a 
couple  of  years,  and  have  seen  them 
at  the  shows  and  in  other  breeder's 
pens,  no  doubt  you  will  want  to  add 
more  varieties  that  appeal  to  you. 

There  is  a  great  amount  of  pleas- 
ure in  keeping  Bantams,  and  so  little 
expense  that  nearly  anyone  can  af- 
ford them.  A  pen  of  any  variety 
"will  pay  their  way  with  the  eggs 
they  lay,"  besides  a  goodly  revenue 
from  sale  of  the  increase  of  the  flock, 
hatching  eggs,  and  perhaps  some 
show  winnings.

The  highest  price  is  reached 
in  December.  It  takes  fewer  Decem- 
br  eggs  to  bring  in  a  certain  amount 
than  any  other  time  of  the  year.  A 
dozen  eggs  laid  in  Decembr  are  often 
worth  as  much  as  two  dozen  April  or 
May  eggs.

Grows  from  18  t'o  36  inches  in  length  and  looks  almost 
like  an  overgrown  banana. 

Ground  Almond 

A  delicious  nut  with  a  flavor  resembling  the 
cocanut  or  almond.

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THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


EGGS 

The  amount  of  eggs  in  storage  as 
reported  by  the  government  for  No- 
vember 1  was  given  as  6,508,000  cases 
against  5,938,000  cases  last  year,  and 
a  5-year  average  of  7,077,000  cases. 
It  would  appear  that  the  amount  of 
eggs  in  storage  is  somewhat  larger 
than  last  year,  but  not  enough  larger 
to  make  the  situation  alarming.  In 
fact,  egg  prices  have  held  up  very 
good  this  month,  and  it  is  felt  that 
they  will  continue  to  do  so  for  the 
balance  of  the  year.  The  eggs  com- 
ing into  market  of  late  have  been 
down,  while  the  consumption  has 
been  up.  The  storage  reserve  of  shell 
eggs  has  been  depleted  at  a  more 
rapid  rate  than  in  1938. 


POULTRY 

Poultry  in  storage  as  of  the  first  of 
the  month  was  given  at  79,282,000 
pounds  as  against  77,692,000  pounds 
one  year  ago  and  against  a  5-year 
average  of  77,088,000  pounds.  The 
price  for  poultry  on  the  farm  has  re- 
mained rather  low,  with  the  result 
that  consumption  has  held  up  quite 
well.  The  amount  of  dressed  poultry 
shipped  to  New  York  is  falling  behind 
the  last  three  years.  There  seems  to 
be  an  increase  in  the  Mid-West  stor- 
age houses,  and  which  has  had  a 
rather  unfavorable  reaction. 

Perhaps  the  largest  increase  in 
storage  holdings  is  in  turkeys,  which 
is  running  nearly  double  what  it  was 
last  year,  and  more  than  double  of 
the  5-year  average.  The  people  of 
the  United  States  must  eat  more 
turkey,  or  else  the  turkey  market 
will  be  in  poor  situation  for  the  com- 
ing season. 


Summary 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  Agri- 
culture Economics,  after  considera- 
tion of  all  important  elements  in  the 
poultry,  egg,  and  turkey  outlook  for 
next  year  and  assuming  that  there 
will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
general  level  of  consumer  demand,  an- 
nounce their  viewpoint  of  the  situa- 
tion for  1940  as  follows: 

The  feed-egg  ratio  to  continue  less 


favorable  from  the  poultry  producers' 
viewpoint  than  last  year  and  possibly 
less  favorable  than  the  1928-37  aver- 
age. 

Hatching  during  1940,  therefore,  to 
be  somewhat  smaller  than  the  large 
hatch  of  1939. 

Laying  flocks  in  1940  to  be  some- 
what larger  than  in  1939. 

Total  egg  production  to  be  slightly 
larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

Egg  marketings  in  1940,  therefore, 
to  be  slightly  larger  than  in  1939. 

Egg  prices  to  remain  less  favorable 
than  a  year  earlier  to  producers  for 
the  remainder  of  1939  because  of 
larger  storage  holdings  and  some  in- 
crease in  current  production.  The  ef- 
fect of  larger  consumers'  income  on 
prices  during  1940  as  compared  with 
a  year  earlier  is  expected  to  more 
than  offset  the  effect  of  any  probable 
increase  in  production  unless  winter 
weather  conditions  are  unusually 
mild. 

Marketing  of  poultry  meat  in  the 
first  half  of  1940  to  be  larger  than

in  1939  because  of  the  heavy  1939 
hatch  of  both  chickens  and  turkeys. 
Poultry  marketings  in  the  last  half 
of  1940  to  be  smaller  because  of  the 
expected  smaller  1940  hatch. 

Fall  and  winter  broiler  production 
to  be  somewhat  larger  than  last 
year's  record  high  production  unless 
relative  feed  costs  increase  consider- 
ably. If  production  increases,  the 
situation  is  likely  to  be  less  favorable 
for  producers  than  in  the  preceding 
year. 

Storage  stocks  of  poultry  meat  in 

early  1940  to  be  larger  than  in  1939. 
The  into-storage  movement  in  late 
1940  to  be  smaller  than  in  1939  be- 
cause of  smaller  marketings. 

Prices  of  chickens  to  be  less  favor- 
able in  the  winter  of  1939-40  than  a 
year  earlier  because  of  greatly  in- 
creased marketings.  In  the  spring  of 
1940,  the  effect  of  increased  consumer 
incomes  on  prices  may  offset  the  ef- 
fect of  the  expected  larger  market- 
ings as  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
The  expected  decrease  in  marketing 
in  the  latter  half  of  1940  will  tend  to 
increase  prices  as  compared  with 
1938. 

Cash  farm  income  from  poultry  and 
eggs  in  1940  to  be  larger  than  in  1939 
because  of  improved  consumer  de- 
mand. However,  feed  costs  will  also 
be  higher. 

Turkey  prices  through  the  remaind- 
er of  this  season  to  be  less  favorable 
to  producers  than  a  year  earlier. 

Turkey  production  in  1940  to  be 
somewhat  smaller  than  the  record 
crop  of  1939,  which  was  22  per  cent 
above  last  year  and  15  per  cent  above 
the  previous  record  high  production 
in  1936. 


WHERE  HEAT  GOES 


A  study  of  400  houses  recently 
showed  that  15%  of  the  heat  is  lost 
through  the  roof  or  ceiling,  30% 
through  the  side  walls,,  26%  through 
glass  in  windows  and  doors,  21% 
through  cracks  around  windows  and 
doors  and  about  8%  through  cold 
floors.  The  advantage  of  insulation 
in  roof  and  walls  is  evident.

WAR  MAY  BOOST  EGGS 


Pointing  out  that  the  general  stim- 
ulus of  the  European  war  to  domestic 
business  activity  and  consumer  in- 
comes will  add  to  the  domestic  de- 
mand for  eggs  and  poultry,  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
does  not  believe  the  industry  will  be 
greatly  affected  during  the  next  six 
to  12  months. 

In  contrast  to  some  of  the  other 
agricultural  products,  eggs  and  poul- 
try were  not  important  in  our  export 
trade  to  Europe  during  the  World 
War,  the  Bureau  states.  At  no  time 
during  or  immediately  following  that 
war  did  the  value  of  egg  exports  rep- 
resent more  than  approximately  2M> 
per  cent  of  the  cash  farm  income 
from  this  product.  Exports  of  poul- 
try meat  were  even  less  important 
than  those  of  eggs,  and  never  repre- 
sented more  than  iy2  per  cent  of  the 
farm  cash  income  from  this  source. 
The  great  majority  of  these  exports 
were  shipped  to  Latin  American  coun- 
tries with  only  a  small  percentage 
going  to  Europe.  The  Latin  Ameri- 
can countries  have  greatly  increased 
their  production  of  poultry  and  eggs 
since  the  World  War,  so  this  market 
will  be  available  only  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent during  the  present  war. 

After  the  flurry  at  beginning  of 
the  World  War,  there  was  no  sig- 
nificant change  in  prices  of  agricul- 
tural commodities  for  about  two 
years.  In  1916  the  index  of  wholesale 
food  prices  began  to  rise  and  prices 
of  eggs  and  chickens  followed.  The 
rise  in  egg  prices  became  apparent  in 
September  of  that  year  —  some  two 
years  after  the  war  started.  The  all- 
time  high  in  farm  prices  for  eggs  was 
reached  in  December,  1919,  when  they 
were  69.6  cents  per  dozen.  This  was 
about  18  cents  a  dozen  higher  than 
the  farm  price  of  eggs  at  the  time  of 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice,  13 
months  before. 

The  all-time  high  of  chicken  prices 
was  reached  in  1920  when,  during 
April  and  July,  the  farm  price  was 
28.4  cents  a  pound.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  post-war  period  from  1918 
through  1920  was  the  period  of  actual 
war  operations,  the  Bureau  points 
out. 

During  the  last  few  years,  most 
European  countries  have  been  at- 
tempting to  become  self-sufficient  so 
far  as  their  supplies  of  agricultural 
commodities  are  concerned  and  this 
has  been  true  in  connection  with 
poultry  and  eggs. 

The  growth  of  the  frozen  and  dried 
egg  industry  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing recent  years  is  a  factor  that  could 
tend  to  increase  exports  slightly  more 
during  the  present  war  than  they  in- 
creased during  the  World  War.  About 
four  per  cent  of  the  total  eggs  pro- 
duced in  the  United  States  from  1933 
to  1937  were  used  in  a  dried  or  frozen 
form.  Production  of  frozen  and  dried 
eggs  could  be  expanded  quickly,  but 
it  is  not  expected  that  any  consider- 
able proportion  of  the  domestic  egg 
production  will  be  exported  in  this 
form,  at  least  within  the  next  year. 

It  is  evident  that  any  influence 
that  the  war  may  have  on  poultry 


and  egg  prices  will  be  largely  a  re- 
sult of  its  effects  on  our  domestic 
economy.  The  general  stimulus  to 
domestic  business  activity  and  con- 
sumer incomes  will  add  to  the  do- 
mestic demand  for  poultry  and  eggs. 
Possible  Economic  Effects  of  Present 
War  on  Domestic  Poultry  and 
Egg  Industry 
■  Any  influence  which  the  European 
War  may  have  on  prices  for  poultry 
and  eggs  will  be  largely  a  result  of 
its  effects  on  our  domestic  economy, 
since  it  is  not  probable  that  exports 
of  poultry  meats  or  of  eggs  and  egg- 
products  will  increase  within  the  next 
year  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  affect 
prices  materially.  Imports  in  1938 
were  less  than  one-fourth  of  1  per 
cent  of  domestic  production  and  have 
been  equally  small  so  far  in  1939  and, 
therefore,  need  not  be  considered. 

The  general  stimulus  of  the  war  to 
domestic  business  activity  and  con- 
sumer incomes  will  add  to  the  domes- 
tic demand  for  poultry  and  eggs,  but 
during  the  next  6  to  12  months  the 
poultry  industry  probably  will  not  be 
greatly  affected  by  the  war. 

Effects  of  the  World  War 

In  contrast  to  some  of  the  other 
agricultural  products,  eggs  and  poul- 
try were  not  important  in  our  export 
trade  to  Europe  during  the  World 
War.  At  no  time  during  or  immedi- 
ately following  that  war  did  the  value 
of  egg  exports  represent  more  than 
approximately  2y2  per  cent  of  the 
cash  farm  income  from  this  product. 
The  following  table  shows  how  these 
exports  varied  during  this  period.  Ex- 
ports of  poultry  meat  were  even  less 
important  than  those  of  eggs,  and 
never  represented  more  than  IV2  per 
cent  of  the  farm  cash  income  from 
this  source.  The  great  majority  of 
these  exports  were  shipped  to  Latin 
American  countries,  with  only  a  small 
percentage  going  10  Europe.  (The 
Latin  American  countries  have  great- 
ly increased  their  production  of  poul- 
try and  eggs  since  the  World  War, 


so  this  market  will  be  available  only 
to  a  limited  extent  during  the  present 
war.) 


CULL  THE  BREEDERS 


Experienced  breeders  are  always  on 
the  watch  for  any  signs  which  will 
help  them  determine  the  value  of  a 
breeding  hen.  While  we  always  con- 
sider the  shape,  color,  capacity  and 
other  factors  in  culling  our  flock,  yet 
we  feel  that  many  times  we  might 
go  a  step  farther.  We  have  all  seen  a 
quarrelsome  sort  of  hen.  She  was 
everlastingly  looking  for  trouble. 
Such  hens  are  domineering  and  will 
fight  for  little  or  no  cause.  These 
hens  do  not  make  good  breeders. 
Often  we  have  hens  which  will  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  male  at  the 
head  of  the  pen.  When  changed  to 
another  pen,  they  will  be  alright.  Fer- 
tility cannot  be  obtained  from  such 
hens  unless  they  are  mated  to  anoth- 
er male.  Then  there  is  the  hen  which 
is  of  the  meat  type.  She  takes  on  fat, 
is  lazy,  and  not  much  of  a  layer.  This 
hen  better  be  sent  to  the  butcher. 

Cull  your  breeders  all  the  time, 
even  after  the  pens  have  been  mated. 
Do  not  keep  an  inferior  hen  in  your 
breeding  pens.  If  there  is  one  out- 
standing thing  which  we  need  today 
it  is  better  chicks,  and  better  chicks 
must  come  from  better  matings.

ROUND  POULTRY  HOUSES  ARE  MORE  IN  DEMAND 
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SEASONABLE  NOTES 


An  important  thing  to  consider  in 
the  winter  management  of  the  laying 
flock  is  warmth  and  dryness.  It  is 
not  probable  that  the  house  will  be 
warm  unless  it  is  dry,  so  every  means 
should  be  taken  to  keep  out  damp- 
ness. This  can  be  accomplished  by 
letting  in  all  sunlight  possible  with 
plenty  of  fresh  air,  but  at  the  same 
time  no  harmful  drafts  should  be  al- 
lowed to  enter. 

Along  in  the  fall  there  are  apt  to 
be  cold,  rainy  mornings,  and  perhaps 
a  little  snow.  This  is  a  time  when 
the  layers  should  be  looked  after  care- 
fully and  kept  inside,  which  will  not 
only  insure  clean  eggs,  but  the  pul- 
lets will  be  more  comfortable.  Those 
that  have  had  their  liberty  right 
along  will  be  quite  uneasy  when  first 
confined,  but  with  a  good  lot  of  dry,

clean  floor  litter  and  plenty  of  feed, 
they  will  soon  content  themselves. 
The  largest  and  most  successful  poul- 
try keepers  are  now  housing  their 
layers  steadily  after  being  placed  in 
the  winter  quarters. 

The  production  of  eggs  requires  the 
expenditure  of  considerable  vital  en- 
ergy, and  thus  an  added  burden  to 
the  part  of  living  and  the  energy  that 
has  been  going  to  feather  production 
is  lowered  when  laying  begins.  If 
the  pullets  are  kept  as  fat  as  good 
pullets  get  before  placing  them  in 
winter  quarters  and  keeping  them  in 
that  condition  after  they  are  housed 
by  feeding  a  good  percentage  of  corn, 
which  adds  to  weight  and  retards  too 
high  production,  there  is  seldom  any 
trouble  from  neck  molt,  a  trouble 
which  many  poultrymen  have  to  con- 
tend with  when  pullets  begin  to  lay 
in  the  fall  and  is  generally  brought 
on  by  too  much  forcing. — V.  M.  C, 
N.  Y.

While,  on 
the  other  hand,  many  purchasers  of 
baby  chicks  will  be  influenced  entire- 
ly by  price. 

Right  now,  before  the  season  starts, 
POULTRY  KEEPER  wishes  to  warn 
the  purchasing  public  that  you  gen- 
erally get  in  this  world,  just  what  you 
pay  for.  You  cannot  expect  to  buy 
baby  chicks  at  less  than  the  price 
produced  and  get  high  quality  chicks.

GOOD  KAFIR  YIELD 


With  his  corn  yielding  10  bushels 
per  acre  this  year,  other  land  of  lower 
fertility  on  the  Benton  county  farm 
of  J.  C.  Logsdon  produced  around  30 
bushels  per  acre  of  Sunrise  kafir. 
While  a  part  of  this  difference  may 
be  attributed  to  difference  in  seedbed 
preparation  and  seasonal  planting,  the 
kafir  grain  yield  was  not  only  higher 
but  the  fodder  was  of  much  superior 
quality. 


PROFITS  FROM  SEED 


After  producing  sufficient  pasture 
to  carry  nearly  three  head  of  live- 
stock per  acre  for  3V2  months  during 
the  spring  and  summer,  a  rye-lespe- 
deza  field  on  the  farm  of  Amos  Slogel 
in  Lewis  county  provided  additional 
income  this  fall  when  a  seed  crop  was 
harvested.  Last  fall,  following  the 
removal  of  a  lespedeza  seed  crop  and 
Pi)  application  of  3  tons  of  limestone 
per  acre,  this  field  was  seeded  to  rye, 
with  a  liberal  application  of  phos- 
phate fertilizer.  Twenty-one  head  of 
cattle  and  5  head  of  work  stock  were 
turned  in  this  field  May  1,  and  grazed 
until  August  15.  Although  the  cattle 
were  not  weighed,  Mr.  Slogel  reports 
exceptionally  good  grains  were  made 
and  the  cattle  were  carrying  a  lot 
of  flesh  when  removed  in  August. 
Then  a  crop  of  a  little  over  100 
pounds  per  acre  of  recleaned  seed 
was  harvested  this  fall. 


CHANGES  TO  LEGUMES 


A  change  from  raising  corn  and 
hogs,  to  a  system  of  making  exten- 
sive use  of  legume  crops  marketed 
principally  through  beef  cattle  and 
sheep,  has  proved  an  effective  method 
of  increasing  income  and  maintaining 
soil  fertility  for  C.  L.  Van  Buren  in 
Clinton  county.  Lespedeza  is  used 
extensively  in  small  grains,  with  the 
small  grain  used  either  for  grain,  hay, 
or  pasture  and  the  lespedeza  provid- 
ing hay,  pasture,  and  seed.  Mr.  Van 
Buren  finds  no  difficulty  in  producing 
2  tons  of  lespedeza  hay  per  acre 
which  he  considers  produces  as  much 
returns  as  a  30-bushel  corn  crop.  He 
believes  that  lespedeza  is  much  surer 
to  produce  a  crop  each  year.  His 
bluegrass  pastures  have  been  greatly 
improved — some  with  the  seeding  of 
lespedeza,  while  others  have  been 
limed  and  seeded  to  sweet  clover  and 
lespedeza.  Sweet  clover  used  on 
cropland  that  has  been  limed  has 
proved  very  valuable  for  feed  and  as 
a  soil  builder.

COUNTY  IMPROVES  SHEEP 


Schuyler  county  farmers  are  inter- 
ested in  sheep  improvement  to  the 
extent  that  they  have  dipped  approxi- 
mately 20,000  head  of  sheep  this  year. 
The  improvement  in  the  wool  crop 
alone  resulting  from  this  practice 
should  return  at  least  $5,000  to  the 
county  believes  County  Agent  Alva 
Mix.  This  large  number  of  sheep 
treated  has  been  possible  through 
community  dippings.  There  are  now 
about  30  dipping  vats  in  the  county, 
at  least  8  concrete  permanent  vats 
being  built  in  the  last  two  years. 

These  dipping  vats  are  well  dis- 
tributed over  the  county  so  that  it  is 
convenient  for  nearly  everyone  to  dip 
their  sheep  without  much  difficulty. 
The  number  of  sheep  dipped  at  a  con- 
munity  dipping  varies  from  around 
300  to  as  many  as  3,000  head.  Dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  September,  19 
farmers  dipped  3,000  head  oT  sheep  in 
2y2  days  at  the  Sam  Murrell  farm. 
Such  a  system  of  dipping  requires  the 
cooperation  of  neighbors  in  driving 
the  sheep  to  the  community  vat  ac- 
cording to  a  definite  schedule.  The 
owner  of  the  vat  is  in  charge  of  mak- 
ing arrangements  and  designates  cer- 
tain men  to  help  with  the  dipping.

How  Much  Capital? 

How  much  capital  will  I  require  to  get  into 
the  poultry  business? — S.  G.,  Iowa. 

This  is  a  difficult  question  to  an- 
swer, as  so  much  depends  upon  con- 
ditions which  surround  the  problem. 
If  one  purchases  a  farm  he  may  spend 
anywhere  from  $5,000  to  $25,000  for 
the  place.  He  may  buy  stock  and 
buy  equipment  accordingly.  Some 
men  start  in  the  poultry  business  with 
$10,000  and  fail  in  a  couple  of  years. 
Others  have  almost  no  funds  but  are 
well  supplied  with  knowledge,  ambi- 
tion and  grit,  and  they  win.  There  is 
more  in  the  man  than  in  the  fatness 
of  the  pocketbook.  If  you  are  of  the 
right  kind  of  stuff  you  will  not  worry 
about  how  much  capital  you  will  need. 
You  can  start  with  a  couple  of  piano 
boxes  and  a  dozen  hens.

raised  some  on  a  back  lot  in  town. — E.  E.,

This  kind  of  a  question  comes  to  us 
with  a  great  deal  of  regularity.  Our 
pnswer  must  take  the  form  of  a  ques- 
tion. What  do  you  consider  a  living  ? 
A  man  can  care  for  800  to  1,000  hens, 
and  he  should  make  from  $1  to  $2 
clear  on  each  hen.  Of  course,  to  be- 
gin with  you  may  not  do  that  well, 
but  as  you  learn  the  business  and  be- 
come established  you  should  do  bet- 
ter. If  a  living,  as  you  understand 
it,  consists  of  a  Packard,  every  Sun- 
day off,  and  two  weeks  at  the  sea- 
shore, better  pass  up  the  poultry  ven- 
ture. If  you  think  you  can  get  along 
without  many  frills  for  awhile  and 
are  willing  to  work  hard,  then  you 
may  make  a  success  of  poultry.  Many 
of  the  failures  in  the  poultry  business 
come  about  because  the  poultryman 
expects  too  much  and  gives  too  little. 
 ?  ?  

Size  of  Incubator 

What  size  incubator  do  you  think  one  can 
operate  the  most  profitably? — B.  H.  D.,  Mis- 
souri. 

The  size  of  the  incubator  depends 
upon  the  number  of  chicks  wanted 
and  the  size  of  the  breeding  pen.  It 
is  an  excellent  plan  to  try  and  hatch 
all  the  chicks  at  one  time.  In  some 
cases,  where  one  wishes  to  bring  the 
pullets  into  laying  at  different  per- 
iods, this  is  not  practical.  Generally 
speaking,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  have 
the  pullets  all  the  same  size.  An- 
other point  to  consider  is  the  size  of 
the  flock.  It  is  not  a  good  plan  to 
have  the  incubator  so  large  that  one 
must  save  the  eggs  for  weeks  in  or- 
der to  fill  the  machine.  Fresh  eggs 
hatch  better  than  old  ones. 
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Kind  of  Heat 

What  kind  of  heat  do  you  consider  the 
best — electric,  gas.  or  kerosene? — Mrs.  T.  C. . 
Nebraska. 

This  problem  is  best  solved  by  local 
conditions.  Electric  power  in  some 
places  is  more  or  less  irregular,  and 
the  cost  may  be  rather  high.  There 
is  no  question  but  that  it  is  clean  and 
efficient.  Gas  has  been  used  to  heat 
incubators  for  many  years.  Where 
the  price  is  not  too  high  it  makes  a 
very  good  kind  of  heat.  Kerosene  is 
the  old  standby.  Care  must  be  taken 
to  keep  the  lamp  clean  and  the  wick 
trimmed.  When  the  average  needs 
are  considered  perhaps  krosene  will 
be  found  the  most  popular. 
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Kind  of  Eggs 

Can  you  give  me  some  idea  of  how  to  select 
the  eggs  which  are  to  be  incubated? — Miss  D. 
B..  New  York. 


To  begin  with,  the  eggs  should  be 
uniform  in  size.  A  large  egg  will  be 
warmer  than  a  small  one,  and  an  un- 
even hatch  is  often  the  result.  The 
eggs  should  not  be  too  large  or  too 
small,  but  of  medium  size  and  regular 
shape.  Long  or  round  eggs  are  not 
desired.  The  texture  of  the  shell 
should  indicate  a  normal  egg.  A  por- 
ous shell  is  worst  of  all.  While  the 
color  of  the  shell  does  not  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  hatchability  of 
the  egg,  yet  if  one  incubates  eggs  of 
good  color  he  will  in  time  develop  a 
strain  of  birds  which  lay  such  eggs.

MAKE  GOOD  SHELLS 


Every  poultry  keeper  has  it  within 
his  power  to  produce  eggs  with  firm, 
hard  shells.  Many  times  we  find  that 
a  hen  or  two  will  lay  eggs  with  poor 
shells,  when,  if  supplied  with  the  nec- 
nessary  lime,  she  would  make  only 
good-shelled  eggs.  A  hen  was  en- 
dowed with  egg  machinery  to  turn 
out  good  firm  shells,  but  like  any 
other  manufacturing  plant,  she  must 
have  the  raw  material.  As  the  shell 
is  composed  of  lime,  it  would  seem 
quite  ssential  to  see  that  the  hen  has 
an  abundant  supply  of  lime.  And 
hens  which  have  lime  seldom  lay  soft- 
shelled  eggs.  Lime  keeps  the  shells 
hard.  A  convenient  way  in  which  to 
make  sure  that  the  hen  has  plenty  of 
lime  out  of  which  to  manufacture  the 
shells  is  to  keep  a  good  grade  of  oys- 
ter shells  before  the  flock  at  all 
times.  Oyster  shells  supply  lime  in  a 
form  which  is  handy  and  economical.

1  cup  chopped  citron 
3%  cups  sifted  flour 
1  teaspoon  soda 

V2  teaspoon  cloves 

%  teaspoon  cinnamon 

V2  teaspoon  allspice 
IVz  teaspoons  salt 

Beat  eggs  well,  add  sugar  and 
beat.  Add  grated  carrot  and  suet. 
Sift  dry  ingredients  together  and 
add  alternately  with  pineapple 
juice,  reserving  a  little  to  flour 
fruit.  Add  fruit.  Pour  into  a 
large  greased  mold,  cover  and 
steam  four  hours.  May  be  made 
ahead  and  stored  in  a  crock  or 
tight  container  in  a  cool  place.

Here  is  a  cookie 
recipe  that  will  make  cookies  that 
will  keep  indefinitely  —  provided 
you  place  them  in  closed  tins  and 
hide  the  containers.  Otherwise 
these  cookies  will  disappear  like 
magic. 

Moravian  Christmas  Cookies 

3%  cups  sifted  cake  flour;  y2  cup 
melted  butter  or  other  shortening; 
1  cup  molasses,  heated;  1/3  cup 
brown  sugar,  firmly  packed;  %  tea- 
spoon ginger;  %  teaspoon  cloves; 
%  teaspoon  cinnamon;  %  teaspoon 
nutmeg;  l/i  teaspoon  allspice;  dash 
of  salt;  %  teaspoon  soda. 

Sift  flour  once;  measure.  Com- 
bine butter  and  molasses;  add 
sugar,  spices,  salt,  and  soda.  Then 
add  flour  gradually,  mixing  well 
after  each  addition.  Let  stand  in 
cold  place  a  week  or  two.  Place 
small  amount  of  dough  on  slightly 
floured  board  and  roll  paper-thin. 
Cut  with  floured  cooky  cutters  in 
fancy  shapes.  Bake  on  greased 
baking  sheet  in  moderate'  oven 
(375°  F.)  6  minutes.  These  cookies 
keep  indefinitely  in  closed  tins. 
Makes  200  cookies.

ETERNAL  VIGILANCE

The  loss  of  life  among  dogs  due  to 
canine  distemper  is  tremendous,  yet 
secondary  to  the  heartfelt  disappoint- 
ment when  a  faithful,  friendly  pet  is 
lost.  There  is  no  positive  cure  for 
distemper,  although  veterinary  medi- 
cine holds  forth  a  powerful  combative 
agent  in  the  form  of 
serum  to  be  used  in 
treating  the  disease. 
But  vet  erinarians 
know  that  serum 
alone  will  not  cure 
distemper;  it  is  care- 
ful nursing,  careful 
feeding  of  a  high 
quality  diet,  rest, 
and  drugs  to  fight 
the  various  effects 
of  the  disease  which, 
combined  with  ser- 
um, can  bring  about 
recovery. 

Country  dogs  sel- 
dom have  distemper 
serum  available,  so 
it  is  up  to  the  own- 
er to  care  for  his 
dog  to  save  him 
from  distemper  if 
possible.  There  are  two  methods  of 
preventing  this  disease:  one  is  to 
have  the  dog  vaccinated  gainst  the 
disease(  preferably  by  the  Laidlaw- 
Dunklin  method);  the  other  is  to  keep 
the  dog  in  top  physical  condition  with 
vitality  at  a  peak  at  all  times,  so  his 
natural  resistance  to  infection  will  be

so  high  that  if  he  does  contract  the 
disease  he  will  have  strength  to  fight 
it  off  successfully. 

The  second  method,  though  it  does 
not  replace  the  first,  is  probably  the 
most  convenient  and  practicable  for 
those  who  have  no  veterinarian  avail- 
able, and  they  are  the  largest  group 
of  dog  owners.  This  means  feeding 
of  a  good  strength-building  diet.  Dogs 
are  naturally  carnivorous  or  meat- 
eating  animals,  and  therefore  meat 
should  constitute  the  major  part  of 
the  diet.  Beef  is  ordinarily  the  most 
satisfactory,  and  it  should  include 
only  a  normal  proportion  of  fat  to 
lean.  The  beef  diet  may  be  varied 
by  feeding  raw  liver  once  a  week, 
and  by  the  occasional  substitution  of 
canned  fish,  raw  eggs,  or  canned  dog 
food  of  the  best  grade.  To  add  the 
necessary  bulk  to  the  diet,  partially 
fratisfv  the  dog's  appetite,  and  supply 
certain  elements  which  are  slightly 
deficient  in  the  meat,  this  may  be 
supplemented  by  the  addition  of  a 
good  grade  of  dog  biscuits,  which 
should  always  be  fed  hard  and  dry. 
Vegetables  should  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  and  no  starchy  foods  such 
as  potatoes  or  bread  should  be  al- 
lowed. 

In  addition  to  diet  the  most  import- 
ant preventive  of  disease  is  careful 
worming.  However  a  dog  actually 
suffering  with  distemper  should  never 
be  given  worm  medicine.  A  heavy 
infestation  with  intestinal  worm  par- 
asites reduces  the  vitality  and  leaves 
the  dog  susceptible  to  any  infection, 
but  freedom  from  intestinal  parasites 
builds  resistance  to  disease.  This  is 
best  accomplished  by  the  careful  ad- 
ministration of  a  reliable  brand  of 
round  and  hook  worm  capsules  and 
of  tape  worm  tablets.  The  regular 
administration  of  tonic  and  condition 
tablets  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  of  the 
year  when  the  weather  is  changeable, 
and  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  or  Cod  Liver  Oil 
Concentrate  Tablets  during  the  Win- 
ter when  vitamins  are  scarce,  are 
wise  precautions.  Sanitary  quarters, 
kept  so  with  a  good  standardized 
grade  of  kennel  disinfectant,  are  al- 
ways desirable,  as  is  the  use  of  a 
flea  and  louse  powder  of  high  quality. 

If  these  steps  are  taken  to  keep  the 
animal  free  of  disease,  and  free  from 
the  causative  agents  of  disease,  it  is 
only  reasonable  to  expect  that  dis- 
temper will  be  prevented  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases.

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THE  POULTRY  AND 
EGG  SITUATION 


DECEMBER  POULTRY  AND 

EGG  PRODUCTION  REPORT 


A  record  high  egg  production  both 
in  total  volume  and  per  hen  is  shown 
by  the  December  poultry  and  egg 
production  report  of  the  United  States 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service. 

The  average  size  of  farm  laying 
flocks  on  December  1  remained  as  in 
recent  months  about  4  per  cent  great- 
er than  a  year  ago,  and  was  about 
2  per  cent  above  the  10-year  (1928- 
37)  average  for  December.  Although 
numbers  were  7  per  cent  below  the 
record  high  December  level  of  1927, 
they  were  the  highest  since  1930. 

The  seasonal  increase  in  numbers 
of  layers  since  the  low  point  on  Aug. 
1  has  been  32  per  cent,  about  the 
same  increase  as  was  reported  last 
year.  This  is  considered  greater  than 
the  10-year  average  seasonal  increase 
of  24  per  cent,  as  is  to  be  expected 
in  a  year  such  as  this,  when  numbers 
are  increasing.  A  greater  increase 
was  possible  from  the  increased  sup- 
ply of  pullets  available,  but  the  less 
favorable  feeding-egg  price  relation- 
ship during  the  summer  and  autumn 
resulted  in  closer  culling  which  held 
flock  increases  within  moderate 
limits. 

In  contrast  with  the  increase  in  size 
of  laying  flocks  for  the  country  as  a 
whole,  the  two  most  intensive  com- 
mercial areas,  the  North  Atlantic  and 
Far  Western,  show  flocks  smaller 
than  last  year  from  1  to  3  per  cent. 
In  the  North  Atlantic  area,  flocks 
are  still  slightly  larger  than  the  10- 
year  average  size  for  December,  but 
are  3  per  cent  smaller  than  last  year, 
and  6  per  cent  below  their  record 
high  level  touched  in  1936.  In  the 
Far  West,  flock  size  is  1  per  cent 
lower  than  last  year.  In  the  eastern 
portion  of  this  area  it  is  about  2  per 
cent  above  all  past  records  for  De- 
cember. 

More  eggs  were  laid  per  hundred 
layers  on  December  1  than  on  that 
date  in  any  past  year.  The  average 
rate  was  21.5  eggs  compared  with 
last  year's  December  figure  of  19.9 
eggs.  The  rate  in  1937  was  18.6  eggs,

and  in  1936  it  was  16.0  eggs.  The  10- 
year  (1928-37)  average  for  Decem- 
ber is  15.2  eggs  per  100  layers. 

The  exceptionally  favorable  weath- 
er of  late  November  was  no  doubt  a 
factor  contributing  to  the  record 
high  rate  of  December  1,  egg  produc- 
tion in  additional  to  the  gradual  im- 
provement in  the  laying  capacity  of 
the  average  hen  and  in  the  methods 
of  handling  and  feeding  laying  flocks. 
Also  the  exceptionally  large  propor- 
tion of  pullets  on  hand  this  fall,  with- 
out any  material  gain  in  total  layers, 
makes  it  probable  that  the  laying 
flocks  now  contain  a  higher  propor- 
tion of  pullets  than  last  year. 


SUMMARY 

Market  receipts  of  dressed  poultry 
have  been  increasing  seasonally  to 
take  care  of  the  holiday  demand.  The 
into-storage  movement  for  poultry  is 
now  well  under  way,  and  stocks  at 
the  26  major  storing  cities  on  No- 
vember 25  were  6  per  cent  larger 


than  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Sup- 
plies of  poultry  during  the  remainder 
of  1939  and  1940  will  continue  larger 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
the  1938-39  marketing  season. 

Receipts  of  eggs  have  about 
reached  their  low  point  for  the  year. 
The  out-of -storage  movement  of  shell 
eggs  during  the  past  two  months  has 
been  materially  above  that  of  the  cor- 
responding two  months  of  last  year. 
As  a  result,  stocks  of  shell  eggs  at 
26  cities  on  November  25  were  only 
1  per  cent  above  a  year  earlier  as 
compared  with  10  per  cent  above  on 
September  16.  The  out-of -storage 
movement  of  frozen  eggs  has  been 
about  equal  to  that  of  last  year. 
Stocks  on  November  25  were  17  per 
cent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Feed  costs  in  relation  to  egg  prices 
continue  above  both  a  year  earlier 
and  the  10-year  average.  During  the 
first  half  of  1940  the  feed-egg  ratio 
is  expected  to  average  higher  than  in 
the  first  half  of  1939. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  for 
chickens  and  eggs  are  following  their 
usual  seasonal  movements,  but  on 
November  15  they  continued  well  be- 
low both  a  year  earlier  and  the  1928- 
37  November  average.  The  effect  of 
larger  supplies  on  prices  during  the 
first  half  of  1940  will  be  at  least 
partly  offset  by  the  effect  of  larger 
consumer  incomes  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  in  1939.  The  farm 
price  of  turkeys  on  November  15  was 
about  1  cent  per  pound  above  the 
price  on  October  15,  but  was  1  cent 
below  the  price  on  November  15,  1938.

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Poultry  Breeders  And  The  Railroads 


Poultry  breeders  have  a  vital  stake 
in  the  American  railroads. 

For  one  thing,  they  need  fast,  de- 
pendable and  safe  rail  transportation 
to  reach  the  important  markets  for 
their  products.  Last  year  (1938)  the 
railroads  hauled  approximately  25,000 
carloads  of  poultry  and  28,600  car- 
loads of  eggs. 

For  another,  the  railroads  are  one 
of  their  best  customers.  Year  in  and 
year  out,  railroad  purchases  of  poul- 
try and  poultry  products  run  into 
large  figures.  More  than  1,200,000 
chickens  and  20,000,000  eggs  are 
eaten  each  year  in  railway  dining 
cars  alone. 

But  the  community  of  interest  be- 
tween the  poultry  man  and  the  rail- 
roads is  even  broader  than  these  rela- 
tions. Each  group  is  concerned  with 
stepping  up  its  respective  production. 
That  both  have  made  progress  in  this 
respect  is  a  well-known  fact.  They 
have  succeeded  because  of  their  own 
individual  initiative  ana  enterprise; 
by  resort  to  science  and  research; 
and,  by  taking  advantage  of  the  co- 
operative agencies  which  they  have 
set  up  to  facilitate  their  own  advance- 
ment. 

The  poultry  business  is  better  be- 
cause better  methods  have  produced 
better  products.  The  same,  likewise, 
might  be  said  of  the  railroads.  Both 


groups  have  sensed  the  fact  that  by 
working  together  they  could  over- 
come many  obstacles  which  other- 
wise would  have  been  insurmount- 
able. And  they  are  capitalizing  on 
cooperative  activities  today  to  meet 
successfully  new  conditions  and  new 
standards. 

While  much  has  been  heard  of  the 
changes  which  have  been  going  on  in 
the  railroad  world  and  what  they 
mean  to  all  lines  of  business  activity, 
it  was  not  until  recently  that  the  car- 
riers had  an  opportunity  to  demon- 
strate, dramatically,  the  extent  to 
which  they  have  improved  their  facil- 
ities and  operations.  It  was  a  demon- 
stration of  the  country's  closely  co- 
ordinated railroad  organization  func- 
tioning perfectly — men  and  machines 
working  in  unison  to  meet  a  national 
need. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  the  railroads 
were  confronted  with  the  most  pre- 
cipitous rise  in  freight  traffic  in  their 
history.  They  handled  this  peak  load 
without  difficulty.  Instead  of  conges- 
tion, transportation  delays  and  car 
shortages  (feared  in  some  quarters), 
traffic  flowed  freely  and  expeditious- 
ly; markets  were  reached  promptly; 
and,  there  was  rail  equipment  to 
spare. 

o  a  less  experienced  and  efficient 
organization,  the   flood   of  business 


that  broke  so  suddenly  this  fall 
would  have  presented  serious  trans- 
portation difficulties.  A  breakdown 
would  have  been  disastrous.  But  to 
the  railroads,  accustomed  as  they  are 
to  doing  big  jobs,  the  handling  of  this 
unprecedented  bulge  in  business  was 
just  another  incident  in  their  long 
record  of  meeting  the  mass  transpor- 
tation requirements  of  the  nation. 

Such  a  performance  by  the  rail- 
roads is  of  great  importance  to  agri- 
culture and  industry.  Among  other 
things,  it  puts  an  end  to  some  of  the 
fears  about  the  Iron  Horse  and  its 
ability  to  cope  with  a  sudden  increase 
in  traffic.  Not  only  did  it  serve  to 
prove  that  the  railorads  are  able  to 
handle  the  nation's  peak  load  of 
transportation,  but  also,  that  when- 
ever the  demand  for  extraordinary 
service  comes,  the  railroads  will  be 
ready  with  their  precision  perform- 
ance. 

Railroad  efficiency  and  capacity  is 
greater  today,  in  spite  of  the  rapid 
development  of  other  forms  of  trans- 
portation and  the  handicaps  that  flow 
from  inequalities  in  competitive  con- 
ditions. The  railroads  have  increased 
the  carrying  capacity  of  freight  cars 
approximately  eight  tons. 

The  railroad  picture  is  brighter  at 
the  present  time,  but  taken  collective- 
ly, the  carriers  are  still  far  from  be-

ing  "out  of  the  woods."  It  takes 
more  than  a  few  weeks'  improve- 
ment in  business  to  overcome  the 
damage  that  has  been  wrought  over 
a  long  period  of  years.  They  are  still 
suffering  from  maladjustments  in  the 
transportation  industry  and  their 
major  problems  will  not  be  solved  un- 
til there  is  a  sound  national  policy 
providing  equal  treatment  for  every 
form  of  transportation. 

Certainly,  a  poultryman,  owning 
and  maintaining  his  own  establish- 
ment, operating  it  along  sound  busi- 
ness lines,  repairing  and  improving  it 
as  it  becomes  necessary — and  paying 
taxes  at  the  same  time — could  not 
compete  with  one  that  is  owned  and 
maintained  by  the  state  and  then 
turned  over  to  some  individual  to 
operate  with  practically  no  rent  and 
no  taxes  to  pay.  Neither  can  the 
railroads — or  any  other  business. 

The  railroads  are  asking  for  a 
square  deal  in  transportation  regula- 
tion. And  it  will  only  be  when  they 
receive  such  a  square  deal  that  there 
can  be  any  assurance  of  a  real  and 
lasting  economic  recovery.  Poultry- 
men,  therefore,  have  a  personal  and 
selfish  interest  in  the  future  of  the 
American  railroads. 


EARLY  CHICKS  PAY  WELL 


The  man  who  had  early  pullets  last 
year  considered  himself  lucky.  There 
were  not  as  many  early  pullets  as 
there  should  have  been,  and  when 
eggs  began  to  soar  in  the  fall  it  seem- 
ed as  if  just  about  everyone  began 
to  wonder  what  could  be  done  to 
hurry  the  pullets  along  towards  lay- 
ing. Of  course,  the  early  pullets  were 
shelling  out  the  high  priced  eggs  and 
the  owners  were  smiling  broadly. 

Almost  every  year  this  condition 
exists.  The  early  pullets  lay  when 
prices  are  high,  and  of  course  they 
make  a  tidy  profit  for  their  owners. 
It  would  seem  that  poultrymen  would 
profit  by  this  experience,  which  comes

your  hens  are  helped  to 
the  profit  side  by  keep- 
ing pure  Oyster  Shell 
where  they  can  get  it 
as  needed.

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year  after  year.  Many  poultrymen  do 
not  appear  to  want  to  fuss  with  the 
early  chicks,  and  some  fear  the  early 
fall  molt.  Of  course,  there  is  some 
bother  to  the  raising  of  early  chicks, 
and  sometimes  the  birds  do  go  into 
a  nearly  molt.  Generally,  when  prop- 
erly handled,  this  matter  of  the  molt 
can  be  avoided.  Remember  this,  it 
takes  early  chicks  to  make  early  lay- 
ers. It  should  be  the  plan  to  get  the 
pullets  laying  by  the  middle  of  Octo- 
ber or  November  anyway.  Knowing 
about  how  long  it  will  take  for  the 
pullets  to  mature,  the  time  of  hatch- 
ing is  easily  determined.  We  always 
like  to  have  a  few  extra  early  chicks. 
Even  if  the  pullets  begin  to  lav  the 
last  of  September,  it  will  do  no  harm. 
We  depend  upon  these  early  pullets 
when  the  hens  are  molting.  Such  an 
arrangement  gives  more  uniform  flow 
of  eggs. 

The  early  cockerels  always  bring  as 
good  price  as  broilers.  The  broiler 
business  offers  possibilities  of  great 
development.  One  must  know  the  de- 
mands of  his  market  and  supply 
broilers  which  will  meet  these  condi- 
tions. 

Perhaps  a  little  extra  care  will  be 
needed  with  early  chicks,  but  we  con- 
sider them  worth  every  effort.  Should 
the  season  be  unfavorable  and  you 
have  some  early  laying  pullets  it  is  a 
dead  sure  thing  that  you  will  be  able 
to  sell  either  the  eggs  or  the  pullets 
themselves.  Early  chicks  mean  early 
pullets — and  they  are  a  safe  bet  any 
year.

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The  Editor  Says 


POULTRY  BREEDERS  AND 
THE  RAILROADS 

We  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  the 
special  article  we  are  running  in  this 
issue  under  the  above  heading.  While 
much  poultry  and  eggs  have  been 
transported  by  truck,  the  case  of  the 
railroads  is  worthy  of  serious  con- 
sideration of  all  poultry  raisers.  We 
know  of  no  other  industry  so  ham- 
strung with  red  tape  by  the  govern- 
ment through  its  various  commis- 
sions and  rate  making  policies  which 
present  obstacles  that  it  would  ap- 
pear almost  impossible  to  surmount. 

For  that  reason,  we  believe  this 
special  article  is  worthy  of  the  con- 
sideration and  the  space  we  give  it  in 
this  issue.  We  urge  our  readers  to  be 
fair-minded  in  regard  to  the  railroad 
problem. 


OVERPRODUCTION 

One  great  shadow  over  the  poultry 
industry  today  is  the  blackened  cloud 
of  overproduction.  All  lines  of  poul- 
try showed  an  increase  last  year.  The 
amount  consumed  also  showed  an  in- 
crease, but  if  we  are  to  keep  up  the 
same  increase  in  production  this  year 
as  we  did  last  year,  there  certainly 
will  be  a'  very  disastrous  reaction  in 
the  poultry  market.  In  fact,  the  over- 
production of  1939,  coupled  with  the 
mild  winter,  is  aiding  in  the  over- 
production this  month.  We  do  not 
remember  having  ever  seen  as  fine 
weather  for  the  month  before  Christ- 
mas as  we  had  this  season,  with  the 
result  that  the  amount  of  eggs  has 
run  far  above  the  average,  and  this 
has  tended  to  keep  the  price  of  eggs 
down. 

As  a  rule,  eggs  reach  their  peak 
before  the  middle  of  'January  and 
then  start  to  decline.  We  are  afraid 
that  eggs  have  already  passed  their 
peak  and  that  the  price  will  start 
declining  too  early  for  the  best  ad- 
vantage to  the  poultrymen.  In  the 
agriculture  field,  they  are  curtailing 
the  acres  to  be  put  in  wheat  or  corn, 
but  there  seems  to  be  no  curtailing 
in  the  amount  of  poultry  raised  or 
the  amount  of  eggs  going  into  hatch- 
eries for  baby  chicks  the  coming 
season. 

Naturally,  each  poultryman  thinks 
his  part  is  such  a  small  influence  in 
the  general  result,  but  when  they  are 
all  put  together,  there  is  serious  dan- 
ger, as  we  have  indicated  above. 

Some  poultrymen  are  not  making 
money  at  present  conditions  and 
prices.  Other  poultrymen  are  making 
a  little  money,  but  only  the  specialists 


are  making  big  money  in  poultry  at 
the  present  prices.  The  best  policy 
for  the  present  is  to  go  along  in 
about  the  usual  way.  Do  not  greatly 
enlarge  the  output,  but  try  to  operate 
within  bounds.  If  we  could  only  keep 
production  in  close  relationship  to 
consumption,  the  business  will  not 
suffer  any  radical  price  reduction.  It 
is  the  duty  of  every  poultryman  to 
consider  these  matters  carefully,  and, 
therefore  aid  in  putting  the  poultry 
industry  on  a  more  satisfactory 
basis. 


SEXING  BABY  CHICKS 
The  practice  of  sexing  baby  chicks 
by  the  hatcheries  has  grown  to  such 
an  extent  that  practically  every 
hatchery  in  the  country  now  are  sell- 
ing sexed  chicks.  Some  unscrupulous 
hatcheries  have  been  very  lax  in  the 
matter  of  sexing,  and  the  Interna- 
tional Baby  Chick  Association  and 
other  associations  interested  in  the 
production  of  poultry  are  urging  that 
all  sexers  be  compelled  to  take  an 
examination.  Some  sexers  work  too 
rapidly  since  they  are  paid  by  the 
thousand  or  by  the  chick,  and  conse- 
quently are  inaccurate.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  few  hatcheries  have  been 
very  indifferent  in  the  matter  of 
sexing,  and  often  ship  out  unsexed 
chicks  when  they  have  received  a 
higher  price  for  chicks  that  are  sup- 
posed to  be  carefully  sexed.  The  sex- 
ing of  chicks  is  here  to  stay  and 
we  urge  all  hatchery  people  to  see 
that  the  work  is  done  accurately,  as 
well  as  efficiently,  and  that  all  chicks 
sold  are  in  keeping  with  good  busi- 
ness practice.  We  believe  there  will 
be  still  more  purchasing  of  sexed 
chicks  as  soon  as  the  poultry  raisers 
are  thoroughly  confident  that  they 
can  get  just  what  they  order. 


A  CHEAP  MALE  NOT  WORTH 
HIS  KEEP 


It  has  been  said  that  the  male  is 
half  the  flock  and  this  is  as  true  as 
anything  can  be.  Experienced  poul- 
trymen know  this  and  use  every  care 
in  the  selection  of  the  males  to  head 
the  pens.  Perhaps  those  with  less  ex- 
perience are  tempted  to  buy  cheap 
males.  Buying  by  price  is  always 
risky  business.  To  purchase  a  male 
to  head  a  breeding  pen  and  to  apply 
the  price  standard  is  one  way  to  in- 
vite trouble.  Usually  one  gets  just 
about  what  he  is  willing  to  pay  for. 
To  expect  a  twenty-five  dollar  bird 
and  be  willing  to  pay  about  five  dol- 
lars is  on  a  par  with  wanting  to  buy 
a  Packard  at  a  low  price. 

If  the  male  is  half  the  pen  you 
should  buy  him  on  his  good  points. 
We  should  be  willing  to  pay  for  what 
we  get.  We  should  expect  what  we 
are  willing  to  pay  for,  and  no  more. 

We  do  not  believe  that  a  cheap 
male  is  worth  his  keep.  Some  poultry 
farms  think  the  same  way  and  they 
pick  out  all  the  inferior  cockerels 
and  send  them  to  market.  They  feel 
that  a  cheap  bird  is  not  worth  raising. 
Their  reputation  is  at  stake  in  every 
sale  and  they  don't  want  to  take  any 
chances  on  shipping  a  bird  which  is 
not  worth  all  and  more  than  they 
receive  for  him. 

Improvements  in  many  flocks  come 
through  the  purchase  of  new  males, 
and  let  us  caution  you  to  buy  good 
quality  birds.  It  may  appear  that 
you  have  to  pay  more  than  you  want 
to,  but  it  is  better  to  buy  quality 
rather  than  get  a  low  price.  A  cheap 
male  is  a  delusion.  Buy  of  reliable 
breeders  and  be  willing  to  pay  a  fair 
price. 


A  delegate  to  the  National  Recrea- 
tion Congress  at  Boston,  said:  "A 
great  percentage  of  us  are  lazy  peo- 
ple, and  no  amount  of  program-plan- 
ning is  going  to  change  us.  So  why 
not  give  us  attractive  grounds  where 
we  can  just  sit,  and  sit,  and  like  it?"

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Good  Milk  Returns 

C.  C.  Kelly  &  Sons  in  Newton  coun- 
ty have  a  herd  of  14  Jerseys  that  av- 
eraged 638 1 2  pounds  of  milk  for  Aug- 
ust on  Korean  lespedeza  and  orchard 
grass  and  5  pounds  of  grain  daily. 
These  figures  are  taken  from  the 
dairy  herd  improvement  association 
and  pasture  records  of  Mr.  Kelly,  who 
was  third  high  in  the  southwest  Mis- 
souri dairy  herd  improvement  asso- 
ciation for  August.  On  this  farm  are 
58  acres  of  orchard  grass  and  Korean 
lespedeza,  and  these  58  acres  carried 
24  head  of  cows,  heifers,  and  hogs  in 
addition  to  the  14  milk  cows.  The 
milk  cows  produced  49,222  pounds  of 
milk  from  March  to  September  1. 


Increased  Wool  Returns 

Dipping  sheep  in  Lewis  county  has 
made  an  increase  in  the  wool  clip 
average  better  than  one  pound  per 
head  as  compared  to  the  wool  clip 
last  year.  The  cost  of  dipping  ran 
from  2  to  4  cents  per  head,  depend- 
ing on  the  number  dipped,  and  with 
wool  selling  at  24  cents  per  pound 
the  increase  netted  20  cents  per  ewe. 
This  increase,  figured  on  the  average- 
size  flock,  represents  $6  for  only  two 
or  three  hours  of  work.  In  addition 
to  the  wool  increase,  the  sheep  are 
in  much  better  physical  condition, 
will  be  able  to  stand  the  winter  bet- 
ter, and  will  produce  better  lambs. 


Unite  in  Soil  Building 

A  tabulation  of  the  soil  building 
practices  performed  this  year  by 
Stoddard  county  farmers  indicates  a 
high  percentage  of  cooperation  with 
the  national  AAA  program,  according 
to  Leonard  Cooper,  chairman  of  the 
Stoddard  county  ACA.  Among  the 
most  popular  soil  building  practices 
performed  by  the  3,517  farmers  who 
cooperated  in  the  program  this 
year  were  the  seeding  of  120,338 
acres  of  lespedeza,  9,724  acres  of  red 
clover,  1,237  of  timothy  and  red  top, 
and  622  acres  of  alfalfa.  Payment 
was  claimed  for  the  application  of  437 
tons  of  agricultural  limestone,  and 
13,920  linear  feet  of  terraces. 


Power  Project  Approved 

A  rural  electrification  project  has 
just  recently  been  approved  for 
Howell  and  Oregon  counties,  with  the 
construction  of  310  miles  of  lines  in 
prospect.  These  lines  will  serve  783 
farms,  rural  schools,  churches,  and 
stores  in  the  two  counties,  as  well  as 
a  few  in  Ozark  county.  The  project 
is  one  of  the  largest  launched  in  this 
section  of  the  Ozarks,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  lines  will  be  completed  and 
ready  to  be  energized  by  April. 


Gave  Lots  of  Feed 

A  cropping  system  designed  to  yield 
an  abundance  of  pasture  and  forage 
feeds  has  been  worked  out  by  Bob 
Mills,  Jr.,  in  Cooper  county.  After 
harvesting  soybeans  for  hay  late  in 
August,  1938,  he  seeded  the  field  to 
barley  which  was  pastured  until  the 
following  January.  The  barley  was 
cut  the  first  of  June,  hauled  off  the 
field  and  shocked,  and  the  field  seed- 
ed on  June  20  to  Atlas  sorgo.  When 
threshed  the  barley  yielded  28  bush- 
els per  acre,  and  the  sorgo  grew  to 
produce  about  16  tons  of  forage  per 
acre.  The  field  was  seeded  to  wheat 
with  an  application  of  150  pounds  of 
20  per  cent  phosphate  fertilizer  per 
acre. 


Good  Silage  Crop 

Atlas  sorgo  is  the  outstanding  crop 
for  the  production  of  silage  on  Harri- 
son county  farms  in  the  experience  of 
Glen  Maize.  Part  of  his  acerage  used 
in  filling  his  silo  yielded  between  25 
and  30  tons  of  silage  per  acre.  The 
remainder  of  the  field  was  then  head- 
ed and  threshed  in  a  combine  giving 
a  yield  of  40  bushels  of  grain  per 
acre.  In  addition,  the  headed  fodder 
will  make  a  highly  palatable  roughage 
for  winter  feeding.

To  Take  from  Incubator 

Just  when  is  the  right  time  to  take  chicks 
from  fhe  incubator? — G.   W„  Virginia. 

When  the  chicks  are  hatched  they 
are  wet.  They  must  be  allowed  to 
stay  in  the  incubator  until  they  are 
dry  and  become  fluffy.  In  moving 
them  to  the  brooder,  be  sure  to  pro- 
tect them  from  drafts  and  cold. 


First  Feed 

How  soon  after  hatching  should  the  chicks 
be  fed? — Mrs.  A.  N. ,  Delaware. 

There  is  a  mistaken  idea  that  baby 
chicks  require  food  as  soon  as  hatch- 
ed. Just  previous  to  hatching,  the 
yolk  is  absorbed  in  the  body  of  the 
chick.  This  furnishes  sufficient  nour- 
ishment for  some  little  time.  If  the 
chicks  are  fed  too  quickly,  the  diges- 
tive organs  are  overworked  and  often 
serious  trouble  develops.  As  a  gen- 
erel  rule  chicks  should  not  be  fed 
before  they  are  48  hours  old.  They 
should  be  given  just  a  little  feed  at 
a  time  and  fed  often.  Most  poultry- 
men  feed  them  five  times  a  day  until 
they  are  about  ten  days  old. 
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First  Aid 

Occasionally  I  have  small  chicks  that  are 
caught  in  the  rain  and  become  chilled.  What 
can  I  do  for  them? — Mrs.  E.  B.  T.,  New 
York. 

Wrap  the  chick  in  a  wool  cloth  and 
place  near  the  kitchen  stove,  where 
it  will  obtain  some  heat.  Do  not  over- 
do the  matter.  As  soon  as  the  chick 
begins  to  show  signs  of  life,  remove 
it  to  a  warm  box  or  place  under 
cover.  Heat  will  work  wonders  in 
such  cases.  No  medical  treatment  is 
necessary. 
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Early  Chicks  Molt 

I  have  been  told  that  my  February  hatched 
Anconas  will  molt  in  the  fall.  Do  you  think 
they  will? — Mrs.  H.  W.,  Connecticut. 

This  is  quite  possible.  With  the 
smaller  breeds  which  mature  rather 
quickly  it  is  not  considered  necessary 
to  hatch  them  so  early.  April  or  May 
would  be  better  to  hatch  Anconas  or 
Leghorns.  We  have  hatched  Anconas 
in  early  June  with  good  results.  A 
bird  which  is  hatched  too  early  may 
go  into  a  fall  molt. 
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What  Is  a  Chick? 

A  dispute  has  arisen  among  some  of  us  as 
to  just  what  a  baby  chick  is  and  how  soon  it 
changes  its  name.  Will  you  please  settle  this 
matter  for  us? — D.  H.  D.,  Wyoming. 

The  word  chick  is  a  term  used  un- 
til the  sex  can  be  distinguished,  after 
which  the  term  pullet  and  cockerel 
are  used. 


Head  Lice 

How  can  I  treat  head  lice  on  my  chicks? — 
B.  A.  N. .  Mexico. 

-A-PPty  Just  a  very  small  amount  of 
unsalted  lard  to  the  head.  Too  much 
may  injure  the  chick. 


Is  Lettuce  Good? 

Do  you  think  that  lettuce  makes  a  good 
feed  for  young  chicks? — T.   S.,  Tennessee. 

Lettuce  makes  an  excellent  green 
food  for  young  chicks  or  for  birds  of 
any  age.  When  given  to  real  young 
chicks  it  is  sometimes  best  to  chop 
it  up.

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Do  Chicks  Need  Grit? 

Do  young  chicks  need  grit? — N.  R.  E.,  Colo- 
rado. 

Certainly.  Grit  is  the  teeth  of  the 
chick,  and  it  cannot  properly  grind 
the  grain  and  digest  it  unless  grit  is 
provided.  It  must  be  of  the  proper 
size  suitable  for  chicks. 
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Distended  Crop 

What  causes  the  crops  of  young  chicks  to 
become  distended  and  hard,  causing  death? — 
O.   L..  Alabama. 

CfTicks  often  get  crop  bound  or 
have  distended  crops  the  same  as  old 
birds.  In  some  cases  this  is  due  to  the 
chicks  eating  the  litter  which  may 
contain  something  which  is  not  di- 
gested. Anything  which  tends  to  ob- 
struct the  passage  of  food  may  cause 
crop  bound.  Sometimes  overfeeding 
appears  to  paralyze  the  muscles  of 
the  organ.  It  is  well  to  watch  the 
feed  of  young  chicks  both  as  to 
quantity  and  quality.

Roast  Lamb,  French  Style 

Prepare  leg  of  lamb  in  the  usual 
way  for  roasting.  Make  an  incision 
in  knuckle  end  of  leg  and  insert 
V2  clove  of  garlic.  Fiace  on  rack 
of  roasting  tan,  sprinkle  with  salt 
and  psr-per  and  dredge  with  flour.

Broiled  Egg-Noodle  Nests

Toss 
egg  noodles  in  seasoned,  melted 
butter  to  saute  all  strands. 

Make  a  circle  of  each  bacon 
strip  by  fastening  ends  with  tooth- 
pick. Fill  centers  with  buttered 
egg  noodles.  Cut  olives  in  halves 
and  arrange  point  downward  in 
clover  fashion  in  center  of  mounds. 
Broil  till  bacon  is  done.  Serve 
with  remaining  egg  noodles.  For 
a  change,  substitute  macaroni  or 
spaghetti  for  the  egg  noodles. 

Hawaiian  Fruit  Bread 

1  cup  chopped  dates 

1  cup  canned  unsweetened 

Hawaiian  pineapple  juice 

2  tablespoons  butter  or  other 

shortening 
%  cup  honey 
1  egg 
IV2  cups  sifted  flour 

1  cup  nut  meats 
%  teaspoon  salt 

2  teaspoons  baking  powder 
Heat   pineapple   juice,   add  the 

dates  and  cook  over  a  low  fire, 
stirring  occasionally  until  mixture 
is  thick.  Cool.  Cream  honey  and 
shortening.  Add  beaten  egg  and 
date  mixture  and  nuts.  Sift  to- 
gether dry  ingredients  and  add. 
Pour  into  well-greased  loaf  pan 
10  x  4  x  3",  the  bottom  of  which 
has  been  lined  with  waxed  paper. 
Bake  in  a  moderately  slow  oven

1  package  orange  rennet  powder 

1  pint  milk 

2  teaspoons  lemon  juice 
y3  cup  apricot  pulp 

Vi  cup  sugar 
1  egg  white 
Make  rennet-custard  according 
to  directions  on  package.  Then 
chill  in  refrigerator.  When  ready 
to  serve,  beat  egg  white  until  stiff. 
Add  sugar  gradually  until  thor- 
oughly blended.  Add  apricot  pulp 
(prepared  by  rubbing  cooked  apri- 
cots through  a  sieve)  and  lemon 
juice.  Heap  the  glasses  of  rennet- 
custard  with  apricot  whip,  and  if 
desired,  garnish  with  sections  of 
diced  orange.

Banana  Chiffon  Pie 

1  package  lemon-flavored  gelatin; 
1  pint  hot  water;  1  cup  mashed 
bananas;  2  tablespoons  lemon 
juice;  Y2  teaspoon  grated  lemon 
rind;  4  tablespoons  sugar;  2  egg 
yelks,  slightly  beaten;  %  teaspoon 
salt;  2  egg  whites;  4  tablespoons 
sugar;  1  baked  9-inch  pie  shell. 

Dissolve  gelatin  in  hot  water. 
Combine  bananas,  lemon  juice, 
rind,  4  tablespoons  sugar,  egg 
yolks,  and  salt  in  top  of  double 
boiler,  mixing  well.  Cook  over  hot 
water  until  mixture  coats  spoon, 
stirring  constantly.  Remove  from 
fire.  Add  gelatin  and  stir  until  dis- 
solved. Chill  until  slightly  thick- 
ened. Beat  egg  whites  until  foamy; 
then  add  remaining  4  tablespoons 
sugar  gradually,  and  continue  beat- 
ing until  stiff.  Fold  into  slightly 
thickened  gelatin  mixture.  Pour 
Into  cold  pie  shell.  Chill  until  firm.

Black  Tongue  in  dogs,  also  known 
as  canine  pellagra  or  canine  typhus, 
is  a  severe  complicated  inflammation 
of  the  alimentary  tract,  somewhat  re- 
sembling pellagra  in  man  both  as  to 
cause  and  effect.  It  is  classed  as  a 
deficiency  disease,  brought  about  by 
a  continuous  diet  which  is  lacking  in 
vitamin  G. 

Black  Tongue  is  quite  common 
in  dogs  in  certain  sections,  where 
they  are  fed  principally  on  corn  bread 
and  other  starchy  foods,  and  receive 
practically  no  beef,  liver,  fish,  milk, 
or  eggs.  These  latter  foods  are  all 
high  in  vitamin  G  content,  and  the 
regular  feeding  of  them  in  sufficient 
amount  will  definitely  prevent  the 
disease.  Black  tongue  is  not  transmis- 
sible from  one  animal  to  another,  but 
all  of  the  animals  quartered  together 
frequently  are  affected  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  usually  receive  the  same 
ration. 

The  first  symptoms  of  Black 
Tongue  are  an  inflammation  of  the 
mucous  membranes  of  the  mouth,  ac- 
companied by  slobbering  and  slow, 
careful  eating.  Ulcers  soon  develop 
in  the-  mouth,  particularly  along  the 
gums,  under  the  border  of  the  tongue, 
and  in  the  throat.  These  become  cov- 
ered with  closely  attached  "false 
membranes"  of  a  dirty  yellow  color, 
which,  if  pulled  off,  leave  behind  raw, 
bleeding  areas.  At  this  stage  the 
mouth  becomes  extremely  sore,  and 
the  dog  usually  loses  its  appetite 
completely.  Vomiting  is  a  prominent 
symptom  and  is  very  persistent,  oc- 
curing  quickly  after  anything  is  swal- 
lowed and  even  when  the  stomach  is 
empty.  Considerable  quantities  of 
stringy  mucus  are  thrown  up,  some- 
times stained  with  bile  or  streaked 
with  blood.  A  strong,  very  foul  odor 
comes  from  the  mouth,  and  this  odor 
is  quite  characteristic  of  the  disease. 
There  is  considerable  thirst,  but  the 
dog  is  unable  to  hold  even  water  on 
its  stomach.  In  consequence  of  this 
there  is  great    dehydration    of  the

body,  which  is  shown  by  loss  of  elas- 
ticity of  the  skin.  The  bowel  move- 
ments will  have  a  fetid  odor,  and  may 
be  loose  and  bloody.  The  dog  becomes 
extremely  weak,  and  is  very  depressed 
in  spirit. 

The  treatment  of  Black  Tongue 
should  be  directed  principally  toward 
supplying  vitamin  G  in  large  quanti- 
ties, so  as  to  overcome  the  deficiency. 
This  can  be  done  by  giving  liver  ex- 
tract, which  can  be  obtained  in  con- 
venient capsule  form  from  the  drug 
store.  From  five  to  ten  capsules,  each 
containing  ten  grams  of  liver  extract, 
should  be  given  daily,  depending  on 
the  size  of  the  dog.  Brewer's  yeast 
in  doses  of  three  to  five  teaspoonfuls 
should  also  be  given  daily.  The  mouth 
should  be  washed  out  and  kept  clean 
with  a  mild,  astringent  mouth  wash, 
used  frequently. 

The  diet  should  consist  entirely  of 
raw  liver,  canned  salmon  and  sar- 
dines, and  raw,  lean  beef,  and  the 
sick  dog  should  be  fed  frequently  and 
in  small  quantities.  Even  after  recov- 
ery begins  only  the  most  nourishing 
and  easily  digested  foods  should  be 
allowed.  Since  meat  is  the  dog's  nat- 
ural food  and  is  digested  most  read- 
ily, it  should  be  fed  almost  exclusive- 
ly in  cases  of  impaired  digestion,  and 
at  this  time  it  should  contain  very 
little  or  no  fat.  Vegetables  should  be 
entirely  eliminated  from  the  diet. 
Much  benefit  will  usually  be  derived 
from  the  regular  administration  of 
tonic  and  condition  tablets  to  improve 
the  general  condition  of  the  dog,  and 
of  a  good  digestive  compound  con- 
taining pepsin  to  stimulate  the  appe- 
tite and  aid  digestion.

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SELECTION  AND  CARE  OF 
HATCHING  EGGS 


All  poultry  progress  rests  upon  the 
production  of  good  hatchable  eggs 
during  the  breeding  season.  Unless 
good  chicks  can  be  produced,  there 
can  be  no  hope  of  maintaining  the 
present  quality  of  flocks,  not  to  men- 
tion making  any  improvement.  It 
should  be  understood  that  this  is  one 
of  the  most  important  problems  which 
the  poultryman  has  to  face. 

In  most  sections  the  matings  have 
been  made  by  this  time  of  the  year. 
However,  we  may  by  a  little  study 
be  able  to  so  select  and  care  for  the 
hatching  eggs  that  the  results  may  be 
much  improved. 

What,  then,  are  some  of  the  re- 
quirements for  good  hatchable  eggs? 

To  begin  with,  we  believe  that  good 
eggs  come  from  good  hens.  Old,  worn- 
out  hens  do  not  lay  the  best  eggs. 
Hens  which  are  lazy  and  overfat  can- 
not lay  eggs  which  hatch  large,  lively 
and  vigorous  chicks.  Undernourished 
hens  are  not  likely  to  lay  at  all,  but 
should  they  lay,  the  eggs  will  not 
hatch  well  and  the  chicks  will  not 
live  long.  To  use  immature  pullets  in 
the  breeding  yards  is  a  very  common 
fault.  Such  birds  seldom  make  satis- 
factory breeders.  Strong,  healthy 
hens,  which  are  well  housed  and  prop- 
erly fed,  produce  the  best  hatching 
eggs.  Poultrymen  can  well  afford  to 
give  this  matter  more  consideration. 

Let  us  assume  that  our  breeders 
are  the  very  best.  How  about  the  ac- 
tual collecting,  handling,  and  selection 
of  the  hatching  eggs? 

On  many  farms  the  collection  of 
the  eggs  is  a  neglected  part  of  the 
work.  In  cold  weather,  eggs  should 
be  gathered  two  or  throo  tim^s  a  da". 
A  chilled  egg  may  not  hatch.  We  know 
poultrymen  who  gather  eggs  every 
hour  in  cold  weather.  Frequent  gath- 
ering helps  avoid  broken  and  dirty 
eggs.  The  loss  from  broken  eggs  runs 
into  a  very  large  sum  evey  year. 
While  good  nesting  material  will  help 
in  the  problem,  yet  frequent  gather- 
ing is  also  quite  necessary.  Dirty  eggs 
can  quite  largely  b3  avoided  by  put- 
ting poultry  netting  over  the  drop- 
ping boards  and  under  the  roosts. 
This  prevents  the  hens  from  scratch- 


ing in  the  droppings.  Another  reason 
for  frequent  gathering  of  the  eggs  is 
that  it  will  help  overcome  dead  germs. 
If  the  eggs  are  allowed  to  stay  in  the 
nests,  each  hen  that  lays  will  warm 
the  eggs.  The  process  of  incubation 
may  thus  be  started.  When  the  egg 
cools  the  germ  dies,  and  then  we 
blame  everything  from  the  incubator 
to  the  feed.  Our  own  neglect  is  often 
the  cause  of  dead  germs. 

Shaking  or  excessive  jarring  of  the 
eggs  should  be  avoided.  It  is  quite 
easy  to  rupture  the  internal  mem- 
branes of  the  egg  by  rough  handling. 
The  basket  or  pail  in  which  the  eggs 
are  to  be  carried  to  the  house  should 
be  strong  and  have  some  straw  or 
other  soft  material  in  the  bottom  to 
act  as  a  cushion. 

Hatching  eggs  should  be  fresh.  The 
best  hatches  come  from  eggs  which 
are  from  two  to  five  days  old.  Eggs 
which  are  a  week  old  appear  to  begin 
to  lose  their  power  of  hatching.  When 


eggs  are  more  than  two  weeks  old,  a 
poor  hatch  is  usually  the  result.  When 
eggs  are  three  weeks  old  they  have 
just  about  reached  the  age  limit.  Eggs 
of  this  age  seldom  hatch  well,  and 
often  the  chicks  seem  to  be  lacking 
in  what  is  known  as  livability. 

What  about  the  actual  selection  of 
hatching  eggs  ? 

To  begin  with,  the  hands  should  be 
clean.  Oil  or  grease  in  any  form  will 
render  useless  the  best  egg.  When 
the  eggs  are  gathered,  carry  them  to 
the  house  or  basement  and  carefully 
inspect  every  egg.  Hatching  eggs 
should  be  uniform  in  type,  shape,  col- 
or and  size.  A  little  practice  will  en- 
able you  to  do  this  work  very  well. 
You  should  get  an  ideal  in  your  mind. 
Select  a  standard  by  which  you  may 
judge  every  egg.  Unless  an  egg  can 
meet  your  requirements,  discard  it 
and  send  it  to  market.  Discard  all 
cracked  eggs,  as  they  will  be  useless. 


AT  FEEDING  TIME 

One  of  the  quickest  ways  to  discover  any  indisposition  among  your  birds 
is  to  observe  them  carefully  at  feeding  time.  Good  healthy  birds  go  after 
their  feed  eagerly,  while  the  bird  that  is  the  least  bit  disposed,  holds"1}ack 
and  is  very  indifferent  in  its  eating.  We  urge  you  to  check  carefully  your 
flocks  at  eating  time,  and  note  particularly  any  and  all  birds  that  do  not 
eagerly  go  after  their  ration.

THE    POULTRY  KEEPER 


Dirty  eggs  must  be  put  aside.  Never 
wash  eggs  which  are  to  be  incubated. 
There  is  a  coating  on  the  shell  which 
washing  removes.  A  poor  hatch  fol- 
lows its  removal.  Poor-shaped  eggs 
are  a  most  common  thing.  We  have 
heard  it  said  that  certain  shaped  eggs 
would  hatch  cockerels.  We  find  no 
cause  to  believe  this  is  true.  Eggs 
which  are  too  long  or  too  round 
should  not  be  saved.  Eggs  with  rough 
shells  are  also  sent  to  market.  Thin 
or  irregular  shells  indicate  that  such 
eggs  are  not  good  hatching  eggs. 
Perhaps  many  make  the  mistake  of 
thinking  that  extra  large  eggs  are 
most  desirable.  While  the  eggs  should 
be  of  good  size,  yet  this  does  not 
mean  that  they  should  be  oversize. 
In  fact,  there  is  a  danger  of  selecting 
too  large  as  well  as  too  small  eggs. 
Abnormally  sized  eggs  are  not  de- 
sired. 

"What  about  keeping  the  eggs  until 
wanted  for  incubation,"  you  ask. 

We  have  already  indicated  that  the 
eggs  should  be  new  laid.  Do  not  keep 
them  too  long.  It  is  well  to  store 
them  in  a  room  of  about  50  degrees 
F.  As  the  embryo  may  begin  to  de- 
velop at  70  degrees  F,  the  reason  for 
the  low  temperature  is  quite  evident. 
The  room  should  be  well  ventilated, 
but  the  air  should  not  be  so  dry  as  to 
cause  rapid  enlargement  of  the  air 
cells  in  the  eggs.  The  eggs  can  be 
placed  on  trays,  but  it  is  just  as  well 
if  they  do  not  touch  each  other.  The 
tendency  is  for  the  germ  cell  to  float 


near  the  top,  and  unless  the  eggs  are 
turned  each  day  it  may  actually  ac- 
complish it.  Ever  notice  that  a  hen 
left  to  herself  will  turn  the  eggs  about 
every  day  ?  Unless  the  eggs  are  turn- 
ed, the  germ  cell  may  settle  in  such 
a  position  as  to  affect  the  hatchabil- 
ity.  Many  poor  hatches  come  from 
improper  storage  of  hatching  eggs. 
The  writer  has  seen  eggs  kept  in  a 
foul-smelling  basement  which  was 
nearly  freezing,  and  once  we  saw 
eggs  stored  in  a  pantry  where  the 
temperature  was  close  to  80  degrees. 
Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  eggs 
do  not  hatch  well  when  cared  for  in 
this  manner?  One  time  a  man  com- 
plained of  a  very  poor  hatch.  Inves- 
tigation revealed  the  fact  that  he 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
and  filling  the  lamp  which  heated  the 
incubator,  and  then  turning  the  eggs. 
Of  course,  there  was  more  or  less 
kerosene  on  his  hands,  and  the  eggs 
were  given  a  good  coat  of  oil  by  the 
end  of  three  weeks.  This  man  said 
the  incubator  was  a  failure.  We  sug- 
gested that  he  turn  the  eggs  before 
he  filled  the  lamp,  and  his  hatches 
ran  up  to  80  per  cent,  and  he  never 
knew  that  the  poor  hatches  were  due 
to  his  own  carelessness. 


INCREASE  EGG  YIELD 


Bald  Headed  Man — "You  say  this 
hair  restorer  is  very  good,  do  you?" 

I  know  a  man 
who  took  the  cork  out  of  the  bottle 
with  his  teeth  and  he  had  a  mous- 
tache next  day." 


A  great  many  breeders  have  writ- 
ten us  that  they  feel  the  average  per- 
son does  not  realize  how  much  the 
egg  yield  of  a  poultry  flock  can  be 
increased  by  the  simple  use  of  fer- 
mented mash.  The  use  of  yeast  in 
mash  brings  such  an  outstanding  in- 
crease in  egg  production  that  has 
never  been  appreciated.  Fermenta- 
tion with  yeast  improves  both  the 
digesting  and  assimilation.  Your  bird 
gets  more  use  of  the  feed  in  the  way 
of  nourishment  that  helps  to  build  up 
body  and  thereby  gives  greater  vital- 
ity, and  as  a  direct  result  leads  to 
more  and  larger  eggs  over  a  longer 
season.  One  thing  about  it  is  that 
yeast  foam  is  comparatively  inexpen- 
sive as  compared  with  the  result  pro- 
duced. A  four  pound  box  can  be  pur- 
chased for  $1  and  is  enough  to  take 
care  of  300  pounds  of  mash.  Why 
not  give  some  real  thought  and  study 
to  this  matter.  POULTRY  KEEPER 
will  be  glad  to  see  that  you  get  a 
free  book  telling  of  the  facts  of  feed- 
ing yeast  if  you  will  only  drop  a  line 
to  this  office.

MARKETS 


POULTRY 

The  amount  of  poultry  going  into 
storage  during  December  was  ex- 
tremely heavy,  bringing  the  stock  in 
storage  almost  40,000,000  pounds 
greater  than  the  December  1,  1939, 
holdings.  The  amount  in  storage  Jan- 
uary 1,  1940,  was  approximately  29,- 
000,000  pounds  higher  than  the  five- 
year  average.  This  indicates  that  the 
amount  of  poultry  in  storage  is  suf- 
ficient to  warn  the  poultrymen  not  to 
increase  their  output  this  year.  Nat- 
urally, this  large  amount  in  storage 
tends  to  keep  the  market  down.  The 
consumption  is  running  heavier  than 
last  year,  but  the  very  fact  of  this 
big  storage  is  certain  to  have  a  de- 
pressing effect  on  the  market  for  the 
next  several  months.

EGGS 

Eggs  have  moved  out  of  storage 
unusually  rapidly  during  December, 
notwithstanding  the  amount  in  stor- 
age on  January  1,  1940,  was  some 
499,000  cases  above  January  1,  1939. 
This,  doubtless,  explains  the  fact  that 
in  the  Middle  West,  the  eggs  have  re- 
mained at  a  rather  low  price  through- 
out the  winter,  and  also  should  make 
us  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  egg 
production,  as  well  as  poultry  prod- 
ucts, should  be  curtailed  the  coming 
year. 


A  certain  surgeon  has  said  that  the 
actual  chemical  worth  of  a  man's 
body  was  less  than  a  dollar.

FOR  LOW-HEADED  TREES 


In  general,  the  lower  an  apple  tree 
is  headed,  the  more  profitable  the 
tree,  with  spraying,  pruning,  and  har- 
vesting operations  made  easier  and 
less  expensive,  says  T.  J.  Talbert  of 
the  Missouri  College  of  Agriculture. 
Records  taken  during  the  hottest  days 
in  Missouri  showed  the  temperature 
of  short  trunks  to  be  several  degrees 
lower  than  that  of  long  trunks,  even 
when  the  branches  of  the  former  were 
spread  upward.  Tall  trunks  exhibited 
more  sun  scald  than  did  short  trunks, 
even  where  the  latter  were  not  shad- 
ed. It  was  also  shown  that  low-head- 
ed trees  exhibited  a  more  vigorous 
condition  and  greater  trunk  and  root 
development  than  did  the  high-headed 
trees.

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The  Editor  Says 


ORDER  CHICKS  EARLY 

In  another  column  in  this  issue  of 
POULTRY  KEEPER,  we  are  running 
a  notice  in  regard  to  buying  chicks 
early.  We  believe  this  matter  is  more 
important  now  than  it  has  been  in 
the  past.  It  was  formerly  the  habit 
of  the  hatcherymen  to  fill  their  in- 
cubators full  of  eggs,  regardless  of 
the  number  of  orders  on  hand,  with 
the  result  that  when  the  baby  chicks 
were  hatched,  sometime  they  had  the 
expected  number  of  orders  to  clean 
out  their  incubators,  and  at  other 
times  the  orders  did  not  come  in,  with 
the  result  that  they  had  a  lot  of  baby 
chicks  on  hand  with  insufficient  or- 
ders for  them.  Of  late  years,  the 
practice  has  been  growing  among 
hatcherymen  of  holding  their  hatches 
down  to  the  number  of  orders  on 
hand,  plus  a  slight  increase.  This  is 
an  economical  method  for  the  hatch- 
erymen and  one  that  is  recommended 
by  the  United  States  government,  as 
they  are  fighting  at  all  times  to 
avoid  an  oversupply  of  baby  chicks 
that  are  unsold  and  uncalled  for. 

Consequently,  hatcheries  like  to 
have  orders  three  weeks  in  advance 
of  delivery,  if  possible.  By  operating 
on  this  basis,  it  will  probably  happen 
that  in  March  and  April,  a  lot  of  peo- 
ple will  order  chicks  and  want  them 
immediately, -and  will  find  that  their 
orders  will  be  delayed. 

The  purpose  of  the  article  we  have 
published  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  and 
of  this  editorial,  is  to  urge  our  read- 
ers to  place  their  order  for  baby 
chicks  as  far  in  advance  as  possible 
and  ,in  fact,  to  attend  to  this  matter 
at  once.  It  will  help  the  hatchery  in 
planning  their  output,  and  cost  the 
purchaser  no  more  for  his  baby 
chicks.  Please  give  this  matter  care- 
ful thought,  because  it  is  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  poultry  industry  that 
the  baby  chick  business  be  handled 
on  a  sound  financial  basis. 


HEAVY  VARIETIES 

Each  spring,  it  13  quite  noticeable 
that  the  early  orders  for  baby  chicks 
call  for  the  heavy  varieties,  while  the 
general  demand  for  leghorns  does  not 
come  until  later  in  the  season. 

A  large  number  of  people  are 
anxious  to  get  some  heavy  varieties 
started  early  so  that  the  chicks  can 
get  on  the  market  in  about  10  weeks 
and  get  the  higher  price  which  comes 
from  the  early  fryers.  The  propor- 
tion of  poultrymen  who  are  doing 
this  is  increasing  continually,  with 
the  result  that  the  early  fryers  are 
coming  on  the  market  in  much  more 
abundance  than  they  have  in  the 
past.  In  fact,  practically  every  poul- 


tryman  should  buy  a  bunch  of  baby 
chicks  so  as  to  raise  a  supply  of  early 
fryers,  not  only  for  his  own  use,  but 
for  the  market.  Even  though  the 
average  breeder  may  raise  leghorns, 
we  believe  it  would  justify  them  to 
buy  a  few  of  the  heavy  breeds  early 
for  the  above  purpose,  but  be  sure  to 
move  them  all  out  before  breeding 
season  comes  so  as  to  keep  their  leg- 
horn flocks  pure  of  any  heavy  breed 
crosses. 


WATCH  THE  BREEDERS 

The  poultryman  who  is  selling  his 
eggs  to  the  hatchery  should  pay  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  hens  during  the  next  two  or  three 
months.  Breeding  hens  should  not  be 
too  fat  or  too  skinny.  It  is  desired 
that  they  produce  eggs  with  a  high 
fertility,  and  if  the  flock  is  underfed 
or  overfed,  you  cannot  expect  the 
best  results  in  this  connection.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  of  overfeeding, 
and  hens  that  are  too  fat  invariably 
produce  eggs  that  show  a  poor 
hatchability.  Mash  makes  eggs  and 
the  grain  keeps  the  body  in  repair,  so 
watch  carefully  the  proportion  and 
see  that  the  hens  get  a  balanced  ra- 
tion, especially  during  the  laying 
season. 


OYSTER  SHELL  FOR  POULTRY 
PROFITS 


Expert  poultry  raisers  and  breeders 
are  no  longer  satisfied  with  average 
egg  production,  resulting  in  a  small 
profit,  "breaking  even,"  or  loss.  They 
have  found  that  the  means  used  to 
obtain  this  end  usually  need  but  the 
addition  of  practice  to  change  the 
final  reckoning  from  minus  to  plus. 
The  practice  is  the  use  of  crushed  oy- 
ster shell,  a  mineral  food  which  is  the 
backbone  of  poultry  profit.  It  builds 
the  bones  of  the  chickens,  assuring  a 
sturdy  flock.   It  improves  the  general 


health  of  the  fowls.  Its  most  impor- 
tant function,  however,  is  the  supply- 
ing of  eggshell  material.  This  func- 
tion is  performed  by  the  calcium  car- 
bonate contained  in  the  oyster  shell. 

Oyster  shell  is,  indeed,  as  it  has 
been  so  aptly  put,  "Eggshell  in  the 
Rough." 

In  order  to  obtain  ideal  results,  ab- 
solutely pure  crushed  oyster  shell 
must  be  used.  A  more  than  98  per 
cent  calcium  carbonate  content  and 
scientific  treatment  are  also  essen- 
tial. 

The  scientific  treatment  necessary 
to  make  crushed  oyster  shell  is  as 
follows:  First  the  raw  shell  is  passed 
through  the  crushers.  Then  after 
three  washings  it  is  conveyed  thru 
big  rotary  dryers  where  intense  heat 
destroys  all  foreign  and  putrid  mat- 
ter, making  it  sanitary  and  clean. 
This  ensures  freedom  from  odor  and 
poisonous  matter. 

The  shell  should  then  be  triple 
screened  into  two  sizes,  for  hens  and 
chicks  respectively.  All  oversize  and 
dust  should  be  discarded.  Then  after 
careful  packing  in  heavy  new  burlap 
bags  we  have  the  finished  product 
which,  if  kept  before  your  chickens 
all  the  time,  will  certainly  make  them 

pay. 


CLEANING  DRINKING. 
FOUNTAINS 


Drinking  fountains  which  cannot 
be  reached  on  the  inside  may  be 
cleaned  with  scalding  water  and  a  big 
handful  of  shot.  Fill  the  fountain 
about  quarter  full  with  hot  water, 
and  then  pour  in  the  shot.  Shake  the 
vessel  briskly  so  the  shot  will  scrape 
along  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the 
fountain.  This  will  remove  the  scum 
and  make  the  vessel  clean  and 
sweet.

The  root  is  a 
perennial,  throwing  up  numerous  strong  branching 
shoots  about  two  feet  high,  with  foliage  that  is  orna- 
mental, and  blossoms  that  are  beautiful. 
The  mammoth  ruby-red  berries,  large  white  blossoms 
and  glossy  ornamental  foliage  make  it  a  plant  that 
Is  handsome  to  look  upon.  Not  only  are  the  berries 
beautiful,  but  for  jelly,  canning  and  preserves  they 
have  few  equals.  The  canes  or  shoots  die  to  the 
earth  in  winter,  new  ones  being  thrown  up  the  fol- 
lowing spring,  which  begin  blooming  and  setting 
fruits  at  once.  The  plant  is  hardy  in  any  location 
or  climate.  No  amount  of  cold  or  heat  will  injure  it. 
A  few  of  these  bushes  would  make  a  most  desirable 
addition  to  your  garden.  Plants  get  stronger  and 
larger  each  year.

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FOR  WRITTEN  FARM  LEASE 

Avoid  Misunderstanding-  Between 
Owner  and  Tenant 

Many  misunderstandings  in  connec- 
tion with  farm  operations  may  be 
avoided  by  both  tenants  and  land- 
lords if  they  make  use  of  a  written 
lease  embodying  at  least  the  major 
agreements  under  which  each  partic- 
ular farm  is  being  rented,  points  out 
J.  E.  Crosby  of  the  Missouri  College 
of  Agriculture.  Such  a  lease  should 
contain  a  clear  statement  of  the  in- 
tentions of  both  parties;  provisions 
for  division  of  income  between  the 
landlord  and  tenant  in  proportion  to 
the  input  of  each,  and  incentives  and 
provisions  conducive  to  good  hus- 
bandry practices  and  systems. 

Both  tenants  and  landlords  benefit 
where  such  leases  are  used,  and  great- 
er security  of  tenure  usually  results. 
Longer  residence  on  the  same  farm 
permits  the  practice  of  a  more  satis- 
factory system  of  farming  and  an  op- 
portunity for  tenants  to  expend  their 
capital  investment  in  farming  enter- 
prises. Long-time  farming  plans  can- 
not be  undertaken  unless  the  farm 
operator  has  reasonable  assurance 
that  he  may  remain  on  the  farm  more 
than  one  year. 

Long-term  leases  are  objected  to, 
however,  on  several  grounds,  and 
many  landlords  insist  on  executing 
leases  which  cover  only  one  crop 
year. 


TIME  TO  SELECT  TURKEYS 


Production  of  higher  quality  tur- 
keys next  year  will  depend  to  a  great 
extent  upon  the  kind  of  breeding 
stock  selected  this  fall,  urges  D.  D. 
Moyer  of  the  Missouri  College  of 
Agriculture.  Many  farm  turkey 
flocks  would  sell  at  considerably 
higher  prices  if  they  were  of  a  more 
desirable  market  type. 

There  are  three  Important  consid- 
erations in  selecting  turkeys  for  dis- 
criminating markets,  and  likewise  for 
breeding  stock.  The  individual  birds 
should  be  well  fleshed — thus  the  body 
must  be  of  desirable  conformation. 
They  must  also  be  well  fattened  and 
free  from  pin  feathers  at  six  months 


or  earlier,  which  necessitates  select- 
ing birds  for  early  maturity. 

Birds  selected  should  have  a  broad 
back  with  a  long,  straight  breast,  so 
that  the  most  desirable  part  of  the 
carcass  will  carry  considerable  meat. 
It  is  important  that  the  breast  be 
broad.  The  body  should  not  be  too 
deep,  so  as  to  give  it  a  rangy  appear- 
ance, but  there  should  be  considerable 
width  between  the  legs,  and  the  legs 
should  be  relatively  short.  A  bird 
with  this  type  of  conformation  has 
the  appearance  of  ruggedness  and 
matures  earlier  than  the  average  in 
the  flock. 

Breeding  stock  must  also  be  healthy 
and  vigorous.  The  head  should  be 
relatively  short  and  broad,  the  eye 
bright  and  prominent,  they  should 
have  well  groomed  plumage  and  a 
strong,  sturdy  step.  The  body  of  the 
bird  should  be  well  covered  with  fat, 
that  is  a  broad  layer  of  fat  along 
the  back  from  the  neck  to  the  tail, 
streaks  of  fat  over  the  hips,  along 
the  breast  on  either  side  about  mid- 
way between  the  wing  joint  and  the 
lower  side  of  the  breast. 


MEAT  OF  BEST  MARKET  FOWLS 


To  give  satisfaction,  the  bones  must 
be  small  and  the  meat  thick,  and  the 
meat  must  be  properly  disposed  upon 
the  fowl.  The  majority  of  poultry 
eaters  prefer  white  meat  to  dark,  and 
consequently  the  fowl  with  the  great- 
est amount  of  breast  meat  is  most  in 
demand.  The  best  market  fowls  have 
this  white  meat  not  only  on  the 
breast,  but  also  well  back  between 
the  legs.  Much  of  the  market  poultry 
fails  to  be  thick  meated  in  these 
points,  and  this  is  a  vital  defect.

Forcing  Affects  Fertility 

Is  it  true  that  forcing  a  hen  for  heavy  win- 
ter egg  production  will  affect  the  fertility  of 
the  eggs  she  may  lay  in  the  spring?

Yes.  Heavy  winter  laying  tends  to 
lower  the  vitality  of  the  hen  and  the 
fertility  of  the  eggs  may  be  lowered; 
the  chicks  are  seldom  as  strong.  We 
do  not  advocate  the  forcing  of  breed- 
ing stock  at  this  season  of  the  year.

Age  of  Breeders 

I  have  been  told  that'  pullets  do  not  make 
satisfactory  breeders.

Many  pullets  start  laying  before 
they  are  fully  matured.  The  result  is 
that  while  the  eggs  may  be  fertile, 
yet  the  chicks  lack  the  necessary 
vitality.  When  two-year-old  hens  are 
used  as  breeders  the  chicks  will  be 
stronger.  Never  use  a  bird  in  the 
breeding  pen  unless  it  is  fully  ma- 
tured.

Determining  Fertility 

Is  there  any  way  by  which  I  can  determine 
whether  an  egg  is  fertile  before  incubating  it? 
I£  so,  in  what  part  of  the  egg  does  the  germ 
appear? — C.  O.  L. .  West  Virginia. 

When  an  egg  is  fertile  the  germ 
spot  is  located  on  the  small,  round 
yellowish  spot  on  the  top  of  the  yolk. 
By  the  aid  of  a  powerful  magnifying 
glass  it  is  possible  to  determine  if  the 
germ  is  present.  We  know  of  no  other 
way  of  detecting  the  fertilizing  germ 
outside  of  incubation  or  breaking  the 
shell  and  using  a  powerful  glass. 


Double  Mating 

I  have  heard  that  double  mating  is  prac- 
ticed on  some  breeds,  and  I  am  curious  to 
know  just  what  is  meant  by  the  term. — B.  L.t 
New  Jersey. 

Two  separate  and  distinct  matings 
are  made.  One  mating  will  produce 
pullets  of  the  desired  color,  and  the 
other  mating  will  produce  cockerels 
of  the  color  wanted.  This  plan  involves 
quite  a  lot  of  labor. 


Breed  and  Variety 

Please  clear  up  the  meaning  of  the  words 
breed,  and  variety,  and  oblige. — T.  H. ,  In- 
diana. 

The  word  breed  is  used  to  designate 
a  certain  race  of  fowls,  while  the 
word  variety  indicates  a  certain  divi- 
sion of  the  breed.

egg  white.  Drop  by  spoonfuls  into 
small-sized  buttered  cup  cake  tins. 
Bake  in  moderate  oven  (350°  F.) 
about  20  minutes.  Makes  12  small 
cup  cakes. 

Maul  Ice  Box  Cake 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 
M  cup  cold  water 

1  cup  syrup,  drained  from  gems, 

heated 
V\  cup  sugar 
%  teaspoon  salt 

1  teaspoon  grated  lemon  rind 

1  tablespoon  lemon  juice 

2  egg  whites 

Vz  cup  whipping  cream 

Sliced  sponge  cake  or  2  dozen 
lady  fingers 
1Y2  cups    canned   Hawaiian  pine- 
apple gems 

Maraschino  cherries 
Soak  gelatin  in  water  5  minutes. 
Dissolve  in  hot  pineapple  syrup, 
add  sugar  and  salt,  and  stir  until 
dissolved.  Add  lemon  rind  and 
juice.  Chill  until  jelly  starts  to 
thicken,  then  fold  in  stiffly  beaten 
egg  whites  and  whipped  cream. 
Line  sides  of  an  oblong  mold  with 
sponge  cake  or  lady  fingers.  Fill 
mold  with  alternate  layers  of  pine- 
apple mixture  and  sponge  cake  or 
lady  fingers.  Chill  until  firm.  Un- 
mold  and  serve  garnished  with  the 
pineapple  gems,  cherries,  and  addi- 
tional whipped  cream  slightly 
sweetened,  tinted  a  pale  green  and 
put  on  the  cake  with  a  pastry 
tube.    Yield:    8  servings. 

Sweet  Dreams  Coffolate 

Here's  a  refreshing  party  bever- 
age, made  with  chocolate  and  de- 
caffeinated coffee,  so  everybody 
can  enjoy  extra  cups  without  count- 
ing sheep  later  on.  Add  4  table- 
spoons ground  decaffeinated  coffee, 
2  squares  unsweetened  chocolate, 
cut  in  pieces,  6  cloves,  4-inch  piece 
of  stick  cinnamon  and  dash  of  salt 
to  4  cups  milk,  and  heat  in  double 
boiler  until  chocolate  is  melted. 
Strain  immediately.  Combine  1 
tablespoon  of  flour  and  %  cup 
sugar.  Add  liquid  and  cook  15 
minutes,  or  until  thickened,  stirring 
constantly.  Remove  from  fire,  cool 
slightly  and  pour  over  1  egg,  well 
beaten.  Chill.  Serve  ice  cold  with 
whipped  cream  if  desired.  Makes 
1  quart  coffolate.

A  Pudding  For 
ALL

'OME  folks  build  castles  in  the 
Some  have  them  on  the 
Oh!  there  are  castles 
everywhere.  Yet 
none  of  them 
are  mine.  But 
wait!  Among  my 
recipes  a  castle 
pudding  glow- 
ers. And  hisses 
at  me  in  rebuke 
"I'm  yours,  his, 
hers  or  ours." 
Castle  Pudding 
2  cups  sifted  cake  flour;  2%  tea- 
spoons double-acting  baking  powd- 
er; 14  teaspoon  salt;  y3  cup  butter 
or  other  shortening;  %  cup  sugar; 
1  egg,  well  beaten;  1  cup  milk. 

Sift  flour  once,  measure,  add 
baking  powder  and  salt,  and  sift 
together  three  times.  Cream  butter, 
add  sugar  gradually,  and  cream  to- 
gether thoroughly.  Add  egg,  then 
flour,  alternately  with  milk,  a  small 
amount  at  a  time,  beruing  well 
after  each  addition.  Turn  into 
greased  individual  molds,  filling 
them  Vz  full.  Cover  tightly  and 
steam  1  hour.  Serve  hot  with 
Crimson  Sauce.    Serves  S. 

Crimson  Sauce 
2  tablespoons  hot  water;  %  cup 
tart  red  jelly  or  jam  (currant, 
cherry,  strawberry  or  red  rasp- 
berry); 1  teaspoon  lemon  juice; 
dash  of  salt. 

Add  hot  water  to  jelly  and  stir 
until  blended.  Add  lemon  juice  and 
salt.  (If  jam  is  used,  strain  mix- 
ture.) Serve  on  cottage  or  light 
steamed  puddings.  Makes  V2  cup 
sauce.

From  information  which  we  have 
at  hand,  the  season  of  1940  appears 
to  be  most  promising  for  hatchery- 
men.

PUPPIES  PRODUCE  PROFITS

Editor's  Note: — This  article  from  the  Vet- 
erinary Clinic  and  Research  Department  of 
te  Dr.  L.  D.  LeGear  Medicine  Company,  pre- 
sents a<  timely  discussion  of  an  important  vet- 
erinary problem.

No  farm  or  home  is  complete  with- 
out a  dog.  And  the  expense  of  buy- 
ing and  keeping  a  fine  dog  is  no 
factor,  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  such  a  dog  can 
easily  be  made  to  be 
self-supporting,  and 
even  show  the  owner 
a  profit.  It  is  no 
more  expensive  to 
feed  a  pedigreed  dog 
than  any  other.  A 
good  house  pet  or 
hunting  dog  may 
easily  be  converted 
into  a  money-maker 
because  large  cities, 
even  though  they 
may  lie  some  dis- 
tance away,  are 
good  markets  for 
farm-  raised  pedi- 
greed puppies. 

If  a  person  living 
in  the  country  buys 
a  good  bitch  of  a 
popular  breed,  such  as  Scottish  Ter- 
rier, Cocker  Spaniel,  Wire-Haired 
Foxterrier,  or  Welsh  Terrier  (which 
latter  is  fast  gaining  in  popularity  in 
the  cities)  he  can  realize  from  $25  to 
$50  and  upward  in  clear  profit  on 
each  litter  which  she  produces.  The 
same  thing  applies  to  hunting  dogs, 
if  the  individual  happens  to  prefer 
them  to  the  pet  breeds. 

Dog  breeders  who  own  and  operate 
kennels  and  have  well-bred  stud  dogs, 
perhaps  champions,  will  usually  pro- 
vide stud  service  to  a  good  bitch  of 
the  same  breed  in  exchange  for  the 
choice  puppy  of  the  litter.  The  pup- 
pies are  ready  to  sell  in  eight  weeks, 
and  during  the  first  five  to  six  weeks 
cost  practically  nothing  to  feed,  for 
they  are  nursing  the  mother  at  that 
time. 

Litters  bring  from  $25  to  $50  if 
sold  all  at  one  time  to  city  buyers 
such  as  pet  shops,  kennels,  etc.,  who 
advertise  for  such  litters  continually 
in  dog  publications.  The  price  varies 
with  the  breed,  the  number  of  pup- 
pies, and  the  percentage  of  male  pup- 
pies in  the  litter.   Those  litters  con- 


taining mostly  male  puppies  usually 
bring  a  higher  price  than  those  with 
a  high  percentage  of  females.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  puppies  are  sold  in- 
dividually, even  although  this  takes 
more  time  and  trouble,  the  returns 
will  be  greater  since  the  puppies  will 
bring  from  $20  upward  apiece. 

If  the  breeder  raises  bird  dogs  or 
hounds,  and  has  the  time  and  ability 
to  train  them  for  their  work  before 
offering  them  for  sale,  the  best  of  the 
puppies  will  then  bring  prices  far 
above  those  which  can  be  asked  for 
puppies  sold  directly  after  weaning. 

If  ordinary  precautions  are  taken 
in  raising  the  dam,  such  as  proper 
worming  and  vaccinating  her  against 
distemper,  there  is  little  to  worry 
about  in  farm-raised  bitches.  Due  to 
the  fact  that  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions dog  are  continually  becoming 
reinfested  with  worms,  we  find  it  ad- 
visable as  a  general  thing  to  admin- 
ster  worm  treatment  to  puppies  over 
six  or  eight  weeks  of  age  once  every 
two  months,  and  to  grow  dogs  about 
three  times  a  year.  It  is  advisable  to 
adminster  a  good  tonic  tablet  as  well 
as  cod  liver  oil  or  cod  liver  oil  tablets 
to  pregnant  bitches,  to  improve  the 
general  condition,  tone  of  the  system, 
and  help  in  the  production  of  strong- 
er, more  robust  litters  of  puppies. 

An  original  investment  of  $25  to 
$35  in  a  good  pedigreed  bitch  will 
give  a  nice  return  over  a  period  of 
years.  Children  can  care  for  the 
dog,  feeding  is  no  problem,  and  the 
animal  is  also  the  household  pet  or  a 
good  hunting  dog,  or  both.  As  there 
is  an  open  market,  low  initial  cost 
and  overhead,  and  a  good  profit  is 
available,  it  might  be  wise  to  con- 
sider this  thought  as  one  source  of 
additional  income.

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CHARCOAL  FACTS 

FOR  POULTRYMEN 


The  use  of  charcoal  is  recognized 
very  generally  now  in  reference  to 
the  balanced  diet  of  all  livestock.  The 
producers  of  minerals  for  cattle,  hogs 
and  sheep  recognize  the  value  of 
charcoal  as  an  ingredient  of  their 
concentrated  products,  and  its  bene- 
ficial results  have  been  demonstrated 
so  many  times  that  there  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  value  of  a  certain 
amount  of  charcoal  for  the  upbuilding 
and  health  growth  of  the  body. 

Charcoal  is  a  manufactured  product 
made  by  several  methods,  and  differ- 
ent kinds  vary  widely  in  usefulness, 
just  as  two  makes  of  mash  may  look 
alike,  and  one  exceed  the  other  in 
food  value.  A  shoe  just  right  for 
dancing  is  no  good  at  a  logging 
camp.  A  gun  for  shooting  birds  is  no 
good  for  elephants.  Even  eggs  vary. 
There  are  insect  eggs,  alligator  eggs 


and  turtle  egs,  turkey  eggs,  duck  and 
hen  eggs,  etc.  On  the  outside  a  spoil- 
ed hen  egg  may  look  the  same  as  a 
fresh  one.  You  can't  judge  every- 
thing just  by  name  and  appearance 
especially  charcoal. 

One  type  or  grade  of  charcoal  may 
be  just  right  for  one  purpose  and 
worth,  say  $1.00  a  bushel  for  that 
purpose.  Another  type  may  not  be 
worth  over  50c  or  75c  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  may  be  worth  $1.00  or  more 
for  another  use.  Charcoal  is  used  in 
large  quantities  in  many  industries. 
The  big  users  see  to  it  that  they  buy 
the  kind  best  suited  for  their  own 
particular  use.  Relatively  speaking, 
it  is  just  as  important  that  the  small 
user  use  the  same  care.  The  purpose 
of  this  article  is  to  give  you  enough 
information  about  the  familiar  types 
and  their  manufacture,  that  you  may 


have  a  better  basis  for  judging  what 
kind  you  will  use  for  feeding. 

Charcoal  is  made  from  various  ma- 
terials. Some  is  just  made  to  sell, 
and  by  so  doing  turn  some  refuse 
material  into  money.  Most  charcoal 
is  made  from  wood.  Some  woods 
yield  charcoal  that  is  very  different 
from  that  of  other  woods.  Therefore, 
even  wood  charcoals  may  vary  con- 
siderably according  to  the  wood  used 
and  process  of  charring.  Charcoal 
has  also  been  made  from  peat,  sugar 
cane  refuse,  corn  cobs,  grape  seeds, 
and  in  some  cases  from  fruit  pits,  nut 
shells,  etc. 

A  good  part  of  the  wood  charcoal 
made  west  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
also  some  made  east  of  it,  is  made  by 
a  crude  method.  In  this  process,  the 
only  product  obtained  is  charcoal.

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either  go  up  in  smoke,  or  are  left  in 
the  charcoal.  The  method  is  primi- 
tive and  does  not  permit  saving  oils 
present  in  the  wood,  nor  does  it  per- 
mit control  of  quality.  Therefore, 
such  charcoal  varies  greatly  and  can- 
not be  expected  to  have  proper  ab- 
sorptive ability. 

To  make  charcoal  by  this  method, 
wood  is  piled  either  in  brick  "bee- 
hive" kilns  or  is  just  stacked  on  the 
ground  and  covered  with  dirt  and 
sod.  In  either  case,  holes  are  left 
around  the  sides  and  at  the  top  cen- 
ter. Fire  is  started  in  this  wood.  Part 
of  it  burns  to  ashes  and  heat  from 
this  burning  wood  is  supposed  to  char 
such  wood  as  does  not  burn.  Choking 
and  unchoking  the  vents  at  the  side 
prevents  some  from  burning.  When 
burning  has  gone  far  enough,  the 
vents  are  supposed  to  be  closed  to 
stop  the  fire.  If  that  doesn't  do  it, 
water  may  be  used,  but  the  use  of 
water  should  be  avoided.  Charcoal 
made  in  kilns  is  usually  intended  for 
burning  purposes  and  is  better  suited 
for  that  than  where  absorptive  abil- 
ity is  important,  but  this  charcoal 
may  give  off  excess  smoke  and  less 
heat  units  than  well  made  wood 
charcoal.  It  cannot  be  dependable  as 
it  is  not  uniform  as  to  quality.  Usu- 
ally also,  the  wood  charred  in  kilns 
carries  a  lot  of  bark.  Bark  does  not 
make  good  charcoal  and  it  raises  the 
ash  content. 

After  cooling  and  the  clean  lump 
has  been  "sorted"  and  sacked  for  in- 
dustrial use,  the  breakage  of  "sweep- 
ings" is  "sifted"  with  coal  forks  to 
remove  dirt.  When  wet  it  is  air- 
dried.  There  is  no  oven  for  drying 
it  Then  it  is  usually  ground  for  poul- 
try use  in  localities  where  it  is  ac- 
ceptable. Sometimes,  the  larger 
lumps  are  ground  too,  but  the  sweep- 
ings cannot  be  sold  as  lump  charcoal, 
so  are  ground  first. 

"By-Product  Charcoal"  is  the  name 
sometimes  applied  to  charcoal  made 
in  modern  plants  where  removable 
material  in  the  wood  is  recovered  as 
oils,  gasses,  and  solids.  Numerous 
kinds  of  wood  may  be  used  and  vari- 
ous kinds  of  charcoal  will  result  from 
the  different  kinds  of  wood.  In  the 
eastern  states,  there  are  several 
plants  making  charcoal  from  suit- 
able wood,  resulting  in  wood  charcoal 
well  suited  for  feeding. 

The  wood  is  heated  in  steel  retorts 
by  fires  underneath  but  no  fire  in- 
side. Vapor  and  gas  are  driven  from 
the  wood  by  the  heat,  and  the  vapor 
condensed  (by  cooling)  to  oil  and 
water.  The  oil  is  refined  and  pro- 
cessed to  yield  various  desirable  pro- 
ducts, varying  greatly  with  the  type 
of  wood  used.  In  a  modern  charcoal 
plant  one  type  of  wood  may  result  in 
a  value  of  charcoal  perhaps  twice 
that  of  the  value  of  the  oils.  In  an- 
other modern  charcoal  plant,  an  en- 
tirely different  type  of  wood  may  re- 
sult in  oils  perhaps  three  times  as 
valuable  as  the  charcoal  made.  In 
either  case,  the  oil  products  are  of 
sufficient  value  to  make  it  desirable 
to  thoroughly  carbonize  the  wood. 

The  carbonization  of  hardwood 
yields  wood  alcohol,  actic  acid,  hard- 
wood pitch,  and  other  closely  related 
products. 


The  carbonization  of  the  proper 
grade  of  pine  wood  yields  pine  tar, 
turpentine,  pine  oil,  pine  pitch,  and 
numerous  related  products. 

Charcoal  for  feeding  purposes 
certainly  should  be  made  from  a  raw 
material  capable  of  yielding  a  proper 
grade  of  charcoal  for  this  purpose. 
Tests  show  clearly  that  wood  char- 
coal is  superior.  The  wood  must  be 
carbonized  properly,  and  the  desire 
to  recover  the  valuable  oils  from  the 
wood  gives  a  perfect  reason  to  com- 
plete the  carbonization  of  wood  in 
plants  where  this  can  be  done.  The 
supply  of  wel  Imade  wood  charcoal 
is  sufficient,  and  no  user  needs  to 
accept  a  poorly  made  substitute. 

A  plant  making  quality  wood  char- 
coal in  this  manner:  Sound  wood  is 
loaded  into  steel  ovens,  and  is  heat- 
ed by  fires  around  the  steel  ovens  un- 
til the  heat  rises  to  800  degrees  F., 
in  some  plants  1000  degrees  F.,  and 
this  peak  is  held  for  a  good  number 
of  hours.  Then  the  fire  is  cut  off  and 
the  oven  cools  until  the  charcoal  re- 
maining inside  may  be  removed.  This 
charcoal  is  placed  at  once  in  airtight 
containers  of  various  sizes  in  various 
plants,  to  remain  and  cool  for  anoth- 
er full  24  hours.  When  removed  from 
the  coolers,  the  charcoal  has  reached 
outdoor  temperature.  In  this  hand- 
ling, the  charcoal  does  not  need  to  be 
drench  with  water  to  cool  the  char- 
coal and  prevent  fires  in  the  fresh 
charcoal.  The  charcoal  is  then  kept 
under  sheds,  protected  from  the 
weather,  for  several  more  days.  Then 
the  charcoal  may  start  its  journey  to 
the  user.  It  may  be  shipped  in  the 
lump  form  to  those  who  use  it  in  this 
shape.  The  quantity  desired  goes 
through  grinding  mills  where  the 
charcoal  is  crushed  and  screened  to 
useful  and  uniform  sizes  for  feeding 
purposes.  It  is  packed  in  paper  lined 
burlap  bags  so  as  to  reach  the  user 
well  protected. 

The  chemist  will  find  well  made 
wood  charcoal  very  high  in  carbon 
content,  often  as  high  as  80%.  The 
ash  content  is  minute.  The  moisture 
content  is  small.  The  volatile  matter 
content  (that  which  can  be  removed 
only  by  "complete"  carbonization) 
makes  up  the  small  balance.  "Com- 
plete" carbonization  is  almost  impos- 
sible, even  in  modern  wood  charcoal 
plants. 

Many  poultrymen  get  their  supply 
of  charcoal  through  the  various  min- 
erals and  feeds  they  buy,  but  very 
many  well  informed  people  buy  the 
charcoal  direct  and  place  it  in  a  hop- 
per the  same  as  grit,  or  mixed  with 
grit,  to  make  sure  that  their  birds 
get  an  ample  supply  to  suit  their  own 
appetites,  and  appetites  for  wood 
charcoal  do  form  and  grow,  varying 
from  day  to  day  in  the  same  bird. 

The  illustration  with  this  article 
will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  huge 
and  intricate  plants  required.  We  hope 
no  poultryman  wil  loverlook  the  value 
of  wood  charcoal  as  a  material  part 
of  the  feeding  program.

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The  Editor  Says 


BALANCED  PRODUCTION 

The  ideal  condition  would  be  when 
production  provided  for  the  demands 
plus  a  reasonable  surplus  to  provide 
for  an  emergency  which  might  arise. 

Years  ago  production  dropped  to 
practically  zero  during  the  winter 
months.  This  could  mean  but  one 
thing  and  that  was  an  almost  de- 
pleted supply.  Quite  naturally  prices 
tended  to  rise  much  beyond  ell  rea- 
son. This  condition  continued  until 
with  the  moderation  of  the  weather 
the  egg  flow  began  to  increase.  With 
increased  production  came  lower 
prices.  Many  times  the  bottom  ap- 
peared to  drop  out  of  the  egg  price 
and  eggs  were  sold  far  below  actual 
cost  of  production.  More  than  a  few 
poultrymen  became  disgusted  at  such 
a  condition  and  quit  the  business. 

The  poultry  journals  have  promot- 
ed a  plan  of  education  in  feeding  and 
care  of  poultry  which  has  done  much 
to  balance  egg  production.  The  com- 
mercial feed  concerns  should  also  be 
commended  for  their  part  in  this  pro- 
gram. Naturally  they  want  to  make 
a  profit  from  their  business  and  they 
have  looked  far  into  the  future  and 
done  the  very  thing  which  will  make 
poultry  keeping  profitable,  and  that 
means  much  future  business  lor  the 
feed  firms. 

Poultry  must  be  profitable  to  the 
poultry  keeper  or  the  business  can- 
not endure.  The  old  system  where  one 
received  high  prices  for  eggs  when 
he  had  few  to  sell  and  was  forced  to 
sell  the  bulk  of  his  eggs  at  less  than 
cost,  is  rapidly  passing.  It  must  go 
completely.  No  poultryman  should 
ever- have  to  sell  eggs  for  less  than 
production  cost. 

Gradually  a  balanced  system  of 
production  is  replacing  the  old  order 
of  things.  As  individuals  we  c;m  do 
much  to  help  this  along  and  by  so 
doing  we  will  not  only  help  our  pro- 
fits but  we  will  help  put  the  entire 
poultry  business  on  a  firm  lousiness 
basis.  Each  one  of  us  should  adopt 
methods  which  will  try  to  even  up 
the  yearly  production.  Some  thought 
upon  this  matter  will  help  us  to  reach 
towards  our  ideal  of  a  reasonable 
profit  from  our  poultry  at  all  times. 


CLEANLINESS  AND 
HEALTH 

A  very  large  amount  of  the  less  in 
the  poultry  business  is  due  to  sick- 
ness. This  is  especially  so  during  the 
winter  months.  A  considerable  part 
of  this  sickness  is  due  to  a  lack  of 
cleanliness  in  and  about  the  poultry 
house.  Sickness  quite  frequently  is 
due  to  just  common  filth.  If  you  pro- 


vide a  proper  place  for  germs  to 
thrive  and  develop  you  need  not  be 
surprised  if  they  do  well.  The  fact  's 
that  it  is  sometimes  peculiar  that 
there  is  as  little  sickness  as  there  is, 
in  view  of  the  lack  of  sanitary  condi- 
tions found  on  many  farms. 

Quite  naturally  it  requires  a  lot  of 
work  to  keep  a  poultry  house  clean. 
However,  if  a  plan  is  made  the  work 
may  be  done  with  ease  and  dispatch. 

The  dropping  boards  should  be 
cleaned  daily  if  possible.  Every  other 
day  is  about  as  long  as  cleanings 
may  be  postponed.  In  hot  weather 
you  must  keep  them  clean  enough  so 
that  there  will  be  no  odor. 

The  nesting  materials  should  be 
changed  as  often  as  it  becomes  soiled. 
The  time  of  changing  will  vary  with 
the  season  of  the  year  and  weather 
conditions.  In  rainy  weather  you 
must  change  the  nests  rather  fre- 
quently. 

Litter  should  be  changed  when 
badly  soiled  or  too  damp.  If  the  poul- 
try house  is  properly  constructed  and 
has  the  right  amount  of  ventilation 
the  litter  will  not  become  damp.  Very 
few  houses  have  enough  ventilation, 
and  that  is  one  cause  of  damp  litter. 

If  you  are  going  to  try  and  keep 
poultry  in  good  health  you  must  keep 
your  poultry  house  clean. 


BUY  BROODERS 


Sometimes  as  we  study  the  many 
man-made  appliances  which  are  such 
a  valuable  aid  in  poultry  keeping,  we 
feel  sure  that  the  hen  must  be  quite 
alarmed.  Just  about  the  only  thing 
that  the  brain  of  man  has  not  solved 
is  an  egg-laying  machine.  It  seems 
that  Biddy  is  quite  safe  in  that  realm. 
All  these  various  appliances  merely 
indicate  that  man  wants  the  hen  to 
keep  busy  laying  eggs.  We  use  incu- 
bators to  hatch,  and  brooders  to 
mother  the  chicks,  in  order  that  the 


hen  may  be  free  to  lay  all  the  time. 

Speaking  of  brooders,  have  you  or- 
dered your  brooder  yet?  The  season 
is  well  advanced,  and  this  is  your  last 
chance  to  get  the  brooder  you  have 
long  intended  to  buy.  You  must  act 
at  once. 

Possibly  you  are  somewhat  con- 
fused about  the  kind  of  brooder  best 
suited  to  your  needs.  There  are  many 
excellent  brooders  on  the  market  to- 
day. Whether  you  buy  an  oil,  coal 
or  electric  brooder  will  be  determined 
by  your  needs,  the  amount  of  money 
you  care  to  spend,  and  your  location. 
The  electric  brooder  is  clean,  efficient, 
and  where  electric  current  is  not  too 
high  it  proves  very  useful.  Oil  and 
coal-heated  brooders  are  both  good. 

No  matter  what  style  you  may  se- 
lect, be  sure  to  buy  a  brooder  which 
is  plenty  large.  Many  people  make 
the  mistake  of  buying  too  small.  We 
would  rather  have  one  a  trifle  large 
than  to  try  and  get  along  with  a  small 
one  and  have  to  crowd  it.  Crowding 
is  always  a  serious  proposition. 

If  you  need  a  brooder,  better  send 
in  your  order  today  while  the  matter 
is  fresh  in  your  mind.  To  delay  will 
mean  that  you  will  be  seriously  incon- 
venienced to  say  the  least.

Rough  Shells 

I  have  been  selling  my  eggs  at  a  nearby 
town  and  getting  a  fair  price  for  them,  but 
of  late  am  having  complaints  because  the 
shells  are  rough.  Some  even  show  ridges.  If 
you  can  help  me  solve  this  problem  I  shall  be 
most  grateful.  The  hens  are  nice  and  fat. — 
Mrs.  K.  L. ,  Indiana. 

This  condition  might  be  caused  by 
a  disease  of  the  egg  organs,  but  more 
than  likely  the  trouble  comes  from 
a  lack  of  lime  or  an  inferior  oyster 
shell,  or  possibly  an  overfat  condition. 
If  the  hens  have  plenty  of  good  shell 
and  then  the  trouble  does  not  clear 
up,  we  would  be  inclined  to  say  that 
the  birds  are  too  fat.  Reduce  the  corn 
in  the  ration,  give  more  green  food, 
and  be  sure  that  all  scratch  feed  is 
given  in  litter  at  least  one  foot  deep, 
to  insure  that  they  get  plenty  of  ex- 
ercise. 


Sex  in  Eggs 

I  have  found  quite  a  demand  for  hatching 
eggs  this  year,  much  to  my  surprise,  but  I 
have  been  asked  to  send  pullet  eggs.  Now  1 
want  to  know  how  I  can  tell  that  the  eggs 
will  hatch  pullets.  If  you  know  of  any  way 
please  forward  it  to  me. — S.  R.  N.,  Missouri. 

This  question  is  one  of  the  old  ones. 
We  get  it  just  about  every  year.  It 
used  to  be  said  that  the  long  egg 
would  hatch  out  cockerels,  while  the 
short,  round  egg  hatched  pullets.  We 
disproved  this  theory  thirty  years 
ago.  One  by  one  we  have  tested  every 
theory  which  has  come  to  our  atten- 
tion, and  up  to  the  present  time  we 
have  yet  to  find  any  rule  which  does 
not  have  exceptions.  The  best  way  to 
find  out  what  kind  of  chicks  the  eggs 
will  hatch  is  to  incubate  the  eggs  and 
raise  the  chicks.  It  is  the  only  sure 
way.

Rats  Bother  Us 

I  am  having  a  lot  of  trooble  with  rats. 
They  have  dug  under  my  poultry  house  and 
they  breed  under  the  floor.  Now  they  are  in 
the  walls,  which  are  double.  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  go  to  the  hen  hoose  any  more. 
What  can  I  do? — Mrs.  C.  P.  E. ,  Wisconsin. 

Well,  now  you  are  having  trouble. 
As  long  as  you  have  a  wooden  floor 
it  would  hardly  seem  best  to  tear  it 
up.  If  you  had  no  floor  we  would 
suggest  a  new  cement  floor.  However 
let  your  floor  stay  where  it  is.  You 
can  go  around  the  outside  of  the 
house  and  dig  down  and  put  in  a 
piece  of  galvanized  iron  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  rats  cannot  dig  un- 
der the  walls.  Then  take  off  a  board 
at  the  floor  so  that  the  bottom  of  all 
the  studs  are  exposed.  This  will  give 
you  access  to  them.  Now  set  traps 
and  put  out  poison  to  kill  the  rats. 
We  suggest  that  you  use  some  well 
known  commercial  rat  poison^A  good 
rifle  will  also  be  an  aid  in  shooting 
some  rats.  The  aim  is  to  get  rid  of  all 
the  rats  and  then  keep  them  down 
with  a  good  dog  and  some  traps.  Ev- 
ery poultry  farm  should  have  a  little 
dog  to  catch  rats.  We  do  not  think 
your  case  is  hopeless  at  all.

Leghorn  or  Red 

My  husband  and  I  have  been  having  an 
argument.  He  says  the  Rhode  Island  Red  is 
the  best  bird,  and  I  say  the  White  Leg-horn 
is.  We  have  derided  to  let  you  settle  the 
disagreement.  Will  you  please  give  us  your 
decision? — A  Reader.  Ohio. 

This  is  a  question  which  has  never 
been  settled.  For  some  purposes  it 
looks  as  if  the  Reds  had  the  best  of 
it,  and  then  again  the  White  Leg- 
horns have  the  best  of  it.  It  all  de- 
pends upon  how  we  look  at  the  prob- 
lem. This  is  not  a  question  which  can 
be  answered  easily.  We  prefer  to  be 
excused  from  making  an  attempt  at 
its  solution.  We  value  the  friendship 
of  many  poultry  friends  too  much  to 
be  misunderstood,  as  we  most  certain- 
ly would  be,  no  matter  how  the  sub- 
ject was  covered.

Poultry  Manure 

Will  you  kindly  inform  me  whether  poultry 
manure  may  be  used  on  strawberries?  We 
raise  some  berries  as  a  side  line. — N.  W. ,  Illi- 
nois. 

Poultry  droopings  may  be  used  on 
all  gardens  and  berries,  but  it  must  be 
used  somewhat  sparingly,  or  it  has  a 
tendency  to  burn  up  the  plants.  Our 
plan  has  been  to  scatter  the  drop- 
pings on  the  garden  late  in  the  fall 
and  let  the  snow  and  winter  moisture 
work  down  through  it  into  the  soil. 
We  have  used  it  on  strawberries,  but 


we  placed  it  in  between  the  rows  of 
plants  so  it  never  came  in  contact 
with  the  plants  so  as  to  burn  them. 
Some  poultrymen  mix  the  poultry 
droppings  with  fine  dust  and  sprinkle 
it  over  the  garden  carefully.

Leg  Weakness 

Will  you  please  tell  me  what  causes  leg 
weakness  in  chicks,  and  recommend  a  remedy? 
— Mrs.  A.  T.   E.,  Kansas. 

Leg  weakness  may  be  caused  by 
several  conditions.  A  smooth,  hard 
floor  may  cause  it.  More  litter  will 
overcome  this  problem.  Improper  ra- 
tions or  a  ration  lacking  in  certain 
vitamins  often  bring  on  the  symp- 
toms of  leg  weakness.  This  condition 
also  occurs  in  some  diseases.  The 
remedy  depends  entirely  upon  the 
cause.

Hens  enjoy  summer  breezes,  but 
the  cold,  raw  winds  in  fall  and  winter 
freeze  and  chill  poultry  as  they  do 
persons.  Yet  the  poultryman  who 
tries  to  make  his  hens  comfortable  by 
closing  windows  in  the  poultry  house 
only  adds  to  his  and  their  troubles, 
for  he  sooner  or  later  gets  a  wet  pen. 

Ventilation  should  provide  air  con- 
ditions in  the  laying  house  which  will 
be  comfortable  and  healthful.  It  may 
not  be  possible  to  measure  a  hen's 
comfort,  but  all  good  poultrymen  do 
know  when  their  flocks  are  content- 
ed. In  most  poultry  houses  it  is  pos- 
sible without  expert  labor  to  improve 
air  conditions  cheaply. 

Th  tops  of  most  windows  or  other 
openings  are  from  one  to  two  feet  be- 
low the  highest  point  in  the  ceiling. 
An  opening  at  the  highest  point,  ap- 
proximately one  square  foot  for  each 
100  hens,  seems  enough  to  relieve  the 
moisture  conditions.  The  air  intakes 
should  be  near  the  floor,  for  then  the 
air  has  the  greatest  distance  to  trav- 
el before  it  reaches  the  opening  and 
more  chance  to  mix  with  the  air  in 
the  pen,  and  absorb  and  remove  mois- 
ture given  off  by  the  birds.  The  bot- 
tom openings  should  be  baffled  to 
prevent  drafts. 

Systems  of  this  type  with  the  exit 
at  the  highest  point  in  the  house,  and 
with  baffled  openings  near  the  floor, 
have  been  in  use  for  several  years 
and  are  giving  satisfaction. 


MAKE  PLAN  FOR  GARDEN 

People  who  are  just  getting  into 
gardening  this  spring  for  the  first 
time,  and  even  experienced  gardeners 
who  have  not  taken  full  advantage 
of  successful  planting,  should  first  of 
all  plan  their  garden  on  paper,  says 
R.  A.  Schroeder  of  the  Missouri  Col- 
leeg  of  Agriculture.  Definitely  laying 
out  the  garden  space  for  succession 
crops  is  a  good  practice  even  for 
those  who  have  had  long  experience.

You  have  your  recipes  for  special 
egg  and  fish  Lenten  dishes,  but 
here  are  a  few  suggestions  that  I 
am  sure  you  will  appreciate  —  not 
only  during  the  forty  days  of  Lent, 
but  for  forty  months  thereafter. 

Magic  Mayonnaise 

y3  cup  sweetened  condensed  milk 
%  cup  vinegar  or  lemon  juice 
%  cup  salad  oil  or  melted  butter 
1  egg  yolk 
V2  teaspoon  salt 

Few  grains  cayenne 
Ve  teaspoon  dry  mustard 

Place  ingredients  in  mixing  bow!. 
Beat  with  rotary  egg  beater  until 
mixture  thickens.  (Or  place  in  jar, 
cover  tightly,  and  shake  vigorously 
2  minutes.)  If  thicker  consistency 
is  desired,  chill  before  serving. 
Makes  IV4.  cups. 

The  mayonnaise  recipe  given 
above  will  carry  an  additional  cup 
of  oil  if  this  flavor  is  particularly 
liked.  The  vinegar  may  also  be 
increased  up  to  y2  cup.  To  double 
recipe:  Use  one  whole  egg  instead 
of  egg  yolk  and  double  all  other 
ingredients.    This  makes  2y2  cups. 

This  is  a  delicious  dressing  with 
fish  or  vegetable  salads. 

Ribbon  Gem  Salad 

2  tablespoons  gelatin 
y2  cup  cold  water 
IV2  cups  pineapple  syrup* 
V2  cup  sugar 
y2  teaspoon  salt 
%  cup  mild  vinegar 
2  tablespoons  lemon  juice 

2  3-ounce  packages  cream  cheese 
Vi  cup  cream 

1  cup  cucumber  cubes 

3  cups  canned  Hawaiian 

pineapple  gems 
1  pimiento  chopped 
%  cup  pecan  halves 
Mayonnaise  dressing 


Soak  gelatin  in  cold  water  for 
five  minutes,  dissolve  in  hot  pine- 
apple syrup.  Add  sugar,  salt, 
vinegar  and  lemon  juice;  cool  until 
slightly  thickened.  Beat  the  cheese 
to  a  smooth  paste  with  the  cream 
and  add  Yz  cup  of  thickened  gelatin. 
Combine  remaining  gelatin  with 
cucumber  cubes,  half  of  pineapple 
gems,  pimiento  and  nuts.  Pour 
half  of  this  into  a  loaf  mold 
(10x5x3),  chill  until  set.  Let 
other  half  stand  at  room  tempera- 
ture. Spread  cheese  mixture  on 
top  of  sat  gelatin,  chill  and  pour 
in  remaining  soft  gelatin  mixture; 
chill.  Serve  sliced  on  crisp  lettuce 
and  garnished  with  remaining 
pineapple  gems.  Pass  mayonnaise 
dressing.    Yield:    8  servings. 

*  Syrup  drained  from  1  lb.  14 
ounce  can  Hawaiian  pineapple 
gems  plus  water  to  make  IV2  cups 
liquid. 

You  can  serve  the  longed  -  for 
second  and  third  cups  of  coffee 
without  any  qualms  over  nerves  or 
sleeplessness  if  you  make  your 
steaming  brew  from  decaffeinated' 
coffee.  Be  sure  to  have  it  piping 
hot.  Here  is  a  tempting  brew  to 
serve  with  Lenten  meals. 

Steeped  Coffee 
(An  improved  "boiled"  coffee) 
Use  1  heaping  tablespoon  de- 
caffeinated coffee,  regular  grind,  for 
each  cup  (Y2  pint)  boiling  water. 
Put  coffee  in  pot.  Pour  boiling 
water  over  coffee,  cover  tightly, 
and  let  stand  in  a  warm  place  6  to 
9  minutes.  Strain  from  grounds 
immediately  through  fine  wire 
strainer,  muslin,  or  cheesecloth. 
Remember  when  making  decaffein- 
ated coffee  by  the  pot  or  percolator 
methods  that  it  needs  slightly 
longer  brewing  than  the  ordinary 
kind  to  bring  out  its  full,  rich 
flavor. 


VENTILATE  FOR  COMFORT 


In  reading  about  ventilation,  we  us- 
ually are  given  the  impression  that 
its  sole  aim  is  to  provide  fresh  air. 
While  this  may  be  the  main  object 
of  ventilation,  yet  efficient  ventilation 
tends  to  remove  moisture  laden  air, 
thus  providing  better  comfort  for  the 
fowls.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a 
bird  can  stand  more  coia  dry  air  than 


when  the  air  is  moist.  Knowing  this, 
we  aim  to  make  ventilation  provide 
dry  air,  and  thus  we  keep  the  hens 
more  comfortable. 

If  you  wish  to  prove  the  efficiency 
of  your  ventilator  in  this  matter  of 
removing  moisture,  go  up  to  the  poul- 
try house  on  a  real  cold  morning  and 
note  whether  there  is  a  lot  of  frost  on 
the  top  of  the  ventilator.  If  not,  then 
you  may  be  sure  that  it  is  not  re- 
moving the  moisture  from  the  house 
below.  -.

WHAT  tastes  better  on  a  cold 
evening  than  a  dish  of  steam- 
ed spice  pudding  for  dessert?  I 
can't  think  of  a 
suitable  answer 
and  don't  be- 
lieve you  can 
either.  So  here's 
a  recipe  for  just 
that  kind  of  pud- 
ding: 

Steamed  Spice 
Pudding 

2  cups  sifted  flour;  2  teaspoons 
double-acting  baking  powder;  14 
teaspoon  soda;  1  teaspoon  salt; 
iy2  teaspoons  ginger;  y2  teaspoon 
nutmeg;  1%  teaspoons  cinnamon; 
y2  teaspoon  cloves;  y2  teaspoon 
allspice;  4  tablespoons  butter  or 
other  shortening;  y2  cup  brown 
sugar,  firmly  packed;  1  egg,  well 
beaten;  %  cup  milk;  y2  cup 
molasses. 

Sift  flour  once,  measure,  add 
baking  powder,  soda,  salt,  and 
spices,  and  sift  together  three 
times.  Cream  butter,  add  sugar 
gradually,  creaming  thoroughly. 
Beat  in  egg.  Add  flour,  alternately 
with  milk  and  molasses,  stirring 
well  after  each  addition.  Turn  into 
greased  molds,  filling  them  2^  full; 
cover  tightly  and  steam  2  I'ours. 
Serve  with  your  favorite  sauce.

CHARCOAL  FACTS 


There  are  times  when  every  one 
has  to  buy  something  he  knows  little 
about,  but  he  doesn't  have  to  keep  on 
doing  it.  When  he  buys  something 
for  an  important  purpose  where  its 
performance  means  something,  he 
should  learn  all  he  can  about  it.  Oth- 
erwise, he  continues  to  buy  blindly. 

Charcoal  is  a  manufactured  prod- 
uct made  by  several  methods  and  dif- 
ferent kinds  vary  widely  in  useful- 
ness, just  as  two  makes  of  mash 
may  look  alike  and  one  exceed  the 
other  in  food  value.  A  shoe  just  right 
for  dancing  is  no  good  at  a  logging 
camp.  A  gun  for  shooting  birds  is 
no  good  for  elephants.  Even  eggs 
vary.  There  are  insect  eggs,  alligator 
eggs,  and  turtle  eggs,  turkey  eggs, 
duck  and  hen  eggs,  etc.  On  the  out- 
side, a  spoiled  hen  egg  may  look  the 
same  as  a  fresh  one.  You  can't  judge 
everything  just  by  name  and  appear- 
ance, especially  charcoal. 

Since  the  use  of  charcoal  for  poul- 
try is  increasing,  and  the  poultry 
raisers  are  beginning  to  learn  the 
real  value  of  charcoal  as  a  part  of 
the  poultry  ration,  it  is  very  desir- 
able that  poultry  raisers  should  care- 
fully analyze  the  charcoal  situation 
and  the  help  it  will  be  in  feeding  their 
layers.

Proper  Feeding  of  Dogs

One  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  keeping  your  dog  healthy  and 
happy  is  proper  and  judicious  feed- 
ing. The  dog  and  cat  are  the  only 
strictly  carnivorous  or  meat-eating 
animals  under  domestication.  Meat- 
eating  animals  have 
shorter  digestive 
tracts  than  herbivo- 
ra,  such  as  horses 
and  cattle,  which 
eat  principally 
grains  and  vegeta- 
ble foods,  or  omni- 
vora,  for  example, 
humans  who  eat 
both  meat  and  vege- 
tables. Accordingly, 
they  have  room  for 
very  little  bulk  in 
the  diet. 

Meat  and  meat 
products  are  han- 
dled most  success- 
fully and  most  eas- 
ily by  the  digestive 
system  of  the  dog. 
The  digestive  juices 
contain  practically  none  of  the  fer- 
ments for  the  digestion  of  starches. 
Dogs  do  not  masticate  their  food,  all 
of  their  teeth  being  prehensile  organs 
for  the  grasping  of  food,  and  only 
poorly  adapted  to  chewing.  Bones 
which  are  broken  up  into  small  pieces 
and  swallowed,  are  soon  completely 
softened  by  the  action  of  the  acid  in 
the  stomach. 

A  great  many  of  the  diseases  f 
dogs  are  due  to  some  derangement 
of  the  digestive  system  and  are  usu- 
ally caused  by  improper  diet.  The 
improvement  of  a  poor  diet  is  one 
of  the  most  important  parts  of  the 
treatment  and  prevention  of  diges- 
tive disturbances.  People  frequently 
say  with  pride  that  their  dog  gets 


nothing  except  what  they  themselves 
eat;  but  dogs  are  not  human  and  re- 
quire a  very  different  type  of  diet. 
What  is  fine  for  man  to  eat  may 
actually  be  very  harmful  to  his  dog. 

After  weaning,  the  young  puppy 
should  be  fed  four  times  daily  until 
he  is  about  three  months  of  age.  Two 
of  the  four  meals  should  be  raw, 
ground  beef  or  its  equivalent,  one  of 
milk,  and  the  other  may  be  of  dry 
biscuits,  raw  eggs,  selected  table 
scraps,  and  the  like.  At  all  times  the 
puppy  should  finish  his  meal  still 
hungry,  and  when  this  is  not  in  evi- 
dence the  quantity  of  the  food  should 
be  reduced  to  two  meals  a  day,  fed 
in  the  morning  and  at  night,  with  the 
heavier  meal  at  night  after  the  heat 
of  the  day  has  passed.  At  this  time, 
in  the  case  of  the  larger  breeds,  it  is 
well  to  add  a  smal  lamount  of  broken 
dog  biscuits  to  the  evening  meal,  to 
particularly  satisfy  the  appetite. 
However,  the  smaller  breeds  will  not 
need  this  addition  of  bulk. 

When  the  dog  reaches  about  one 
year  of  age  the  meals  should  be  cut 
down  to  one  a  day,  fed  at  night,  with 
the  exception  of  the  toy  breeds  which 
should  continue  to  eat  twice  daily. 
Meat  should  still  be  the  basis  of  the 
ration.  Raw  beef  approaches  the  ideal. 
The  best  grades  of  canned  dog  food 
will  serve  very  well,  but  a  somewhat 
grater  quantity  of  them  will  be  re- 
auired.  Raw  liver  should  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  usual  meat  about  once 
a  week.  Salmon  or  other  canned  fish 
are  very  acceptable  occasional  sub- 
stitutes. Large  bones  with  a  quantity 
of  meat  left  attached  are  also  very 
good.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a  wide 
variety  in  the  diet  of  the  dog,  so  that 
whatever  meat  is  selected  as  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  diet  should  be  fed 
quite  consistently.

OYSTER  SHELL 


POULTRY  KEEPER  has  consist- 
ently advocated  the  constant  use  of 
oyster  shell.  We  feel  a  great  many 
people  do  not  appreciate  its  value  in 
growing  young  chicks  and  so  in  this 
particular  issue  we  want  to  call  your 
attention  to  that  matter.  As  soon  as 
the  chicks  get  a  start  a  constant 
supply  of  oyster  shell  should  be  avail- 
able. Many  feed  manufacturers  are 
including  ground  oyster  shell  as  a 
regular  part  of  their  feed  mixtures. 
The  use  of  Oyster  Shell  for  the  grow- 
ing chick  is  increasing  rapidly  and 
if  you  are  overlooking  it,  we  are  sure 
you  are  making  quite  a  mistake.
